W. A Study in Progression 

E recently received from Mr. Cyril 
Fagan a copy of his new manuscript, “The 
Quotidians,” which is the title properly 
enough given a detailed study of the secon- 
dary progressed horoscope from the point of 
view of daily developments or events. 

This manuscript interested us greatly be- 
cause it was immediately apparent that Mr. 
Fagan’s “Q2” chart was practically identical 
with, and, as far as we can determine, no 
improvement on, our Secondary Progressed 
chart as presented to the readers of AMERI- 
CAN ASTROLOGY MAGAZINE in our January, 
1939, issue, pages 21, 22 and 23, only his 
method of arriving at the result was the re- 
verse of ours. Whereas Mr. Fagan started 
with the Diurnal Horoscope (a horoscope 
erected for a given date at the T.LT. of 
birth), adding thereto a “Mean Arc of Direc- 
tion” corresponding to the age of the native, 
in years, Months and days, we started with 
the Primary Progressed chart (a horoscope 
erected for the progressed birthdate at the 
time of birth) and added to this Primary M.C. 
an Arc of Direction equivalent to the actual 
distance traveled by the transiting Sun from 
its birth position to its position at the date 
[and time of day] and time of the event. 

A moment’s thought will make it clear that 
the results arrived at by these two methods 
of calculation are practically identical, with 
the exceptfon that Mr. Fagan’s method ap- 
pears to give less accurate results for the 
reason that he is obliged to use a “mean” 
(approximate—sidereal) time increment, 
whereas by our method the actual time is 
used. True, the discrepancy is not always 
great (although in the example about to be 
given it permits a variation of as much as 
3° in the Progressed M.C.), yet, not only 
does it, in our opinion, involve an unneces- 
sarily complicated procedure, but it is at 
best an approximation, since it involves cal-- 


culations based on the calendar and propor- 
tional time rather than the actual Solar Revo- 
lution which, in the last analysis, is the true 
basis of this Q2 or Seconary Progressed chart. 

By way of illustration, let us apply these 
two methods to Hitler’s horoscope, progress- 
ing his chart to September 1, 1939. 

For this purpose, we will commence with 
that chart for Hitler supplied by Miss Estelle 
Gardner, published in our May, 1938, issue, 
and which she states was taken from “Astrol- 
ogy, March, 1932,” which obtained it from 
“Der Zenit.” This chart was erected for 
6:30 P.M., L.M.T., Braunau, Austria, Long. 
13 E., Lat 48 N, and gives 4:12 Leo as Hit- 
ler’s M.C. 

From the above, and using Mr. Fagan’s 
method, we will proceed to calculate Hitler’s 
Q2 chart for September 1, 1939. According 
to Mr. Fagan,ethe calculations are as fol- 
lows: ; 


S.T. September 1, 1939.... 10:39:01 
Teak. Of DiPth. ...802062.. 6:30 P.M. 


To arrive at his Q2 chart for this date, 
we must add to the above S.T. (17:09:01) 
the “mean arc of Direction” for Hitler’s age, 
September 1, 1939. This is arrived at by 
subtracting the year, month and date of Hit- 
ler’s birth from the year, month and date 
of the event, as follows:

In appendix 1 at the end of Mr. Fagan’s 
manuscript we find a table of “Mean Arcs” 
giving equivalent in S.T. for every possible 
age (year, month and date) from 1 to 100, 
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and for the above, we are given the follow- 
ing:

We must now add this “Mean Arc” in S.T. 
to the S.T. of Hitler’s Q1 in order to arrive 
at the S.T. of his Q2 chart for September 1,

Now let us compare this with a Secondary 
Progressed chart for Hitler for the same date 
(September 1, 1939) calculated according to 
the method set forth in our January, 1939, 


issue (page 21). By this method we merely 
reverse Mr. Fagan’s procedure, eliminating 
thereby the Diurnal chart (Q1) and also the 
“Mean Arcs of Direction,” arriving at a re- 
sult which is practically the same as that 





arrived at by Mr. Fagan’s method, but which 
we claim is more accurate because it does 
not involve in calculation any “mean” or 
average increment, but is based on the actual 
position of the transiting Sun on the day in 
question. The calculation in this instance 
would be as follows: 

Hitler’s progressed birthdate corrected to 
1939—June 9, 1889. 

Note—by starting with his progressed birth- 
date, we eliminate the “Mean Arc of Direc- 
tion” for his age: 50 years, 4 months, 12 days.

Now (as also explained by Mr. Fagan in his 
manuscript), “In the secondary system the 
M.C. completes the whole circle of the zodiac 
in 24 hours and advances an additional (1) 
degree.” Thus, from birthdate to birthdate, 
or rather from one Solar Return to the next, 
the transiting Sun and the progressed M.C. 
move through a complete circle of 360°, with 
the progressed M.C. gaining only 1° in that 
interval. Therefore, if we move the pro- 
gressed M.C. forward at exactly the same 
rate as the transiting Sun, our progressed 
M.C. can only be in error 1° in an entire 
year, which gives a very high degree of accu- 
racy to the progressed M.C. for any date 
within that year. Therefore we adopt the 
following rule—“As the transiting Sun» (at 
any given time) is to the natal Sun, so is 
the Secondary Progressed M.C. for that time 
to the Primary M.C. for the year in question. 

Applying this rule to the case in question:

It will be noted that the above chart varies 
from that arrived at by Mr. Fagan’s method 
by approximately 3°. But, as before stated, 
we contend that this chart is the more accu- 
rate because it does not involve any approxi- 
mations or averages whatever, but is calcu- 
lated throughout from actual positions and 
times: 


The Polish Campaign 


September 1, 1939, of course, marked ‘the 
commencement of Hitler’s Polish campaign 
and the actual beginning of the present war. 
Referring to our Seconary Progressed chart, 
we find two significant positions: 1—transit- 
ing Mars close’ to the M.C.; 2—transiting 
Uranus close to the Asc. Following through 
on our theory of rectifications, we should 
adjujst this chart to bring one or both of 
these contacts to the exact conjunction. 

To bring Mars to the M.C. we must move 
the Secondary M.C. back 7°14’ to 24:25 Capri- 
corn. If we move it back 6°36’ to 25:03 Capri- 
corn, we still have Mars within 1° of the 
M.C., but also we bring the transiting Uranus 
to within 1°33’ of the Asc. at 48° N. Lat. Thus 
bz arrive at a new Secondary chart, as fol- 
Ows:

Natal Chart 


The above chart with transiting Mars on 
the progressed M.C. [and as will later be 
seen also on Hitler’s natal Fourth cusp] sex- 
tile transiting Uranus on progressed ascend- 
ant, tells a graphic story of his sensationally 
rapid Polish conquest. 

Assuming that the above is the true 
(Secondary) Progressed chart for Hitler’s 
Polish campaign, we are now in a position 
to rectify his natal horoscope merely by re- 
versing our calculations, thus:

The Scandinavian Invasion 

Let us now progress Hitler’s chart to his 
Scandinavian Invasion, which from the astro- 
logical point of view, would seem to have 
been a blunder that may well prove disas- 
trous to Germany. The German forces 
moved into Denmark at about 4:35 AM, 
G.M.T., April 9, 1940. The transiting Sun at 








that time was at 19:10 Aries. Hitler’s Pri- 
mary M.C, for 1940 (according to his recti- 


fied birth time) is 19:07 Virgo. From 19:24 
Aries to his natal Sun (0:48 Taurus) is 
11°24’. We therefore count back that amount 
from 19:07 Virgo, which brings us to 7:43 








Virgo as his Secondary M.C. for April 9th. 
In our table of houses the nearest to 7:43 
Virgo is 7:18 Virgo. We therefore erect a 
chart for this M.C, at Lat. 48 N. 

Here we find Uranus again on an angle, 
this time the Seventh. Emphasizing again 
the importance of Uranus in Hitler’s destiny, 
this is quite in order because of its position 
within 3° of his ascendant at birth (rectified 


. chart),.and certainly he has alwdys moved 


or acted in a manner truly Uranian. Finally, 
this adds additional verification of the recti- 
fied birth time and this particular method 
of progression. 

Uranus on the Seventh of this chart (pro- 
gressed for April 9th) puts the “joker” in 
the other hand—that is to say in the hand 
of the opposition. It could well indicate that 
this time (in contradistinction to conditions 
prevailing September 1, 1939) it is Hitler’s 
opponent (the Allies) who pack the element 
of surprise and are most likely to win this 
game through some sudden, unexpected turn 
of events. 


The Peace Offensive 


Examining this chart as a possible key to 
developments of the recent past and near 
future, we find. that on March 6, 1940, the 
transiting Venus contacted the (secondary) 
progressed Seventh cusp in the 27th degree 
of Aries. Since due to the relative motion 
of Venus and the progressed Seventh, this 
conjunction remained in orb for several days. 
This points to the first half of March as a 
period during which peace overtures could 
have been expected to emanate through Hit- 
ler’s enemies, otherwise from or through his 
allies. However, since Venus at the time 
was also conjunct the transiting Saturn and 
square Hitler’s natal M.C., it is likely that 
such a peace offer would be more of the 
nature of an ultimatum and the olive branch 
could have been expected to wither for the 
reason that a real spirit of compromise and 
cooperation was lacking. Such offers clearly 
involved a sacrifice on Hitler’s part—a sac- 
rifice of ambition (Tenth) which he was not 
(square) willing to make. Note—Sumner 
Welles saw Hitler March 2nd and the Russo- 
Finnish War ended March 13th. 


June, 1940 


Glancing into the future, we note that on 
June 30, 1940, the transiting Uranus con- 
juncts the progressed Fourth cusp while the 
transiting Mars conjuncts the progressed 
Seventh cusp at 27° Cancer. This is the 
chart upon which we based our deduction 
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that June, 1940, may prove to be the most 
sensational~month since September, 1939. 








It is curious to note that in this, as in the 
chart for the Polish Campaign, the transit- 
ing Mars forms a favorable aspect to the 
transiting Uranus from angles. On Septem- 
ber 1, 1939, Mars was separating from a 
trine to Uranus, from the Tenth to the First, 
whereas in the chart for June 30th, it is 
separating from a sextile from the Seventh 
to the Fourth. Both charts promise victory 
to Mars, but the angles are reversed. This 
time (as in the chart of April 9th) it looks 
like a sudden and somewhat surprising vic- 
tory for the opposition: Furthermore, in 
27:49 Cancer, Mars is transiting Hitler’s natal 
MC., albeit it was approaching his natal 
Fourth last September Ist. 


All things cansidered, the last week of 
June promises to be sensational, and we 
would judge that a smashing defeat for Ger- 
man (Hitler’s) forces is highly probable at 
that time.* 


In conclusion, we would like/to call atten- 
tion to a most interesting configuration in 
Hitler’s minor progresséd chart for August, 
1939—August 19th, to be exact. We refer 
to the minor conjunction of Mars and Jupi- 
ter in 18:58 Aries, within 1° of Uranus in 
the horoscope of the Third Reich, and by 
the same token within 1° of an opposition 
to Hitler’s natal Uranus. This (Mars con- 
junction Jupiter) is a comparatively rare 
configuration by Minor "Direction. Hitler has 
had only one before in his life, ie, minor 
Mars conjunct minor Jupiter in 5° Aquarius, 
effective in April, 1910. This particular con- 


*The Cancer (water) element pies point to

junction (August, 1939) is of extraordinary 
significance not only by reason of the con- 
tacts listed above, but also it is noteworthy 
that his minor Moon at the exact time of the 
conjunction was 1:36 Taurus—within 1° of 
his natal Sun and the transiting Saturn. For 
the convenience of students we are reproduc- 
ing a map for this conjunction which took 
place January 24, 1893, at 11:37 P-M., GM.T., 
and which by the rules of minor directions* 
corresponds to the late P.M. of August 19, 
1939. 











_ We might well be justified in accepting 
this as Hitler’s (personal) war map, and all 
things considered, it does not promise much 
in the way of ultimate victory. That con- 
tact with the radical Uranus of The Third 
Reich (square Venus) would seem to indi- 
cate that at that time the ambitions of Der 
Fiihrer did indeed boil over in a manner 
that may well prove disastrous to Germany. 
Note also the position of Hitler’s minor Mer- 
cury in the above chart and compare same 
with Venus of The Third Reich. Mars square 
Mercury can change his mind, or his course, 
in a sudden, radical and most surprising 
manner. The indications are that a powerful 
and resourceful element both in the masses 
and in the army in Germany had little sym- 
pathy for Hitler’s ambitious plans for con- 
quest, and if anything happens that those 
plans miscarry, Der Fiithrer can be expected 
to do a “Humpty-Dumpty” practically over 
night. It is interesting to note that Goering’s 
Sun in 22+ Capricorn conjuncts this Venus 
and Hitler’s minor Mercury. It may well be 
through him that retribution may come.

The Influence of the Planet Saturn in the Twelve Signs

Nn Cancer, Saturn is in his own Seventh 


House and in a position of considerable criti- 
cality. Here Saturn is in the first Sign of his 
Detriment and square to the Sign in which 
he is exalted: Libra. It therefore can be seen 
at a glance that, when configurated in Can- 
cer, Saturn is placed in a most powerful po- 
sition. In fact, such a planetary position is 
but another version of the age-old fable of 
Samson and Delilah, for here the innate 
strength and resistance of the cold, calculat- 
ing Lord of Ambition is sapped by the drowsy 
domesticity of this lunar mansion. But in- 
stead of walking off with the gates of Gaza, 
as did Samson of yore, here Saturn but 
lingers near them, stretched full-length in 
indolent repose. In short, Saturn, when 
posited in Cancer, may be compared to a dic- 
tator on a holiday. Saturn in Cancer: the 
giant gone to bed! 

In Cancer, Saturn’s virtues are greatly 
modified, as indeed one might expect, for 
Cancer is the Sign of change, of all the Signs 
of Heaven possibly the one most antipathetical 
to Saturn’s nature. Herein his resistance is, 
as it were, dissolved, overcome or, at least, 
rendered fitful and spasmodic. Indeed, his 
vibration would here appear to be exerted 
toward an evasion of responsibility, the Sa- 
turnian ability to face obstacles and stub- 
bornly to overcome them replaced by a shirk- 
ing procrastination, by discontent, rebellion 
and a general all-around resentment which 
at times includes about everything and every- 
body within range, these qualities manifest- 
ing, of course, in the case that Saturn here 
is heavily afflicted. Such feelings of dissat- 
isfaction very often result in many changes

of residence coupled to changes in the career 
and in one’s occupational pursuits. Thus peo- 
ple with Saturn in Cancer more often than 
not find it difficult to express themselves, 
more especially as they become psychically 
affected by the conditions surrounding others. 
Fundamentally the nature is inclined to be 
fretful and usually there is more or less 
anxiety and sorrow in store because of par- 
ents, children, love affairs or other attach- 
ments. 

Primarily, this.is a most unhappy role for 
the Lord of Labor, here turned vagabond 
and gone adventuring. One’s ability to co- 
operate may be cramped by complexes almost 
too numerous to mention, one such showing 
forth in a well defined tendency toward fussy 
attitudes that, in their last analysis, sen- 
tences others to suffer justice without clem- 
ency in the process of exacting the last jot 
and tittle of the law. Indeed, these people 
may be but too prone to forget that “with 
what measure ye mete out to others the same 
shall be dealt out to you,” for justice hath 
a two-edged sword*and her decisions are 
apt to be exceedingly sharp, severity being 
like unto a hen whose blind chickens some- 
how always come back to roost—and as they 
flap back you can count them! Hence these 
people should live by the Golden Rule, not 
by the decrees of Lycurgus. 


Real Estate Interests 


Saturn in Cancer most commonly gives 
reliable judgment in the matter of houses and 
lands, mines and interests of a like nature, 
wherefore the native ordinarily gains by in- 
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vesting in such property. Naturally, if Sat- 
urn be afflicted here the gains to be expected 
from such investments are bound to be 
greatly lessened, but then, too, such afflic- 
tions will also ordinarily serve to increase 
his subject’s caution, already acute enough 
as it is. Here he also favors attachments to 
older people, else to those of more settled 
ways. Again, Saturn in Cancer presumes 
somewhat of a tendency toward folly, lazi- 
ness, idleness and sensuality, though none 
of these three are bound to be particularly 
pronounced. Usually, however, there would 
appear to be more than a suspicion of lazi- 
ness, and indeed this tendency will have to 
be guarded against lest it gain too permanent 
a foothold and the life wind up with noth- 
ing accomplished of all the things so emi- 
nently worth while. Yet notwithstanding all 
and everything else that may be said regard- 
ing Saturn in this asterism, the one foregone 
conclusion to be derived from his incum- 
bency of this lunar mansion is his power to 
stir up domestic strife, sorrows and troubles 
at home and at the end of life—unless the 
native early determines to progress through 
his own spifitual unfoldment. Indeed, it 
seems to me that I cannot insist upon this 
fact too strongly, that if nothing else be re- 
membered of all that I have said, this one 
admonition should sink into the mind, if 
these people would avoid the greatest portion 
of Saturn’s debilitating influence when placed 
in this Sign at birth. 

When the Lord of Care is well aspected 
in this Mansion of the Moon, he greatly fa- 
vors thrift, economy and much comfort at 
home, along with the extreme. probability of 
a comfortable and a peaceful old age. He 
here increases the tendency toward frugality 
of disposition, removes it from the sphere of 
meanness and gives his native a good con- 
trol over his appetite. But when much 
afflicted—and particularly when found in the 
Seventh House of the Nativity—he foreshad- 
ows the fact that a gloomy, repressive part- 
ner may undoubtedly do much to hold the 
native back in life, squelch his every ambi- 
tion and become very much of a weight 
around his neck, a drag upon his career. The 
force of such afflictions apply whether it be 
to the married or business partner or both, 
it makes not the slightest difference, save 
that the more intimate*the partnership the 
greater the restraint felt-and the more irk- 
some will it threaten to become. Therefore, 
a happy, cheerful partner should be chosen, 
in marriage particularly. 

It has been proposed by some astrologers 
that any notable afflictions to Saturn in Can- 





cer indicate some particularly heavy debts 
awaiting payment in this life, and that un- 
less this balance be adjusted, sorrow, trouble 
and disappointment are certain to increase 
as life advances, added to which there threat- 
ens to be the burden of ill-health mostly due 
to chronic stomach ailments of one sort or 


another. Upon the other hand, when Saturn 
is beneficently aspected while tenanting this 
asterism, quite the opposite to the above may 
be expected. 

The Lord of Gates and Boundaries, when 
sunk in the ever-flowing waters of the Lunar 
Lake, may foreshadow emotional storms and 
upsets, largely due to emotional repression 
provoked by selfishness in one or more of its 
many forms. But whereas the self-seeking 
of Saturn in Taurus is subtle, exacting, com- 
pelling, and more inwardly than outwardly 
expressed, the emotional reactions induced 
by Saturn’s position in Cancer are more ap- 
parent, more childishly expressed, more pro- 
nounced and harassing in their effects both 
on the native himself as, too, upon those who 
get in the way of their onrushing tide. Mars 
in either Taurus or Cancer would fight it out 
and have done with it, but Saturn in Cancer 
inclines toward a Stubborn, passive re- 
sistance, confined thereto by a peculiar spe- 
cies of emotional repression. 


An Outstanding Example 


Saturn, when posited at birth in this lunar 
manse, is frequently the significator of an in- 
nate religious tendency, where he does not 
develop into an actual religious bias of one 
kind or another. Not infrequently he pro- 
poses an inclination to delve into the occult 
arts and sciences, a case in point being 
that of Michel de Notre Dame, better known 
as Nostradamus, the eminent astrologer- 
magician, physician to Henry II of France, 
who perhaps is the best known and most 
illustrious example of Saturn’s occult ten- 
dencies when posited in this lunar Sign. In 
his Nativity, Saturn was conjunct Jupiter 
in the Third House, both planets being trined 
by the Moon in Scorpio in the Sixth at the 
same time that Neptune opposed this Can- 
cerian conjunction from the Tenth, Mercury 
being in Pisces while the Sun shone at the 
very entrance to the Gates of Capricorn. 
This illustrious man was a most renowned 
necromancer, respected, feared, severe and 
pious of life, round whose sinister figure clus- 
tered the most incredible tales, like witches 
round a cauldron. Indeed,-Nostradamus left 
to posterity the legacy of his marvellous 
quatrains wherein he compassed the history 
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of centuries to come, the chief events in each 
century being summed up in four lines’ of 
verse each. Need I remark that he predicted 
the World War of 1914-18, the American 
Revolution of 1776, the French Revolution of 
1792, the advent of Napoleon and his fall, 
and many other events all down the cen- 
turies, all the more marvellous when it is 
remembered that Nostradamus died some 
time before the year 1600! That his prophecies 
were based on the future Great Conjunctions 
of the heavy planets and their mutations 
down through the centuries is well known 
to astrologers, which does not in the least 
detract from our wonder at the depth of his 
learning and the truly marvellous spiritual 
insight he displayed; a gift sufficiently rare 
for a surety, in view of the fact that no emu- 
lators have ever succeeded him. His horo- 
scope is just one more proof of the truly 
divine nature of pure astrological art and 
science. 


Health Conditions—Weaknesses 


When the dour Guardian of the Southern 
Gate is found posited in the Sign of the Asses 
Foal at birth, the native will display a great 
liking for sweets to the detriment of the 
plainer staples that commonly support life. 
Here he warns against over-indulgence in 
strong drink, for this is one of the planetary 
configurations favoring drunkenness and de- 
bauchery when this tendency manifests and 
is not curbed in time. Moreover, Saturn here 
proposes a stomach none too resistive to 
disease. The gums will easily become subject 
to pyorrhea, and unless the native early 
learns to control his appetites he may well 
become a victim to chronic indigestion and 
the subtler forms of malnutrition. Once this 
condition has been attained due to early in- 
dulgence or neglect, the person will be 
obliged to eliminate starches, condiments and 
probably many flesh foods before this condi- 
tion is remedied: Of course, in the case of a 
much afflicted Saturn here, any latent possi- 
bility develops into pretty much of an active 
certainty, requiring something akin to heroic 
measures to combat it successfully. Again, 
when afflicted by certain peculiar configura- 
tions of planets, Saturn in Cancer points to- 
ward a susceptibility to cancer of the breast 
or stomach. In any case his position here 
points to strange likes and dislikes in the 
matter of food. 

Given Saturn in this asterism at birth, the 
ordinary tendency may be to distrust others 
and to cherish resentment; both of which 


qualities react upon the native by depleting 
his vitality, consequently upon his power to 
resist the inroads of disease. This is so be- 
cause we are so constructed that all our 
faculties, spiritual, mental and physical, are 
interconnected the one with the other, the 
inward with the outward, the whole forming 
a most sensitive web of intercommunicating 
antennae ready to register the faintest reac- 
tion to its invisible aerials. 


Occupations 


The occupations in all probability best 
suited to people with Saturn thus configu- 
rated at birth are to be found among the 
more conservative professions and lines of 
business, the precise indications pointing to 
particular fields depending in great measure 
upon the layout of the Nativity as a corporate 
whole, 

As Saturn in Cancer proposes pretty much 
of a paradox on occasion, so fretful and 
moody a vibration does he generate, his 
watchword may be presumed to be caution, 
this quality being at all times pretty much 
in evidence.

GEMINI 
Intellect and Wisdom

There is one glory of the sun, and another glory of the moon, and another glory of the stars: 
for one star differeth from another star in glory. (I Cor. 15.41.) 


M.. is a spiritual essence gifted with 
divine wisdom and divine power. The spirit- 
ual emanation overshadows man in each of 
his incarnations. Man is, therefore, not a 
new Spirit, but the same that has incarnated 
many times before. The spiritual element 
gradually develops and becomes active in the 
child. It is not absorbed immediately, but 
gradually awakens as the man grows and 
attains reason and intelligence. 

Many live, marry, and die without coming 
into complete possession of the divine ray of 
wisdom that can alone transform the indi- 
vidual into an immortal human being. There 
is a big difference between the individuality 
(life) and the personality (form), the per- 
sonality being a changeable mask which the 
individual ray produces. The only way to 
develop a stronger or greater individuality 
is to act. Each act creates a new impulse, 
which, added to the already existing energy, 
increases its strength. Dare to obey the Law 
and you will become your own master—and 
possess power over all. 

God is Life and the expression of the 
numerous life powers is found all about us. 
Life in the spiritual world is called conscious- 
ness; life in the mental world is called in- 
telligence; and life in the material world is 
called force. 

Man approaches consciousness in the mys- 
tical experience of illumination, as when a 
divine ray awakens a response in man’s 
higher nature; but man’s present constitution 
is not able to maintain this exalted state con- 
sistently. All energies flow according to vari- 
ous restrictions and act.in harmony with 
archetypal patterns of life. These forces re- 
veal the dominant ‘laws which govern all ac- 
tion. Force by itself is purposeless unless 
it is directed by intellect, though intelligence 
is usually limited to the sphere of objective 





manifestations. It is often incapable of un- 
derstanding such principles as are formless. 

In occult philosophy we learn that the uni- 
verse is created by consciousness (will), sus- 
tained by intellect (love-wisdom principle), 
and finally disintegrated by force (activity). 

Look about you. A musical instrument 
does not invent sound; it obeys the hand of 
a master. The more perfect the instrument, 
the sweeter may be the music. Light is not 
originated in beautiful jewels, but is a re- 
flection, and the purer the jewel the purer 
will be its lustrous radiation. Likewise, man 
does not originate thought, will and intelli- 
gence. He is a mirror in which the powers 
of God and nature are reflected, an instru- 
ment through which the eternal will ex- 
presses itself. In a sense, like a tiny dew- 
drop, he offers a replica in miniature of the 
boundless, limitless universal ocean of in- 
telligence. All higher powers are contained 
in man, yet man is but an imitation of the 
universal man until he awakens to the hid- 
den power of creation possessed within. 

The power of sight is not from the eye, 
hearing not from the ear, nor feeling from 
the nerves; it is the spirit of man that sees, 
hears and feels through these physical or- 
gans. Wisdom and reason and thought are 
not contained in the brain, but these quali- 
ties belong to the invisible spirit that feels 
through the heart and thinks by means of 
the brain. All of these powers are contained 
in the invisible universe and become mani- 
fest through their representative material 
shape and form. 

A perfect manifestation of power can only 
take place in a perfectly constructed in- 
strument. If the channel is imperfect the 
manifestation will be imperfect; but this in 
no manner indicates that the original power 
is defective. Unless the human intellect dis- 
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covers the principle evident in manifested 
forms, the divine ray is lacking—wisdom has 
yet to find its response in the heart of its 
would-be creator. It is truly said that im- 
agination is the cause of many ailments; 
Faith the cure of all. GEMINI, awaken. 
Child of wisdom, respond to your higher 
calling. Grasp the tremendous significance 
of your glorious heritage in the world of men. 
The light and life of the universe needs an 
eye with which to see, a channel in which 
to express and therefore a further manifesta- 
tion of zodiacal powers, the creative powers 
of the universe, became evident. To increase 
awareness of God-consciousness and to re- 
produce a larger sphere of activity, cosmic 
principles took a further dip into matter. 

You have learned that signs must be recog- 
nized as LIFE, not as form, but as Great 
Creative Beings. You must extend an invi- 
tation for them to work for you as friends 
and in so doing you recognize the spiritual 
function of the two creative hierarchies we 
have covered to date. Aries and Taurus 
have been shown to represent a blending of 
the positive and negative powers (will and 
love) of the Father and by their union all of 
our creation exists as we know it today. 
These great Beings are directly responsible 
for all unfoldment and development in the 
universe. 

Aries, the will—life force of the Father— 
joined with Taurus, the passive feminine 
principle in Nature, and in the womb of time 
their union produced the field of operation 
in which the remaining spiritual hierarchies 
were able to function. All other signs are 
their children. Aries, as the Path of the 
Spirit, and Taurus, the first of the feminine 
signs, the great Mother of the Earth, have 
united in giving forth LIFE LIGHT, and 
LOVE to the following signs of the zodiac. 

The ultimate result of the achievement of 
these creative hierarchies is beyond the com- 
prehension of man. The first and second or- 
ders, symbolized in Aries’ and Taurus, are 
said to have passed beyond the knowledge of 
anyone on earth. These spirits are old and 
they have been forgotten by mortals and even 
the Gods have but dim memories of their 
coming-forth and presence. It is known that 
they gave some assistance at the beginning 
of our evolution. Their service, which was 
rendered of their own free will, complete, 
they then withdrew from limited existence 
into liberation. They no longer represent 
active hierarchies attendant to man’s progress 
and dependent upon man’s acceptance of the 
life and laws of the universe. 


Actually, the element of perfection remains 
ever present, but without suitable recogni- 
tion and resolve, progress remains hidden, 
Latent potential faculties surround us, eager 
to serve the will of those able to use this 
tremendous energy. 

Immediately after the combined forces of 
Aries and Taurus had formed a basis for 
further manifestation, Gemini came to earth 
with his hands outstretched offering the dual 
gifts of Intellect and-Wisdom. All of Gemini’s 
gifts are dual. He is the Divine Hermaphro- 
dite. To women, he comes as a man; to men, 
he comes as a woman, 

As we contact Gemini, we are shown 
through the doors of his spacious mansion 
where we are met by Mercury, his servant 
and friend. When we turn to examine the 
home of this distinguished personage, we are 
shown many curious things. To some are 
shown terrible and violent secret sins, and 
to others fragrant blossoms and thoughts of 
pure delight; and again, to others he shows 
glittering jewels. Some of Gemini’s children 
will artfully lift some of the jewels and hide 
them under their coats; but Mercury turns 
away to hide a smile, because he knows 
that the jewels will lose their light and 
brilliance when away from his home. These 
children may need discipline, yet Mercury 
will not chasten for he is merely a guide 
to those who travel life’s path. He is the 
instrument through which many necessary 
exepriences are focused. Mercury knows that 
when the children of Gemini learn their les- 
sons, they are not confused by subtle tempta- 
tions. 


The House of Gemini 


Gemini’s house is constructed on a high 
place and it has two great towers. In one 
are many wise works produced by the brains 
of men; and in the other, secret signs and 
symbols are hidden. In the second there is 
also kept the staff of Mercury and the winged 
cap and sandals that are given to his mes- 
senger when work is to be done. From the 
first tower is found the token of the place 
to which Mercury is sent and the indication 
of the work that is to be brought into form 
by the accomplishment of man; from the 
second tower Gemini brings forth a symbol 
which unlocks the man’s heart to whom the 
message is carried. 

If the children of Gemini will but realize— 
this creative hierarchy brings a divine power 
for the use of man. Gemini awakens man- 
in-the-making and gives a field of operation 
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in which the Ego may continue to function. 
God’s plan is law and order and all things 
in the universe have an important place in 
relation to every revolving particle. Evolving 
humanity is bound one with another. All 
development depends upon the advancement 
of even the smallest part of creation. Gemini 
may well learn this lesson: Young souls learn 
-by bitter experiences; old souls learn by 
observation. 

So it is that this Great Being sends his 
messenger, Mercury, wtih a token of the 
work that is to be brought into form and 
who, in his dual gifts of Intellect and Wis- 
dom, holds the symbol that will open the 
heart of the one to whom the message is 
carried. The mental and spiritual qualities 
of this sign give the children of Gemini 
their strongest characteristics and offer an 
inner blessing rarely attained, yet beautiful 
to behold in its simple radiant splendor. 

Gemini is restless and he moves from 
room to room shutting and opening doors 
and secret places, for he looks for truth and 
he WILL find it. Outward forms mean very 
little to Gemini; the contents are the only 
value to him. Gemini is not interested in 
what he hears or what is shown to him— 
he looks beyond apparent scenes to find the 
truth. In this, Mercury may be considered as 
the mediator between the forces that strug- 
gle for control of the human soul. Mercury 
is the God of Intelligence and he is like the 
chemical Mercury, which acts as a solvent 
(according to the alchemists) as it seeks to 
harmonize the various celestial opposites. Ul- 
terior elements are quickly discerned and 
impurities are eliminated as harmony is es- 
tablished. 

Gemini -will always climb rapidly for he 
is eager to breathe the finer ethers that are 
found above. His home should be the stars 
and it is to be of golden light; also delicate 
and spiral so that the wind shall blow freely 
through it, bringing tidings from his brothers 
and sisters, the remaining signs of the zodiac. 
Mercury is prominently seen flashing back 
and forth as he continually passes in and 
out through the many entrances and delicate 
spiral columns. Gemini is not to be con- 
fined, not while truth may light man’s path. 
Mercury will carry the torch of reason until 
it meets a response in the hearts of men and 
until wisdom rises supreme. These are his 
symbols—Intellect and Wisdom, and _ the 
clasped hands of love and friendship shall 
bring them forth for every child of Gemini.

A Child of Gemini 


The child of Gemini has the peculiar 
faculty of being able to understand many 
viewpoints regarding one decision, and there- 
fore these people are often found to hesitate 
in taking sides. Gemini is aware of more 
than is apparent and what may appear shal- 
low to others could be the unconscious reali- 
zation of universal law. You will note; un- 
conscious; this is particularly due to the fact , 
that a very small percentage of this sign 
fully recognize their potential power. 

Qur example of a Gemini native is aptly 
masculine, as Gemini is a positive, masculine 
sign. The expression of the qualities of this 
sign is prominently indicated with the Sun, 
Venus and Mercury conjunct in the third 
decanate of Gemini. Furthermore the Sun 
and Mercury are very close to the Mid- 
heaven, which is the point of influx of spirit- 
ual power (the Ascendant gives the method 
of approach to activity). Gemini on the 10th 
house cusp strongly influences the affairs of 
this house, and as Mercury is the ruler of 
the chart (ruling Virgo on Ascendant, also 
ruler of the Sun sign) we may expect to see 
this person’s life closely allied with activities 
associated with mental and spiritual work. 
The sign on the Midheaven always gives a 
clue to the inner man, suggests the ambi- 
tions, and influences the choice of a profes- 
sion. The ruler of the Midheaven is closely 
grouped with the Sun and Venus in the 
house of religion and philosophy (the 9th). 
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Saturn also placed in the 9th house adds 
further concentration (4 planets. in one 
house), giving a pre-eminent influence to a 
distinctly “different” life. 

Before continuing with the interpretation of 
this individual’s life powers, two other im- 
portant points must be emphasized. First, 
the majority of planets are above the hori- 
zon, giving further spiritual impetus; and 
secondly, this horoscope is practically free 
from afflictions. Barring a 10° square of the 
Moon to Saturn, there are no squares and 
there are no oppositions.” The conjunction, 
sextile and trine (plus several parallels) are 
the only aspects in this chart. Fortunately 
the conjunctions and parallels are prominent 
and strong enough to present an urge to 
accomplish, otherwise this person would lack 
initiative. The conjunction is a power aspect 
and if used and controlled, greater energy 
is released than through any other aspect. 

Without question, this child of Gemini has 
possessed deep spiritual power and his pre- 
vious lives have seen him rise to strong 
positions where spiritual guidance and au- 
thority gave broad responsibility. With power 
comes temptation and our friend, today, pos- 
sesses a remarkable heritage—yet, due to an 
inability to live selflessly, much of this lies 
dormant. The development gained in the past 
is not lost, but a correction must be made 
and this life is another chance to make 
suitable spiritual redemption for past mis- 
takes. 

Virgo on the 12th cusp and on the Ascen- 
dant (in any chart, the same sign on the 
12th and Ascendant) is a clear indication 
that this person has failed in learning pre- 
vious lessons. He has returned to finish a 
job that was not completed in a previous 
incarnation. Saturn, the Great. Teacher, also 
the planet of responsibility, located in the 
9th house shows that the point of neglect 
or failure has been through personal (Tau- 
rus), religious (9th) and spiritual (Saturn 
conjunct Pleiades) problems. Furthermore 
the Dragon’s Tail, which is like Saturn in 
nature, in the first house adds testimony 
to the need for personal adjustment. 

The sign of Virgo on the 12th cusp and 
Ascendant, Saturn in Taurus, and the 
Dragon’s Tail in the 1st house also add a 
lack of confidence, but these indications will 
help this person to gain an introspective 
understanding of his capabilities—if, of course, 
recognition of positive qualities is maintained 
early in life. Expressing spiritual matters in 
words is always difficult; likewise explaining 
the laws of Cause and Effect and Rebirth 
through the interpretation of a chart raises 






many questions, but these esoteric factors 
are clear when considered in a practical 
manner. 

With definite spiritual obligations assumed 
and unfulfilled, this Gemini native has in- 
carnated at a time when very favorable 
opportunities are offered for liquidation of 
past debts. Very few people have an unaf- 
flicted chart; fewer can develop without prod- 
ding from affliction! Let us see how facts 
co-incide with this individual’s chart. 


Early Life 


Early in life this child presented unusual 
reactions to conditions found in his environ- 
ment. Being a very quiet child he was often 
misunderstood, but equally able to defy un- 
derstanding. Gemini children have a knack 
of picking up habits formed from associa- 
tions with others and many undesirable ex- 
periences took place in the formative years 
of his life. Yet, Gemini has the ability to 
throw off negative conditions with the slight- 
est help. Every Gemini child should receive 
mental exercise and positive help from its 
parents, teachers and close relatives. 


An encouraging word from one purer than 
ourselves may nerve us to moral effort that 
we should have thought beyond our power. 
Yet, it is our own latent power that produces 
this show of strength. In a same manner a 
greater intelligence than our own, a purer 
spirit, one more conscious of its divinity, may 
aid us to put forth our own divine energy, 
though it is that very putting forth that lifts 
us to a higher plane. Gemini, in particular, 
will react favorably to encouragement from 
a higher power; but moral fibre must become 
an inherent part of the nature to be of per- 
manent value. To those who know, a great 
responsibility exists as we are all bound by 
ties of brotherly love to those above us, as 
to those below us. 

Don’t try to hide things from Gemini. This 
child has never forgotten an aunt who tried 
to hide the fact that she was smoking. Gemini 
is observing; this child doesn’t miss a thing! 
At the age of five this child was forced to 
tell time correctly. This lack of intelligence 
on the part of a well-meaning individual 
produced a psychological effect that is not 
totally erased today (Virgo rising, Saturn in 
Taurus—both tend towards hypersensitivity). 
This child was naturally inclined to dreams 
and vision, fancies and imaginings, all of 
which stimulated the mental reflexes to an 
intense degree. When*Gemini reacts in this 
manner, you have a child that needs greater 
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care than any other (9th house planets add 
to visionary inclinations). 

Gemini people need serious. study, and 
above all they must learn to start things and 
FINISH THEM. Loose strings lying around 
represent lost opportunities that make the 
difference between the two types of this sign: 
positive and negative. Accepting responsibili- 
ties and learning to accomplish in the face 
of difficulty is not easy for Gemini, but this 
is the path of development for this child. 

Our Gemini native was an apt student, but 
in grade scohol he developed a speech defect, 
hesitancy and stuttering (Saturn in Taurus). 
All through High School he received zeros 
in recitation and perfect grades on written 
work (Venus in Gemini loves to write), thus 
graduating with but fair grades. History 
(Saturn in 9th loves to dig into old condi- 
tions), literature (Gemini planets), and 
chemistry (Virgo rising) were studies most 
appealing to our friend. 

This boy was in the habit of reading ex- 
tensively. At 12 and 13 such novels as “Quo 
Vadis” and hundreds of historical books were 
carried home in stacks. He read so much 
that fresh air and exercise, so essential to 
the health of Gemini, was denied. Ghengis 
Khan, tartars, savages, Alexander the Great, 
Julius Caesar, Napoleon, and innumerable 
bandits of every description were the attrac- 
tion for this youngster. Aquarius on 5th cusp 
and Uranus therein would certainly give un- 
usual interests and pleasures. Moon conjunct 
Mars also brings a fascination for military 
activity. Uncultured, this would be decidedly 
bloodthirsty—which was true. 

Desire for travel of an extensive nature 
was curtailed, and while preparing to go to 
college he was offered employment which 
was accepted (Saturn in 9th denying both 
college and long journeys). At 17 and 18 
a very serious study of world religions, cults, 
philosophies, deep extracts and abstract prin- 
ciples was followed. Hidden covers and little 
used books proved a valuable source of 
information for a searching mind. The study 
of world conditions, palmistry and astrology 
received due attention as broader back- 
grounds were added to an increasing eager- 
ness to find a place in life. 

Like the average Gemini, this child was 
quite lazy. At least, to all appearances he did 
nothing but eat, read and sleep. He was an 
expert at all three! Studying, taking notes 
and living in a mess of small pieces of 
“valuable” papers, he added to his fund of 
knowledge. An interest in New Thought led 
to necessary expression and harmonious as- 
sociations that unconsciously led our Gemini 








native to unfold, slowly but with an eager- 
ness that was amazing, considering his intro- 
spective and backward nature. 

The study of palmistry and later astrology 
also gave great pleasure and unusual re- 
sponsibility. Advising young people in regard 
to their problems and associations, and in- 
spiring deep confidence is worthy of mention. 
Marriage at 21 (Sun in Gemini, early mar- 
riage) and the subsequent loss of a child 
(Uranus in 5th; also Mars conjunct Moon 
in Leo), followed by separation and divorce 
concluded an experience that completely al- 
tered this person’s life. As in all of life’s 
sorrows, the troubles and difficulties carried 
by humanity are tragic as long as they are 
enlarged and magnified; but once Gemini at- 
taches deeper significance to his life an 
awakening will follow. 

Neptune in Cancer, intercepted in the 10th 
house, plays a very important part in this 
young man’s life from this time on. Planets 
in intercepted signs usually manifest as years 
advance. The only early indication of Nep- 
tune’s 10th house influence was a natural 
distaste for the average business practices. 
Neptune gives an idealistic vision that would 
see things as they should be, not as they are. 

At any rate, the progressed Midheaven 
conjunct Neptune and the Moon progressed 
into the 9th house brought a full change 
and interest into both occult philosophy and 
astrology. This change followed the pro- 
gressed Moon conjunct Saturn and trine 
Uranus from the 9th house. Uranus has an 
affinity for unusual affairs and whenever an 
aspect to this planet operates there is likely 
to be a complete and drastic change. While 
Uranus disrupts, it is only to build on a 
new and far higher level. Uranus and Saturn 
are diametrically opposed — Saturn crystal- 
lizes; Uranus awakens. In this chart Saturn 
is trine Uranus. The Sun, Venus, Mercury 
and Midheaven are in the Aquarian decanate 
of Gemini. This child of Gemini could re- 
spond to the higher attributes of Gemini— 
Intellect and Wisdom. Every indication is 
present for an intuitive response to condi- 
tions in his life. 

Further opportunities for progressive ex- 
pressions continued as the Moon moved 
through the 9th and 10th houses. Marriage 
followed with Venus progressed to a con- 
junction to Neptune (Neptune ruler of 7th) 
and every effort has since been made to 
contact finer forces of nature and mystical 
qualities in life. Talent for writing (Gemini 
planets, Jupiter in 3rd house) is also being 
developed. 

Leo always shows the department of life 
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that indicates the greatest desire to excel. 
One naturally shines out here. With Leo on 
the 11th cusp and Mars conjunct Moon in 
Leo we have a definite energy expressed in 
fulfilling ambition with a purpose. Mars con- 
junct the Moon in this position has given 
some of the finest friends ever possessed by 
anyone. Much of the success of this Gemini 
native is directly due to the strong support 
and encouragement received from friends, 
many of whom are women (Moon in Leo). 
Many of the most important experiences in 
his life have come through Leo friends. In 
any chart we learn important lessons and 
gain valuable experience according to the 
position of the Moon. 

While a child, this Gemini had practically 
all the nervous habits generally found in 
children of this sign. Fidgety, restless, hard 
to sit still, chewing on pencils, fingers drum- 
ming, etc.; but these characteristics gradually 
gave way to a much deeper and stronger 
nature. Physical co-ordination and construc- 
tive use of energy—even of the smallest type, 
is one indication of inner harmony and 
control. 

The power of the greatest soul is limited 
to the control exercised over the immediate 
environment and ability comes from peace 
and harmony. Experiences in life add to the 
understanding one will possess of another’s 
problems. You can really help with things 
with which you are familiar; but, of course, 
there are two ways to learn—observation 
and experience. This person has tried to learn 
by observation. Gemini thinks. Mercury is 
combust in this chart. This has an inclination 
to make our friend one-sided, according to 
the position of these planets. This may limit 
his talents and abilities, but it also demands 
a greater recognition of spiritual values. Les- 
sons must be absorbed. 

It is the work of the spirit (Sun) to 
transmute the negative states into positive, 
dynamic attitudes. With the cultivation of 
latent powers, wisdom is extracted from ex- 
perience. Much help is received from the 
four planets Uranus, Saturn, Mars and Moon, 
all in fixed signs. This adds a stabilizing force 
and the Moon conjunct Mars gives fire and 
a lively ambition that will lead Gemini along 
the path.

In this month’s edition of AMERICAN 
ASTROLOGY Macazine, Miss Morrell very 
kindly answered a letter I had written just 
about a year ago. She was correct in saying 
that I am timid and retiring due to a Saturn 
conjunct Sun and Mercury influence.

ANSWER: The rationale of Astrology as we 
teach it and practice it, does not call for any 
direct physical influence between the stars—or 
the planets and the individual. The stars, 
planets, signs, etc., are considered merely stellar 
symbols on the dial of a cosmic clock and 
as indicating and measuring cycles — time 
periods. This theory of Astrology is based 
upon the premise that creation is fundamentally 
one and that the same laws which govern 
the planets in their courses also govern the 
courses of human events individually and col- 
lectively. Thus; we interpret human events 
and psychological developments in the terms 
of a mathematical structure that is easily ob- 
servable and the future movements of which 
can be calculated and the pattern predetermined. 
We have already touched on this in our Febru- 
ary, 1940 issue, page 21, second column, third 
paragraph. 

With regard to your personal problem,. I 
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would like to explain that it is not possible 
for Miss Morrell, or anyone else, to tell you 
definitely whether or not you will find em- 
ployment or when. All that can be done is 
to state that by our interpretation of the uni- 
versal pattern of natural law, as revealed by 
the juxtaposition of the planets at a given time 
in relation to you, the time has or has not ar- 
rived when you should put forth your best efforts 
along certain definite lines. What the result 
of these efforts may be is dependent upon 
a great many factors that cannot be found 
in a horoscope. 

I cannot tell you whether or not a complete 
reading of your horoscope will help you. I 
believe that Miss Morrell is a very com- 
petent astrologer, and certainly know that she 
is conscientious and will put forth. her best 
efforts in your behalf. But what use you may 
make of the information is another matter 
and something that I cannot undertake to 
forecast. 

Insofar as astrologers living by the stars 
are concerned, astrologers should be students 
of natural law, insofar as such. laws. relate 
to their individual (physical, psychological, so- 
cial) problems. To be a student of natural 
law is to be in the truest sense of the word 
a student of religion, for surely this is the 
highest form of religion. Astrology, prop- 
erly speaking, is a science of correct living 
and in no way abrogates religion, any more 
than does a study of medicine.

EMPEROR WILLIAM II or GERMANY 

The Emperor was born January 27, 1859, 
at 2:54 P.M., at Potsdam, Germany. At his 
birth, 20 deg. of Cancer were rising, with 
the Moon, his ruling planet, in the sign 
Scorpio, in the 5th house, in close good aspect 
to Mars and Neptune in the mid-heaven. 

His nativity does not include a long life, 
neither is it very fortunate in money matters, 
as Saturn is in the 2nd house (the house of 
money) in close opposition (very evil aspect) 
to the Sun, Lord of the 2nd, in the 8th house, 
which indicates that he will be unfortunate 
in money matters, and is liable to run into 
debt, and that his substance will be wasted. 

The nativity of William II is rather for- 
tunate for marriage. His wife is indicated by 
Mars, and being in good aspect to his planet, 
they will live harmoniously and happily. It 
is also fortunate for children; one of his sons 
is almost certain to succeed him as King of 
Prussia, but the kingdom will be heavily 
taxed, and be burdened with a large national 
debt, when he comes to the throne. 

William I and the present Emperor both 
had Mars, the god of war, in mid-heaven, 
therefore William II will not be able to keep 
out of war any more than his grandfather. 
But as William I had a more fortunate horo- 
scope, and his 2nd house was not afflicted, he 
won every war he was engaged in, and re- 
ceived great indemnities; also Mars was in 
good aspect to Venus, in its exaltation, and 
the Moon was leaving a good aspect of both, 
and applying to a good aspect of Jupiter in 
its own house; all of which indicated that 
he would increase in substance and power, 
and arrive at eminence and great honor; but 
the present Emperor will be unsuccessful in 
war, and will have to pay indemnities, as he 
has Saturn afflicting his 2nd house in opposi- 
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tion to the, lord thereof. These are evil 
influences, especially in money matters. 

The aspects in this horoscope, which indi- 
cated the present Emperor would arrive at 
his high position, are that Jupiter (lord of 
the Mid-heaven), is.in the 11th house, ap- 
plying to a good aspect of Saturn and the 
Sun, and Mars in mid-heaven in close good 
aspect to his own planet. These aspects are 
fortunate in elevating the native to honor: 
but when evil transits or directions afflict the 
Sun or Saturn, or both (which govern his 
substance), the native is liable to heavy losses 
and disaster. 

The Emperor had one of these evil aspects 
about the 10th or 11th of November, 1892, 
which caused him a great deal of trouble and 
anxiety, especially in connection with the 
Reichstag and government affairs: he felt this 
evil aspect in a marked degree during April, 
May and part of June and September, and 
will still feel it until the fore part of Decem- 
ber 1893. These evil aspects must have affected 
his health. But after that date he has favor- 
able influences, and things will be more pros- 
perous both for himself and his dominions: 
especially commencing in May, 1894, he will 
have a very fortunate aspect, and will be- 
come very popular. Should he commence 
war at that time with France or any other 
nation, he will be successful, at least for a 
time. In July and August, 1894, he will have 
some difficulty with the Reichstag on account 
of incurring extra expenses of increasing 
taxes: but the latter part of the year 1894 
will be a fortunate period. During February 
and March 1895, there is danger of his having 
trouble with the Reichstag on. account of 
increased expenses of the Government: there 
is also likely to be a dispute or quarrel with 
some foreign power, but it may possibly be 
smoothed over for the time being. He will 
either be sick during these two months or 
there will be death, sickness, or misfortunes 
in his family. 

During October and November, 1895, he 
will have evil aspects, which he will continue 
to feel all through the winter, especially in 
February and March, 1896. Still he may 
avoid war. : 

November and December, 1896, will not 
pass without his getting involved in war, or 
some serious disputes, and the whole of 1897 
will be a remarkably evil year, during which 
he is certain to be at war with some foreign 
nation, likely to he either France or Russia, 
or both. The German armies will meet with 
defeat and heavy losses, and will undergo 
as serious a disaster as France suffered in 
1870. _There is much danger that the Emperor 





will not live over 1897: if he does, he is 
likely to meet with disgrace similar to that 
of Napoleon at the battle of Sedan. 

The Emperor is almost certain to die a 
natural death, and not be killed in battle. 
He will suffer with some affection of the 
head, also the kidneys and bladder, attended 
with rheumatism and swelling of the lower 
limbs: the heart will also become affected: 

This horoscope is quite the reverse of that 
of Jay Gould’s, who had Jupiter and Venus 
in the 2nd house, the house of money. He 
began with nothing, and died worth seventy- 
two millions: whereas the Emperor of Ger- 
many, having his 2nd house so much afflicted 
by Saturn, will either die poor or the nation 
will be heavily in debt at his death.

Preface to Second Edition 

It is with sorrow the present publisher 
announces the death of the author of this 
work, on September 22, 1899, in the 72nd 
year of his strenuous and useful life. 

THE THIRD FRENCH REPUBLIC 
declared Sept. 4, 1870, at 4 P.M., 
Paris, France 

Thirteen degrees of Capricorn were rising, 
and 16 deg. of Scorpio were on mid-heaven: 
the Moon was just coming to the ascendant 
and applying to a square of Mercury in 
Libra, a movable sign: the Moon was also 
making an opposition of Mars and Uranus, 
both in the 7th house. The Moon being 17 
degrees from an opposition of Uranus, and 
reckoning a degree for a year, would indi- 
cate that the Government of France was in a 
critical condition in 1888 and ’89, when the 
Boulanger excitement occurred, which came 
near upsetting the Government. There was 
another critical time about ten years after 
the Republic was declared, when the Moon 
made an opposition of Mars. At that time 
there came near being a war with Germany. 

In the fall and winter of 1892-’93 Saturn 
was in evil aspect to the Moon’s and Mer- 
cury’s places, both in October and November, 
92, and January and February, ’93, when the 
great excitement about the Panama Scandal 
occurred. In January there was trouble with 
the laborers and also with the medical stu- 
dents, and riots occurred in Paris. 

Saturn was in evil aspect again in July 
and August, when riots again occurred in 
Paris, connected with medical students and 
hospital doctors; and the Siamese excitement, 
when England threatened France with war. 

But, commencing in the middle of Decem- 
ber, 1893, and continuing to May 1, 1894, 
Saturn will be stationary in evil aspect to 
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Uranus’s place, Neptune in evil aspect to the 
Sun’s place, and Uranus will be in evil aspect 
to Venus’s place; therefore I look for more 
excitement and disturbances in Paris, and 
also in a number of other cities in France, 
than there have been for a number of years 
past. I shall deem the Third Republic re- 
markably fortunate if it can weather the 
storm. 

In the latter part of 1895, and during the 
whole of 1896, the horoscope of France will 
be afflicted by Saturn and Uranus transiting 
its midheaven, and either it will be a very 
stormy period for the Chamber of Deputies, 
or else the Government will be involved in 
war. These evil aspects will continue until 
November, 1897. However, should the Re- 
public survive that stormy period, there is 
nothing very threatening until February, 1899, 
at which time there will be severe afflictions 
for the Republic, which will continue until 
1901. 

On account of there being so many planets 
in angles, afflicted in movable signs, it is im- 
possible for the French Republic to last a 
great number of years, and 1901 is about the 
limit of its existence. But it may even go 
under the fore part of 1894, or summer of 
1895. 





When President Carnot of France was 
assassinated in 1896, the nation was under 
considerable strain, but finally things ad- 
justed themselves. The government has been 
put to a decided strain during the latter part 
of 1897 and the fore part of 1898, in the trial 
and conviction of Zola, the noted author, and 
there is really great danger that in 1901 the 
republic will not be able to weather the storm 
-that will then rise. 

That ominous number 4, and 13 degrees 
rising, another 4 war declared September 4th, 
makes the third 4. 


LILLIAN RUSSELL 

This lady was born December 4, 1860, at 
11:40 P.M., Chicago, Ill. This well-known 
songstress was born under the planet Mer- 
cury, in the sign of Scorpio, which it is 
near leaving and entering Sagittarius, there- 
fore she is described. by Mercury in Sagit- 
tarius rather than Mercury in Scorpio, as that 
planet is more than 28 degrees in the sign, 
and Mercury is also square Jupiter, rising. 
This describes a handsome person as her 
pictures indicate. She has 12 degrees of 
Virgo rising, and 10 degrees Gemini culmi- 
nating: Saturn is just rising in close oppo- 
sition to the planet Mars, setting, and both 
square to Uranus, retrograde, in the mid- 





heaven and applying to a square of the Sun 
in the 4th house. ; 

The Moon has just risen in exact sextile 
to Venus, and applying to an opposition of 
Mars and conjunction of Saturn, also to a 
square of Uranus and. the Sun. It is very 
seldom that we see a horoscope that has so 
many evil and conflicting aspects as. this, 
especially for marriage and partnership. (In 
a footnote: Mercury in Sagittarius gives 
brown hair, and I understand that was the 
original color of the lady’s hair.) 

These numerous squares, oppositions and 
particularly the sextile of Moon to Venus, 
and the Moon rising, has caused this lady to 
have such remarkable abilities, and to become 
so well-known, in conection with her mu- 
sical talents, but still she will not leave a 
name behind her equal to Jenny Lind, who 
had Venus in the sign Libra in the ascendant 
of her nativity, or Adelina Patti, who has 
Venus in Scorpio in the ascendant of her 
horoscope. 

The only other horoscope that I can bring 
to mind that had so many squares and op- 
positions was that of Stephen A. Douglas, 
who was a very talented man, but who met 
with much opposition through life, and I be- 
lieve eventually died poor. He ran for Presi- 
dent in opposition to Abraham Lincoln, but 
was defeated. There is much danger that 
this lady will meet with many oppositions 
and conflicting difficulties in different periods 
of her life, and it is very doubtful of her 
leaving much wealth at her death. 

The ascendant, being the giver of life, and 
so afflicted, it is very doubtful of her living 
to a great age, although it is possible that she 
might enjoy fair health generally, yet on ac- 
count of Saturn afflicting Virgo rising, she 
will at times have severe attacks of illness, 
chiefly afflicting the abdomen and upper parts 
of the chest and throat, and will at times be 
troubled with slight heart difficulty, as Uranus 
is in Gemini, in square to the ascendant, and 
Jupiter is in Leo, afflicting Mercury, her rul- 
ing planet, and very probably will die after 
a very short illness. 

The main reason I have inserted this horo- 
scope, is to refer to the marked evil aspects 
for marriage. In a nativity where there are 
marked evil planets in the 7th house, the 
house of marriage, it is always unfavorable 
for happiness in married life, and having the 
planet Neptune in that house is particularly 
evil, but more especially when Mars is there 
also in close opposition to Saturn rising. Had 
the Sun first made the square of Saturn or 
Mars it would have been much worse for her 
marriage than it really has been, but the Sun 
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so close to.a square of these evil planets has 
made it bad enough. Mr. Harry Braham, 
first husband: The first aspect the Sun makes 
in this horoscope is a trine of Jupiter in Leo 
in the 12th house (an evil house), and Jupi- 
ter is within 2 degrees of a square of her 
ruling planet, Mercury. Mr. G. Perugini, 
third husband. 

The above picture is almost a typical Jup- 
iter in Leo person, but these two ruling 
planets being square to each other, and Mer- 
cury retrograde, caused her to leave him. 
(Footnote: If the student compares the above 
picture with Hon. William J. Bryan’s, he will 
see a resemblance, as they are both Jupiter 
men.) 

The second aspect the Sun makes is a sex- 
tile to Venus, and Mr, Solomon was a real 
Venus person: Venus being so close to a 
sextile of the Moon caused her to have 
considerable affection for him, and the 
picture of the second husband is almost a 
typical person described by Venus in Scorpio, 
both in personal appearance and stature, and 
it also indicates great reputation for musical 
talent... . No doubt there was more har- 
mony between this lady and Mr. Solomon 
than with her other husbands, but his bad 
reputation for women finally undermined 
their happiness. 

The third aspect the Sun makes is a sextile 
of Mars, just setting, near the cusp of the 
7th house, and afflicting the house of mar- 
riage. The picture of her third husband in- 
dicates a real Mars person. . . . The union 
with this gentleman was of very short dura- 
tion as the planet Mars is in the 7th house 
and so close to an opposition of Saturn within. 
orbs of the ascendant. 

The fourth picture shows a person indi- 
cated by the planet Uranus in the sign 
Gemini... but she will not marry him. 
Should she marry again, the next husband is 
indicated by the planet Saturn in the sign 
Virgo. . . . It is more probable that this lady 
will marry’a fourth time, and will also sepa- 
rate from that husband, possibly within a 
year after the marriage. The horoscope is 
not fortunate for children and certainly she 
will have only a small family, and these will 
not be of much comfort or benefit to her, as 
Saturn, lord of the 5th house, is afflicting the 
ascendant, but the Moon making a conjunc- 
tion of Saturn, and at the same time being in 
sextile to Venus, indicates she would be very 
fond of her children, and they would be 
good-looking. 

In early life this lady would be very willful 
and head-strong, but on the whole good- 

natured and kind-hearted, except when out 





of temper. She must have had a number of 
very severe attacks of illness which seriously 
threatened her life. One was during her first 
year, and another at 3 years of age. She had 
a marked evil time at 6% years, also at 7 
years, 14 and 21 years. Probably she married 
the first time when near 18 years of age. 
Commencing September 1890, and continuing 
up to the fore part of 1896, she had a number 
of very evil planetary influences which have 
caused her serious trouble and unhappiness. 

. . « If Queen Victoria had a horoscope 
similar to that of Lillian Russell, she would 
have much more sympathy and feeling for 
women who are unfortunate in marriage or 
compelled to be divorced from their hus- 
bands. 

I have inserted the foregoing pictures and 
horoscope of this talented lady to show that 
when a female has a nativity which is un- 
fortunate for marriage, no matter how at- 
tractive she may be in personal appearance, 
figure or complexion, and no matter how 
talented a musician she may be, conversa- 
tionalist, or entertainer, yet when it is so evil 
for marriage, it is an impossibility for that 
person to retain or live happily with her 
life’s partner. Yet when the horoscope is 
fortunate for marriage, they live happily even 
if the lady is old and anything but good- 
looking. : 

The same principles apply, to those horo- - 
scopes of parties who are unfortunate in 
burying their companions after marriage, 
whether men or women. In such horoscopes 
as show affliction of the life’s partner, espe- 
cially if afflicted in the 6th, 8th or 2nd house, 
no matter how indulgent or careful they are 
of their partners, those partners are only of 
short life. 

I wish the student to bear in mind that I 
do not blame Lillian Russell for not living 
happily with her husbands, because her horo- 
scope shows distinctly that it would be more 
her husbands’ fault than hers that she did 
not continue to live happily with them, and 
that she is also of an affectionate nature, and 
ought to live happily with almost any man, 
if it was not for the evil aspects for marriage 
in her horoscope. 


CORRECTION 
Dear Editor: 

In the December, 1939 issue of AMERICAN 
AstTROLocy MaGaAzZINnE, page 48, there appears 
a prediction by Tycho Brahe that King Gus- 
tavus Adolphus of Sweden was born in 
Finland. The fact is, he was born at the 
royal palace at Stockholm, although Finland 
was a province of Sweden at that time. He 
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fell at the battle of Lutzen the 6th of Novem- 
ber, 1632. 

But the statement about his body never 
being found is erroneous. His body was 
found, embalmed, and sent to Stockholm, 
where it reposes in the royal burial vaults 
at the church of Riddoholmen. The very 
clothes he wore at his death can be seen 
in the royal museum at Stockholm. 

I have seen this wrong statement about 
his body never being found appear in dif- 
ferent astrological magazines for the last 20 
years, 

I am a native of Sweden and well ac- 
quainted with its history, so please correct 
this statement so your intelligent readers will 
get this real fact about this.

ANSWER: Thank you for calling my at- 
tention to the error on the birthplace of 
Gustavus Adolphus. 

I was also glad to have your statement that 
the body of the great King was found and 
sent back to Sweden. I am afraid our vari- 
ous reference books have never been clear 
on this matter. The Encyclopaedia Britan- 
nica, 14th Ed., makes this statement which 
hardly helps us to. clear up what is popular 
tradition in almost -every country, that the 
body was never found: 


“The King, on the Swedish right wing, 
succeeded in driving the enemy from the 
trenches and capturing his cannon. What 
happened afterwards is mere conjecture, 
for a thick mist now obscured the autumn 
sun, and the battle became a_ colossal 
mélée, the details of which are indis- 
tinguishable. It was in the midst of that 
awful obscurity that Gustavus met his 
death—how or where is not absolutely 
clear; but it would seem he lost his way 
in the darkness while leading the Smaland 
horse to the assistance of his infantry, and 
was despatched by a hostile horseman as 
he lay severely wounded on the ground.”

When I read Pearl Markowitz’s article on 
Horary Astrology in the February,. 1940 
issue of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY MAGAzinE, I 
immediately wrote her asking her to make a 
prediction on our Louisiana Gubernatorial 
election, which was one of the most sensa- 
tional since the carpet bag rule in Louisiana 
after the Civil War. 

Under date of February 16, 1940, which 
letter I received on the afternoon of Feb- 
ruary 19th, via air mail, Pearl Markowitz 
wrote as follows:

Since the election of 
Huey P. Long as Governor of La. in 1928, 
we have been having a dictatorial form of 
government in La., and this election will end 
dictatorship in La. Our greatest citizen and 
patriot is Jimmie Noe, because when he lost 
the election in the January 16, 1940 primary, 
he immediately rallied to the support of Sam 
Jones, stumped the state, organized the Jack- 
son brigade, and as he is a very wonderful 
promoter both as the head of oil companies 
as well as a fighting state senator, his fight 
elected Sam Jones. He is a man of wealth 
and even bought a radio station to broadcast 
the principles for which he stood. His aim 
is to promote a workable old age pension 
plan to give to the old people of our state 
$30.00 each month, the age to be sixty-five.

Earl Long, the incumbent, August 26, 1895, 
hour unknown.

DEATH 
To the Editor: 


I am submitting an interesting case relating 
to the reading of death in the chart of birth. 
I have been a student of astrology for the 
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past seven years and this is my first attempt 
at submitting an article for the purpose of 
publication. If this case is worth attention to 
the many students who read your magazine, 
I would be very pleased to have you publish 
it along research lines. 

There has been quite a bit of controversy 
among astrologers in relation to finding the 
cause of death in the chart of birth. I do not 
claim that I can locate the cause of death 
in the chart of birth, but I do claim that any 
competent astrologer can determine the prob- 
able cause of death—provided that the as- 
trologer keep an accurate record of the tran- 
siting planets in relation to that person’s 
chart. I am here presenting the case of a 
woman who had died from peritonitis follow- 
ing the birth of a child. This death happened 
very recently and I presume that there are 
many astrologers who have conducted a little 
research on this_particular case, as this wo- 
man was very prominent and well known in 
society circles. 

Her date, June 23, 1908, N. Y. C., hour un- 
known. Sun in Cancer 1:34:38; Moon in Tau- 
rus 3:16; Mercury in Cancer 17:35 R; Venus 
in Cancer 20:18 R; Mars in Cancer 20:37; 
Jupiter in Leo 12:55; Saturn in Aries 9:29; 
Uranus in Capricorn 15:29 R; Neptune in 
Cancer 14:06; North Node in Cancer 5:12. 

Date of death: August 3, 1937, 6:40 A.M., 
Wi ¥.e. 

Aspects in birth chart to wit, Mercury, 
Venus, Mars and Neptune all in conjunction, 
opposed by Uranus in Capricorn. Jupiter in 
Leo trine Saturn in Aries; semi-sextile Nep- 
tune in Cancer. Saturn in Aries square Uranus 
in Capricorn and square Neptune in Cancer. 
Moon position for noon, possibly sezxtile to 
Sun and North Node. All planets except Moon, 
Sun and Jupiter badly afflicted. 

Positions of transiting planets: Sun in Leo 
11°; Moon in Gemini 29°; Mercury in Virgo 
4°; Venus in Gemini 29°; Mars in Scorpio 
28°; Jupiter in Capricorn 20° R; Neptune in 
Virgo 17°; and Pluto in Cancer 29°. 

Transits to chart of birth: Transiting Saturn 
in Aries conjunct natal Saturn in. Aries; 
transiting Jupiter opposition Mercury, Venus, 
Mars and Neptune in Cancer. Natal: Transit- 
ing Sun in Leo square to Natal Moon in Tau- 
rus; transiting Mercury — possibly ruler of 
house of health—in exact semi-square to 
natal Mercury, Venus and Mars; transiting 
Sun conjunct natal Jupiter; transiting Sun 
and transiting Uranus in square aspect—both 
afflicting natal Jupiter (natal Jupiter in Leo, 
house of love and childbirth). Transiting 
Moon semi-square to natal Jupiter and also 
semi-square to transiting Sun; transiting 
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Pluto square to natal Moon; transiting Moon 
and Venus in exact semi-square to transiting 
Uranus; transiting Moon square to transiting 
Saturn. Transiting Saturn square to natal Sun 
and Node. I might also add that the transiting 
Moon entered Cancer at time of death, exact 
conjunction natal Sun. Venus in occultation. 

All the-factors of the transits suggest a 
sudden and unexpected tragic result in req 
gards to health of the native. You will note 
that transiting Saturn is in square aspect 
with natal Neptune. Neptune rules Pisces and 
the Twelfth House. (House of confinements 
in hospitals and institutions.) She died in a 
hospital. 

As the planet Mars rules all sharp instru- 
ments (surgeon’s tools), it seemed hardly pos- 
sible that this woman could survive an oper- 
ation at the time. Every planet in the natal 
chart is badly afflicted with only three excep- 
tions. Nearly all of the transiting planets 
badly afflict the natal planets. 

I do not know the time of birth of this 
woman, but I did know her personally. Her 
features and description signify an Aries as- 
cendant with the planet Saturn conjunct. She 
was very distinctly of the sign Cancer in 
mannerisms. Her forehead and eyes were 
Arian in type. She had a very prominent 
and quite large Saturnine nose, the lower 
part of her face and jaw Taurian in type. 

Considering my little knowledge of astrol- 
ogy and knowing this woman quite well, I 
have concluded that she has the 13th degree 
of Aries rising. According to this degree, her 
chart would bear out that the Sixth House 
was ruled by Mercury and the Eighth House 
ruled by Mars (health and death). Saturn 
turned retrograde at the time she entered 
the hospital, and I believe that Saturn has 
been the dominant inflence in the cause of 
death—considering other aspects, of course, 

I have never seen a chart of a living person 
that had Saturn just below the ascendant, 
and in my research in this field I have never 
run across a chart of a person over forty 
years of age that had Saturn rising just 
above the ascendant. 

I hope that this case will encourage stu- 
dents and astrologers in general to do a little 
research in regard to the cause of death, as 
I believe that theré is much that can be 
learned in this particular field.

Editor’s Note: It is our opinion that the 
difficulties met with in attempting to determine 
the time and cause of death in a horoscope 
may, in part at least, be due to the fact that 
“death” does not come to every one an enemy 












or unwelcome guest. There are cases—many 
cases—where it is welcomed as a friend, pre- 
senting an opportunity for the transcendence 
of physical limitations. This may be particu- 
larly true of individuals of pronounced occult, 
mystical or religious tendencies. 

We have one case in mind wherein death 
coincided with a lunation conjunct a well as- 
pected (and unafflicted) Uranus in Cancer in 
the Fourth House. The most that an astrologer 
might deduce from such a configuration would 
be a sudden radical change in domestic con- 
ditions, field of activity or base of operations, 
and since Uranus was well aspected, the change 
could be expected to be favorable, pleasant 
and conducive to progress. Since the native 
was quite (chronically) ill at the time the chart 
was read, we speculated on the possibility. that 
this might mean an end to her suffering through 
death, although this was not mentioned. Rightly 
enough, death occurred within a few hours of 
that lunation. The native was of mystical nature 
and we were told that as might have been 
expected—from the configurations of the natal 
Uranus—death was welcomed with an emotion 
akin to joy. The native saw in her own passing 
only an opportunity for greater progress on the 
endless spiral of evolution. 

Thus, it behooves us NOT to look for death 
only in ‘afflictions, nor to judge death from 
afflictions, however severe. In the last analysis 
(and as we have so often stated through the 
pages of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY MAGAZINE) the 
horoscope is an abstract symbol that must be 
read in the terms of the environment and 
present character (mental or physical condi- 
tions) of the individual—character that is the 
result of the interaction of the hereditary 
(psychological or physical) mechanism of the 
individual upon his environment. 

The horoscope is merely a mathematical pat- 
tern of natural laws—laws which may produce 
a great variety of—even opposite or contra- 
dictory—effects’ (events) according to the spe- 
cial (environmental) conditions under which 
they may be allowed to operate.*

Concerning the enclosed query, there was no 
solar eclipse in 1872 answering the descrip- 
tion. 

The writer doubtless has in mind the total 
solar eclipse of August 7, 1869, which occurred 
shortly before sunset in the vicinity named. It 
was well observed at many places in its path 
of totality, which swept, on this continent, from 
Alaska through Canada down into Iowa, Illi- 
nois, Indiana, Kentucky, Virginia and to the 
coast of North Carolina, ending at sunset on 
the Atlantic ocean. Astrologically speaking, 
the Sun was eclipsed in 15° Leo. 

It might be of interest to the inquirer to know 
that on its fourth saros (18 yrs. 1114 days) return 
from that date, September 21, 1841, the same 
eclipse will be total at noon for a little over 
3 minutes in China, near Hankow and Nan- 
chang; this being a saros return of the -one 
visible in southern California, September 10, 
1923.

ANSWER: I think you misinterpreted Mr. 
Rice’s reply to you, because I do not believe 
that it was his intention to, as you say, “rep- 
rimand” you.

Of course, it is human to err and 
even the best of us do make mistakes, but on 
the whole I am quite sure you will find our 
ephemeris reliable. 


HOUSES 
To the Editor: 


Some time ago a well known Chicago 
astrologer outlined to me the fundamental 
base of a system of house division which, 
from certain theoretical considerations, I 
have reason to believe to be the true method 
of finding what zodiacal degree corresponds 
to the cusps of the houses which lie adjacent 
to the angles. In the words of my informant 

.. @ new system is required based on 
the trisection of the quadrants of the local 
horizon (projected onto the ecliptic).” 

Now, Mr. Clancy, where the difficulty 
comes in is that I am entirely ignorant of 
spherical trigonometry, and since no Tables 
of Houses are extant based on this method 
and the formulae given in the works of Leo 
and Robson are not applicable here, I am 
unable to apply this knowledge. I under- 
stand that the degrees on the Ascendant 
and Midheaven remain the same as in the 
Semi-are (Placidian) system and that the 
intermediate cusps only differ by a few 
degrees from the same, but for the purpose 
of the researches I am engaged in (if I may 
dignify them by such title) such a variance 
would be of tremendous import. 

As, despite my mathematical limitations, 
I have sound reasons for the belief that the 
utilization of this method will throw con- 
siderable light on the joint problems of pre- 
diction and rectification—not to mention its 
possible clarification of the phenomena of 
twin births—any assistance that you can give 
me in this matter will be greatly appreciated. 






By the way, do you know the range of time 
variability possible between the births of 
identical twins? I understand that thosé that 
are born a considerable time interval apart 
are always fraternal twins, viz. the Ryan 
twins — AMERICAN ASTROLOGY MAGAZINE for 
May, 1935, Many Things column, subheading 
“Twins”’—were born one hour and twenty 
minutes apart; it is significant that in neither 
the quoted news item nor the letter was 
anything said about them being of “identical” 
appearance,

‘ANSWER: You have indeed touched on a 
very vital problem in astrological practice and 
one with which astrologers have struggled 
for centuries without apparently arriving at 
any final solution. I have had occasion to 
discuss this problem in past issues of AMERICAN 
AsTROLOGY MAGAZINE and in connection with 
these discussions stated it to be my opinion 
that the Campanus System, based on a tri- 
section of a quadrant of the prime vertical, 
is the most rational. 

The theory of your friend in regard to the 
use’ of the local horizon as a base is not a 
new idea, although I do not believe it has 
ever been very seriously considered. In some 
respects it compares favorably with the Cam- 
panus System, but I believe that the latter 
method, whereby the prime vertical is the 
circumference of the tables of houses and 
the horizon becomes the horizontal line at 
right angles to the meridian, is most logical. 
The difference in these two systems merely 
involves shifting your plane of projection 90°. 
By the Campanus method the prime vertical 
is the plane of projection with the meridian 
and the horizon represented by straight lines 
at right angles within that plane. By the 
horizon system the plane of the horizon be- 
comes the plane of projection and while the 
meridian would still be your vertical line 
your horizontal line would then become the 
prime vertical. By the latter method the 
centre of your horoscope would then represent 
the zenith, whereas in the Campanus System 
it is the horizontal axis or the pole of the 
Prime Vertical. As the*center of the horizon- 
tal plane it agrees with the Zenith as the point 
of observation. 

Frankly, I am not in a position to state 
definitely which might be most acceptable, 
although I do believe that one of these two 
systems should be used, since by placing the 
observer at the centre of his horoscope, where 
he properly belongs, it gives a much more 
accurate picture of the stellar pattern for any 
given time. That, after all, is what a horo- 
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scope is supposed to be, the word itself mean- 
ing “hour view.” 

With regard to twins, you have asked a 
question which would be very difficult to an- 
swer, because in order to arrive at a proper 
solution of this problem it would be necessary 
to know the ment of ption, and this 
is another problem that has long been a bone 
of contention among astrologers. There is no 
known method for determining this, although 
the pre-natal epoch has been advanced as a 
possible solution. There is not, so far as I 
know, any way of proving it on a basis of fact. 
As to the range of variability between the times 
of birth in cases of identical and fraternal 
twins, this is information that only medical rec- 
ords could supply, and we do not have this 
information here. Incidentally, if you ever do 
obtain such data we would like to have it 
for our research department. 





To the Editor: 

Thank you for the courtesy you have 
shown me in answering my previous queries. 
While I have no desire to impose on your 
good nature I have yet one more query 
which I am-sure you could throw some light 
on; before coming to this matter however I 
think in fairness to everyone concerned I 
should give the statement in full made by 
the astrologer referred to in my last letter 
te house-division: 

Early last year I wrote a letter to Dr. W. 
M. Davidson, Auditorium Hotel, Chicago, 
Illinois, in which I listed the various methods 
of house-division outlined by Alan Leo in 
his Casting the Horoscope and asked him if 
he would give me his opinion. His reply in 
full is appended below: 

“As to the house cusps, I believe they 
are all wrong and that a new system is 
required based on the trisection of the 
quadrants of the local horizon (projected 
onto the ecliptic). Campanus seems most 
logical of the quoted systems—the trisec- 
tion of the primevertical—but since, after 
all, the horoscope begins at the Ascendant, 
not the M.C., and just as the equatorial 
belt is the midway point of the poles—so 
the horizon circle is the local equator, and 
as all true astrology is highly individual 
and intensely localized, so what I have 
called the horizon cusps will prove to be 
the Key, I think. z 

“For some time I have been engaged in 
an extended checking of this method and 
hope before very long to publish something 
which will positively prove the point. 
Curiously no one seems to have ever 
thought of this particular approach, but 


somewhere recently I discovered a refer- 
ence to an Arabian Astrologer named 
Davison, I believe (note, this is obviously 
a mistake of the writer’s, but was the name 
given in the letter—J. A: B.), who seemed 
to have espoused this idea. My researches 
seem to show definitely that the Placidian 
orthodox system is fairly workable because 
it approximates the truth—all equal house 
divisions are self evidently in error.” (The 
underlined emphasis is exactly as it ap- 
peared in the original—J. A. B.) 
Now, I can come down to the query which 
I mentioned in my Opening paragraph: 
Why do some writers insist that the cor- 
responding constellations of the fixed zodiac 
are irregular in extent, e.g., Cancer, for ex- 
ample, being said to be only 15° in extent 
while Virgo is said to cover about 50°, while 
other writers are equally as insistent that by 
the subtraction of a sum (varying from 19 
to 23° with different writers) one can con- 
vert the equinoxial signs back into their 
fixed equivalents? Surely if the latter as- 


. sumption is correct it must depend upon the 


fixed zodiac being divided into 12 equal divi- 
sions of 30° each and not 12 irregular divisions 
(I am here of course referring to the con- 
stellations which are on the ecliptic circle). 
Probably the only discrepancy which exists 
between these two statements is the product 
of my own imagination and due to my own 
ignorance of the matter, in which case I 
would certainly appreciate enlightenment. 
The query involved here, of course, has 
nothing to do with the discrepancy between 
the various ayanamshas advocated, which I 
realize has never been conclusively settled. 

Any elucidation you can give me on this 
point would be greatly appreciated, since I 
have inquired locally, but find that both our 
local astrologers and our books of reference 
are just as hazy on this point as I am myself.

ANSWER: As a matter of fact, the con- 
stellations, as defined by the ancient astron- 
omers, were of varying dimensions, but the 
actual boundaries were never very well de- 
fined. Hence the discrepancies and diversity 
of opinion on this point which you have men- 
tioned and which you find so puzzling, 

If you will refer to our August, 1938, issue, 
page 30, you will note that astronomers took 
cognizance of this in 1930 and that in that year 
the constellations were defined and the bound- 
aries fixed {arbitrarily, of course) by a com- 
mittee of three of the International Astro- 
nomical Union and that the boundaries then 
agreed upon are now universally accepted in 
astronomical circles.

pretty good) for after all my name is signed 
to this letter and one doesn’t care to rattle 
the family skeletons, but if you want to see 
the results of such a doctrine turn to your 
last two issues and reread your Cancer- 
Capricorn articles. These are the outpourings 
of the perfectly-balanced opposites: and you 
missed the point entirely! Everyone knows 
that neither Cancer nor Capricorn in himself 
or herself is a devil—but put the two (or 
any other two opposites) in the close bond 
of matrimony and you've sure done the old 
boy a mighty good turn—no doubt he won’t 
forget you—especially after he reaps his re- 
ward in the broken lives and shattered nerves 
of the innocent offspring of such marriages. 

Of course, you may say that this is be- 
cause we are young souls—not sufficiently 
developed as yet; the only trouble with that 
is that nine hundred ninety-nine out of 
a thousand of us are in that boat. The theory 
is top-heavy anyway—in that they would be 
alike—and therefore not opposites! In fact, 
the strongest willed of the two takes the 
lead and thereafter the other one is dragged 
by the heels if necessary, protesting, howling 
to the high heavens at times, but nonethe- 
less dragged willy-nilly in the very direction 
that he does NOT choose to go. And don’t

blame Old Neptune for my experience—after 
all he only affects us for a few years and 
I've gone through this for almost fifty.

ANSWER: We can best solve this problem 
of solar opposites by analysis—by analyzing 
the relationship and reducing it to its basic 
elements. Just what does a union between 
solar opposites imply? It is immediately ap- 
parent that such a union is comparable to the 
creation of a planetary opposition in each of 
the charts involved. We may, therefore, better 
understand such a union by a consideration of 
the opposition aspect itself—just what it in- 
volves and implies. 

With regard to the opposition aspect; Carter* 
has this to say: 

“The opposition is a passive configura- 
tion. It tends to make the native an in- 
strument in the hands of others, either 

ious or } If the horoscope 
is of a generally passive type this condi- 
tion may be easily accepted; but in the case 
of a vigorous individual, the influence of 
the opposition may lead to constant friction 
and struggle, as is seen in the maps of many 

—perhaps most—military commanders and 

in all those who, so to speak, ‘fight their 

oppositions out,’ spending their lives in war- 
fare. In some maps it denotes pliancy and 
opportunism.” 

To the above we may add that an opposition 
is basically the aspect of “cooperation” or 
which, for constructive manifestation, demands 
cooperation, and cooperation does not include, 
or permit, “domination.” 

Where one or the other planets (or indi- 
viduals) involved in an opposition relation- 
ship attempts to dominate the other, we have 
one of the two conditions described by Carter, 
i.e., either a passive acceptance of conditions 
by the one dominated or “constant friction and 
struggle.” This, however, does not alter the 
fact that the keynote of the opposition is 
“cooperation” and that when this “LAW” is 
complied with (by both parties thereto) we 
have “fulfillment”—a realization of the high- 
est potentialities of both parties to the op- 
position, a result not-attainable in any other 
relationship, however harmonious it may be. 


* Charles E. O. Carter—‘“Astrological Aspects.” 
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The Church of Light tells us that an op- 
position is of the nature of “Saturn.” This is 
logical because Saturn in every horoscope sym- 
bolizes what the individual lacks or needs 
most. By the same token your solar opposite 
as a general rule will be found to individually 
possess those qualities which you lack or 
need most—which are necessary to you for a 
complete and well balanced life—and, of 
course, vice versa. 

So much for the solar opposites in theory. 
Now, we are in a position to consider the 
difficulties so frequently met with in this re- 
lationship in real life. 

It is immediately obvious that “cooperation” 
is not possible when only one party to the 
relationship is willing to cooperate. It takes 
two to make a bargain. Hence, the conflicts 
you mention and which you further illustrate 
by citing the recent Cancer-Capricorn con- 
troversy in AMERICAN ASTROLOGY MAGAZINE, 
all of which proves nothing—or at any rate 
nothing more than that human nature on the 
average is still sadly lacking in that most 
necessary requisite for any successful partner- 
ship, marital or otherwise, i.e., a social con- 
sciousness. This does not, in any way, in- 
validate the contention that among solar op- 
posites may be found the most ideal relation- 
ships, The fact that such relationships may, 
on occasion, result in a “cat and dog” existence 
is only the exception that proves the rule. 
That such relationships do often develop into 
such violent conflicts is, in itself, a promise 
of the perfect understanding and harmony pos- 
sible when each party thereto seeks to under- 
stand his partner and through such understand- 
ing becomes willing to accept the other as a 
necessary complement of himself. The darker 
the shadow the brighter the light. Let us 
recognize the contrast but not be blinded by 
the light and concentrate only on the shadow. 
Let us try to get a true perspective on this 
interesting situation by a consideration of the 
myriads of unions that are not solar opposites 
wherein the partners stop at little short of 
murder (sometimes they don’t even stop at 
that), and let us ponder on the inescapable 
truth that in addition to the fact of open con- 
flict, such unions hold no promise of mutual 
understanding because the individuals have 
nothing at all in common—nor has either any- 
thing that the other needs or has any use for 
whatever. Why then dig they marry? Why 
did they even think they were in love? Be- 
cause there are in every horoscope several 
other planetary centers, exclusive of the Sun, 
but a consideration of these is not relevant 
to the point under discussion, i.e., the solar 
relationship. 


In conclusion, ‘it is our contention that in 
a union of solar opposites, every case of 
violent conflict can be matched with one 
wherein the fact of mutual understanding and 
harmony is not only beyond question, but is 
further confirmed by the additional fact that 
the parties thereto have each found in their 
union that which all mankind seeks, inner 
peace, happiness and contentment, which can 
come only through self-realization and the ful- 
fillment of one’s individual (cosmic) destiny.

I was very much interested in looking 
over the charts appearing on page 21 of tne 
April issue of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY MAGAZINE, 
showing the planetary positions at the time 
of the Mars-Uranus conjunction. In this 
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connection would very much appreciate, in- 
formation as to when the location of Berlin 
was changed from Germany to thé middle 
of the Atlantic Ocean, and how this feat 
was accomplished? 

As a mere amateur, I have always been 
under the impression that Berlin was located 
at 13° East Longitude, whereas your chart 
of the Mars-Uranus conjunction calculated 
Berlin to be located at 13° West Longitude. 
Do you suppose that if you wired Hitler to 
change to that location he would win the 
diplomatic victory you promised him?

ANSWER: We appreciate your bringing this 
error to our attention. Upon investigating the 
matter we find a much greater error than you 
have mentioned. 

We find that the charts appearing in our 
April issue (page 21) are off an entire 12 
hours. They should have been erected for 
A.M. instead of P.M. There is little to be 
said in defence of such an error; though by 
way of explanation we might concur in the 
statement that “haste makes waste,” and we 
regret exceedingly the publication of these er- 
roneous charts. 

By way of doing what we can to compensate 
for the error we print herewith the correct 
charts for the Mars-Uranus conjunction for 
London and Berlin. : 

It will. be noted in these charts that 
Venus so close to the Ascendant in that of 
Berlin throws even greater emphasis upon the 
“diplomatic” (Venus) factor in that locality, 
and the shifting of Venus from the Seventh to 
the First House merely places the source of 
this move (the positive factors) in that locality, 
meaning that Berlin would take the initiative 
in such diplomatic maneuver. 

Jupiter instead of Saturn closest to the 
Ascendant in the London chart placed the 
British Government in a much more fortunate 
position in that particular Poker Game, with 
an excellent chance of ultimately winning the 
pot. Hence the “diplomatic” victory for Ger- 
many forecasted for March (in our April issue) 
would, under this new pattern, be of minor 
significance and but temporary. 

It was interesting to note that it was on 
MARCH 16TH that Hitler left Berlin for his 
mysterious Brenner-Pass conference with 
Mussolini, and by a curious coincidence not 
long after that conference both allied govern- 
ments. were re-shuffied. When the true history 
of the pas. -seven months of this diplomatic 
war is written it should make very interesting 
reading.

V. THE TWELVE SIGNS 


a simplest approach to understanding 
the signs is to think of them as a further set 
of heavenly mansions, used to measure the 
relationships in some broader dimension of 
human experience. It is very important, how- 
ever, to realize that they will be of no value 
if they simply become a parallel set of houses. 
Astrological practice commonly tends to break 
down the lines of distinction between the two 
great circles, and thereby seriously confuse 
the signs and houses. 

The signs rule “function,” as distinct from 
the “circumstances” ruled by the houses. The 
two sets of heavenly mansions are exactly 
alike in their distribution of the factors by 
means of which the given whole-significance 
is divided up into particular meaning for 
each one of the twelve members. To this 
extent, but only this far, Taurus is like the 
second house, and the eighth house is like 
Scorpio. The value of these correspondences 
is their help in’ understanding the minutiae 
of distribution within the house’ or sign 
tulership, as the case may be, but any 
assimilation of specific meanings from one 
group to members of the other will tend to 
confuse any real refinement of astrological 
interpretation, Thus it is quite wrong to say 
that Leo people are notable for self-expres- 
sion, ruled by the fifth house, in particular 
distinction from the other eleven signs, or 
to claim that man’s higher mind, ruled by 
the ninth house, manifests the good sports- 
manship of Sagittarius to a degree impossible 
to the other eleven modes of circumstantial 
being. 

The signs and houses are necessarily and 
completely different in the matters to which 
each refers in comparison with the other. 
Human experience as measured through the 
mechanism of the signs has no direct rela- 
tion to the affairs charted by the houses. 
The principle here is the fundamental intel- 
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lectual dictum that if anything “is,” it makes 
a difference, and that it “is” ultimately the 
difference it makes. The signs have no real 
existence if they merely give the astrologer, 
all over again, what he already possesses 
through the houses, This is a principle of 
extreme importance to all effective or inci- 
sive astrological interpretation. 


The Nature of Function 


The signs rule function. The difference 
between function and circumstances may be 
expressed in either of two ways. 

More philosophically, or abstractly, the 
functions by which man exercises his being, 
in contrast with the circumstances through 
which he experienced himself, are a utiliza- 
tion of common or universal potentialities in 
human existence. They are the means by 
which men have relationship with each other, 
whereas circumstances are the strictly in- 
dividual aspect which man gives to his world 
by his own particular functioning within it, 
wholly apart from the degree to which he 
includes others in its reality. Thus person- 
ality, or the first house, is what each man 
becomes in total distinction from all his fel- 
lows, whereas the head, which is ruled by 
Aries, remains what he possesses, without 
individual differentiation, is common with 
all other men. 

More literally and immediately, the func- 
tions of life are the procedures through and 
by which things are done. They are the 
inner being in its ordering or ultimate orien- 
tation of selfhood, while the circumstances 
of life represent the exterior matrix in which 
life gains or develops its self-knowing, and 
becomes the self to be ordered.~Thus the 
circumstances, indicated by the Houges, reveal 
the unfoldment or changes in the being, 
while the functioning of self, ruled by the 
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signs, indicates the basic or foundation pat- 
tern in which the being rests securely and 
unchangeably in terms of what it continues 
to be. The signs rule the “larger aspects” 
of life, “more important” from the point of 
view established in a racial or group exis- 
tence, and this may be expressed by identi- 
fying the signs as the actual “houses” in a 
horoscope of the group or racial spirit. Para- 
doxically, the signs are also the smaller 
reality in the subordination of facets of 
existence as'a taken-for-granted aspect of 
individual being, so that they may be said to 
be a means for distributing potentiality or 
group-functioning according to the imme- 
diate needs and desires of individual expres- 
sion. 


The Basis of the Signs 


Man creates his circumstances by his direct 
action in their own terms. His activity is 
charted through the pattern formed in the 
system of energy wherein he acts. Thus the 
houses are established by the horizon and 
mid-heaven at the base of man’s pyramid 
of experience, and expressed in the circle of 
the earth’s self-contained motion on its own 
axis. The next larger reference is to the 
other circle of motion known as the ecliptic, 
or zodiac, and established by the annual 
revolution of the earth around the sun. This 
circle reveals that larger system of energy 
in which the earth functions as one among 
a number of bodies associated in the context 
of activity. It is now in company with other 
planets, and the center of the energy system 
is the sun rather than itself. This has a 
natural philosophical correspondence to the 
aspect of man’s functioning, not subjectively 
and within his own self-contained world of 
circumstances, but as an individual in the 
expanded reference where he is but one 
member active in terms of the capacities or 
potentialities he possesses in common with 
all others; where his differentiation is merely 
variation in the externally- observed like- 
nesses among men as a whole. 


What corresponds in the signs to the hori- 


zon in the houses is the axis where the house 


circle crosses the other. There are two points 
of such crossing, but known as equinoxes. 
Corresponding to “east” is the one of these 
which for most experience is a “rising” 
factor in the larger sign “horizon.” This is 
the spring equinox, or when the sun comes 
north. and vegetation springs to life again 
above the equator, 

Astrology has developed historically in 
terms of the northern hemisphere, and it is 


obvious that an inversion of reference would 
apply to the antipodes. In astrological prac- 
tice the northern form of chart is preserved 
for cases on the southern continents, and the 
distortion of relation between the cusps of 
signs and houses is properly reversed. But 
the vernal equinox is still taken as Aries. 
This is not as incorrect a° procedure as it 
might seem to be because the antipodes are 
actually inhabited, on the human level, by 
northern-hemisphere life. Existence is in re- 
lation with cultural patterns developed above 
the equator, and all sensitiveness is condi- 
tioned in terms of what might be called a 
“northern-hemisphere being.” 

The meridional factor in the sign circle is 
mathematically a position vertical to the 
horizontal, as in the case of the houses. The 
two points here established are known as 
the solstices. 

The individual signs gain their meaning 
from the points of four triangles, inscribed 
in the circle, exactly as in the case of the 
houses, but the distinctions involved in the 
establishment of the quarters, and the trian- 
gulation from them, are of much greater 
importance in the zodiacal circle. The four. 
quarter points in the signs establish TRIPLI- 
cITy, so named because there are three signs 
in each group. The differentiation of the 
signs on the basis of their position in the 
triplicities, corresponding to the cadent, an- 
gular and succedent houses, is known as 
QUADRATURE, referring «to the four signs 
classed together in each case. 

The signs are twelve equal divisions of 
the zodiacal circle or ecliptic, each consisting 
of thirty degrees of longitude. They constitute 
the “fixed zodiac,” which must not be con- 
fused with the zodiac of the constellations. 
The equinoxial points, where the two circles 
intersect, creep backwards very slowly so 
that in some two thousand years a “sign of 
the zodiac” is back a different thirty degrees 
in the heavens when seen against the’ posi- 
tions of the stars outside the solar system.’ 
In days when mathematical tables and books 
were not available in any modern sense, 
when few people could read, the astrologers 
identified the positions of the signs by de- 
scribing imaginary creatures in the heavens. 
Lines were drawn between the stars, quite 
arbitrarily, and not always happily. Few of 
the constellations would ever suggest them- 
selves to a person who looked into the heav- 
ens without prior knowledge of the figures 
he sought. Actually these constellations were 
merely a mnemonic device; an aid to mem- 


ory. The so-called fixed stars have a signifi- 
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cance in astrology, but this is entirely apart 
from any use that may be made of them in 
the constellations. 


The Triplicities 


The four “elements” of the ancient al- 
chemists have been taken over into astrology 
to express the fundamental ideas represented 
by the focal points in the sign circle. The 
positive or “east” end of the horizontal 
axis is designated as FIRE, and the corre- 
sponding negative end as air. The positive 
pole of the meridonal axis is known as WATER, 
and the corresponding negative pole as EARTH. 
This means fire and air together are repre- 
sentative of one primitive element in the 
signs, and that water and earth similarly 
stand for the other. Air and earth are the 
derivative factor in each case. All zodiacal 
meanings ultimately resolve into a distribu- 
tion of these primitive and derivative factors. 


FIRE 


The fire signs represent the most intimate 
generalization of human experience, or com- 
mon participation in that mode of being 
which can best be described as the absolute- 
ness of identity. In any chart these signs 
are the source of all information concerning 
the well-being of the personal identity as 
such. This is far more than the immediate 
circumstances of personality, shown by the 
houses. The fire signs, through their corre- 
spondences with the house cusps, and the 
planets and points they contain, reveal the 
innermost capacity of the self for being. 
This is functional analysis, indicating the par- 
ticular manner in which the dynamic ener- 
gies of selfhood are applied to the individual’s 
total experience. Here is the key to the 
truly -individual resources of selfhood. 


The Fire People 


The fire-sign people are the most individ- 
ualistic, the best understood of all types in 
close association, and the least appreciated 
or noticed in casual contact. The astrological 
distinction of fire arises from that type of 
generality expressed by the positive point of 
greatest “togetherness” with the house circle. 
This is absolute identity. 

_. The distinction’ between the astrological 
types brought about by the ascendant, the 
sun’s sign, the moon’s sign, or particular 
concentrations of planets: in the sign, is not 
of present importance. Any of these factors, 
either alone or several together, will indicate 
the type in varying degree, and it should be 


recognizable whether an extreme example 
or not, 

The fire type is a person who above every- 
thing else is centered in his own being, find- 
ing his own selfhood completely adequate and 
satisfactory. This does not mean that the fire 
person is selfish, but that he is just com- 
pletely and wholly oblivious to anything ex- 
terior to himself. He is quite conscious of 
all the others around him, but he is so 
completely self-centered in his source of 
being that he is unaware of the particular 
individuality which in turn is the “source” 
in somebody else. He is inclined to accept 
others, precisely as they make themselves 
manifest to him, without realization of the 
human struggle and growth taking place 
within them. He is apt to seem callous be- 
cause he is simply unaware that anything 
other than himself is alive on its own ac- 
count. 

The fire person in this sense is an utter 
realist, with little conception of ultimate 
potentialities of relation. Those who do not 
cooperate with him are practically non- 
existent. The ones who do cooperate are 
accepted or recognized, but only in the de- 
gree and for the duration of their coopera- 
tion, and in its particular terms. The fire 
person is not disturbed by enmity because 
he cannot put himself in any other person’s 
point of view enough to understand its occa- 
sion and anticipate its menace. The enemy is 
like any other difficulty, something to be 
surmounted or handled in a_ businesslike 
fashion. The fire-sign man, therefore, carries 
no animus and nurses no grudge, but by the 
same token he will have an exceedingly long 
memory and will remember an enemy as an 
enemy, 

The fire type is almost completely a law 
to himself. The world is valuable where it 
may be used for his own purposes, and he 
uses it to the full degree of his own con- 
venience. Whatever declines to fit into his 
scheme is simply disregarded, if that is 
possible; otherwise he seeks to destroy it, to 
eliminate it in some way from his realm of 
reality. This means that the fire type is 


_ utterly dispassionate in the true sense. of 


that word, and that his self-centeredness is 
a healthy completeness of sufficiency in his 
own roots. He is “all there is” of life, and to 
this fact everything else must give tribute 
if he in turn is to be expected td recognize 
it as real. As a result the fire type has 
magnificent resources in himself through 
most of life’s issues, but when’ he actually is 
blocked in his efforts of self-expression he 
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is baffled in a most thorough way because 
nothing else is real, and there is no other 
source of reality to which he can go. This 
means that what is at times a magnificent 
aplomb, is in other cases an almost childish 
helplessness. 


WATER 


The water signs represent the most uni- 
versal generalization of human experience, 
or common participation in that mode of 
being which can best be described as the 
wholeness or completeness of existence. In 
any chart these signs are the source of all 
information concerning the well-being of that 
total realm of experience within which the 
particular individual functions. Here is real- 
ity in its aspect exactly the opposite of fire. 
In the sense that fire finds nothing existing 
but itself ultimately, water cedes existence 
to everything else in equal degree with itself. 
This is a new sort of absoluteness in ex- 
perience and realization. 

The derivation of the astrological factor of 
water is from the meridional axis of the sign 
circle. The idea here is best caught in terms 
of the extreme separation of the sign circle 
from the plane of the houses. The solstitial 
points symbolically represent extremism as 
such in general. 

Water as an element is universality in its 
tendency to deny any essential separation 
from the whole, or to embrace all possible 
extremes. The water signs give a clue in 
the chart to those functions in which the 
individual acts in the group, and as its repre- 
sentatives. They give the underlying sus- 
tainment by which experience as such is 
made possible. The individual is not lost in 
the whole through this, but rather the whole 
is maintained in him. The water signs reveal 
that which enables man to act, functionally, 
as that whole through which everything else 
of pertinence has its completeness. 


The Water People 


The water-sign people are the most socially 
inclined, the type which least requires under- 
standing in close association, and hence the 
one most noticed or appreciated in casual 
contact. Water as an element, like fire, is 
absolute and primary and this works out so 
that the water person finds everything wholly 
existing in himself rather than finding noth- 
ing in existence wholly exterior in himself. 
That is, he is as dispassionate as the fire 
person, but in an entirely different way. If 


it never occurs to the fire individual that 
anything might have existence contrary to 
his experience of it, it never occurs to the 
water person that anything else has existence 
apart from the totality he knows and as- 
Similates into himself. The water type en- 
folds all beings without reservation, just 
exactly as the fire individual excludes every- 
thing but himself from any possibility of 
being. Actually the extremes do not and 
cannot exist, and it is extraordinarily difficult 
to describe the approximations to them. The 
fire signs represent the ultimate of individ- 
uality, and by contrast the water signs repre- 
sent the extreme of universality. 

The water-sign people, therefore, find all 
other individuals effectively present in them- 
selves. They are not distinguished by an 
ignoring of all others, but rather by a com- 
plete and overwhelming solicitude for their 
fellows. The two types are exactly alike in 
their inability to recognize the distinctiveness 
of associates and intimates, but whereas the 
fire-sign people more often push them aside, 
the water-sign group manipulate them in 
entire accordance with their own notions. 
It is quite incomprehensible to the water- 
sign person when some other individual finds 
his ministrations objectionable. Water-sign 
individuals assimilate the world to thems- 
elves, and proceed to act for everyone else 
in perfect conformity to their own con- 
venience. 

If it is impossible for the fire type to 
conceive anything as differing from his con- 
ception of it, it is equally beyond any water- 
sign person to visualize anything as existing 
apart from his own acceptance of it. Thus 
the two basic types are alike in this essential 
naive and impersonal intolerance of every- 
thing alien to their own nature and experi- 
ence. They differ in the fact that the fire 
group grants only a convenient and transient 
reality to anything other than itself, or makes 
everything else unimportantly . discrete 
whereas the water type cannot conceive exis- 
tence to be discrete from itself even in a 
rejection or disregard of some troublesome 
factor in experience. Water only knows the 
reality of other people and things as it is 
able to have experience through them in a 
complete mutuality of act, The water-sign 
types to themselves are universal. The world 
is a whole, and this wholeness is accurately 
expressed by their own consciousness. Fire 
and water are “primitive” because neither 
is dependent in any way on any existence 
other than itself, 
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AIR 


The air signs represent the most selective 
generalization of human experience, or com- 
mon participation in that mode of being 
which can best be described as the recon- 
stitution of identity. In any chart these signs 
are the source of all information concerning 
the well-being of the secondary or acquired 
and conditioned selfhood. The most simple 
way to describe air is to identify it as fire 
in the process of formation or disintegration, 
or as the original identity in its experience 
of survival through change. Air is fire in the 
state where it is not quite sure of itself, 
and so continually seeks self-assurance. The 
air signs reveal every phase of that function- 
ing in the chart where the being is engaged 
in the simple self-rehearsal by means of 
which it continues “to be” in a conscious 
sense. 

Because so much of this process is psycho- 
logical, or is the mental act of dramatic or 
inner realization, the air signs commonly are 
taken as the mental signs. From such a point 
of view the fire signs represent the will, and 
the water signs the feeling, in a basic distinc- 
tion of consciousness. The earth signs will 
represent the sensations as distinct from feel- 
ing. Air then can be taken as the effort of will 
4o strengthen itself, and earth in turn as the 
effort of the feelings to gain substance for 
themselves. As signs of mentality or wisdom, 
the air group represent the ordering and re- 
ordering of identity. The distinction here is 
that, in the case of the will or basic identity, 
the projection is of potentials held in con- 
tinual relation to identity itself, whereas in 
the case of feeling, the consciousness is pro- 
jected into definitely identified sensual ex- 
perience. Intellection is the observance of 
variations-in-self. Everything has to be 
thought in terms of self-interest, but when 
this remains vicarious it can be individual or 
essentially discrete, and so remain “mental” 
in terms of the functioning indicated by the 
air signs, 

The air signs reveal the administration of 
self-interest in this anticipatory regard, or in 
the operation of the inner and psychological 
economy. They show the functioning by which 
the individual discriminates, reacting to vari- 
ous things in various ways. In the case of fire 

. and water the existents other than self are 
held unchanged, more.or less preserved as 
they are directly éxperienced. In the func- 
tioning of air and earth, by contrast, all con- 
tact with things is on the basis of changes 
that can be made in them, either literally or 
in their significance to the self, or else on the 


basis of changes in the self that can be made 
with advantage in reference to particular 
things. This is the meaning of “derivative,” as 
opposed to “primary.” 


The Air People 


The air-sign people are the most self- 
conscious, the group that is easily understood 
in any given or fixed reference but that of 
all the types is the most baffling in gen- 
eral because it is the most objectively 
“changeable” or “non-dependable.” 

These individuals are characterized, more 
than anything else, by their effort to alter 
things around them, by their steady and en- 
thusiastic reaction to the chance to do some- 
thing, their cooperation with the possibilities 
of change and manipulation in the affairs 
around them. This makes them fundamen- 
tally enthusiastic, as well as partisan. There- 
fore it may be seen that while the fire and 
water types are essentially dispassionate, the 
air people will be very much the reverse. 
This distinction is shared by the earth group. 
Differing from the two primitive types, the 
air and earth people are more transient in 
their influence on others, as well as in the 
emphasized aspects of their own being. This 
is a necessary characteristic if they are to be 
as effective in change as are the other two 
groups in changelessness. 

The air and earth temperaments are essen- 
tially focused in the moment, and inclined 
to be more concerned with immediate cir- 
cumstances than cosmic generalizations. Fire 
and water people function by remaining rela- 
tively unmoved in a given situation, air and 
earth types by a self-movement or reaction 
so that, by contrast, exterior and transient 
realities are made relatively motionless. This 
is very characteristic of mentality, which con- 
tributes persisting relationship to things 
which in themselves lack enduringness. The 
air signs are the most ordering, organizing 
and descriptive of all, and their people have 
the greatest functioning gift for articulation 
and expression. They are the greatest man- 
ipulators of meaning, significance and impli- 
cation. 


EARTH 


The earth signs represent the most com- 
prehensive generalization of human experi- 
ence, or common participation in that mode 
of being which can best be described as the 
reconstitution of whole-experience. In any 
chart these signs are the source of all in- 
formation concerning the well-being in that

THE CYCLES OF JUPITER. 


i. THE preceding issue of this magazine, I 
have discussed the general aspects of the 12- 


year cycle of Jupiter. I have shown how 
the cycle could be analyzed by establishing 
a correspondence between the 12 years there- 
of and the 12 signs of the zodiac. Thus, the 
first year of the cycle can be called an “Aries 
year”; the second, a “Taurus year,” etc. 


When we come to the study of individual 
charts, mostly those of persons born at a 
certain moment of time in a particular lo- 
cation, we obviously consider the position of 
Jupiter at birth as the starting point of any 
and all cycles described by Jupiter. In the 
case of an individual human being the only 
cycle which has significance is that of the 
transiting Jupiter—as the progressed Jupiter 
can at best move only by a few degrees dur- 
ing the man’s life-span. However, in the 
case of a national entity—as for instance the 
United States, or England—one can imagine 
the progressed Jupiter as making at least a 
significant part of a complete cycle. Even 
there however, the ealculation is probably 
relatively useless, except perhaps when the 
progressed Jupiter changes zodiacal signs, 
about every 365 years. For instance, Jupiter 
in the birth-chart of the United States (cf. 
August, 1939 issue, P. 19) was located on the 
6th degree of Cancer. By progression it is 
still passing through Cancer. When it will 
reach the first degree of Leo, some important 
changes may take place in the governmental 
and social order of this country. Perhaps 
then, true Democracy will really become op- 
erative! But we have still many years to 
wait for this “Golden Age”—about 2 cen- 
turies in fact (2137).* This tends to corrobo- 
rate the statement I repeatedly made that 
the beginnings of the much advertised “New 
Era” will not occur in terms of concrete facts 
before the ‘Twenty-First century — even 
though the “seed-Ideas” and “‘seed-Impulses” 





* The progreseed Jupiter of U. S. commenced 
to retrograde in 1906 at 25:17 Cancer and continues 
to retrograde unt the year 2026 when it again 
turns direct in 15:12 Cancer.

are indeed to be produced during this, our 
Twentieth century. 

In relation to the cycles of transit of Jupiter 
in an individual chart—and any such plane- 
tary cycle—the student will find the general 
key to an understanding of their operation 
in the analysis I made of any and all cyclic 
processes in my previous “Twentieth Cen- 
tury Astrology” articles. I am referring par- 
ticularly to the one printed in the issue for 
May, 1938. On page 26, it is stated that: “All 
cyclic life-processes can be divided into two 
phases or hemicycles (half cycles). The 
first phase refers to the manifestation of in- 
stinct; the second phase, to the development 
of consciousness.” I added that this cor- 
responds to the division of cycles into an 
involutionary and an evolutionary phase, and, 
by analogy with the lunar cycle, a “waxing” 
and “waning” period. During the former, 
“energy is released through action on the 
basis of instinct.” During the latter, “con- 
sciousness is built through the association, 
interpretation and organization of acquired 


*‘ data of experiences, conquered materials and 


forms of thought.” (P. 27.) 

The involutionary phase of any planet’s 
cycle is therefore the time elapsing between 
the birth-moment and the moment when the 
transiting planet comes in opposition to its 
birth-place. It is the “hemicycle of instinct” 
in relation to the type of biological and psy- 
chological activity symbolized by the planet 
and within the framework of the individual's 
destiny (the birth-chart as a whole). 


Jupiter’s Twelve Year Cycle 


What it practically means is this: Every 
twelve years (approximately), Jupiter comes 
back by transit to its birth- position. This 
cycle has meaning essentially in terms of all 
Jupiterian factors. In an individual life these 
factors can be classified thus: 

a) factors of internal, biological function- 
ing. 

b) factors of psychological compensation 
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and of so-talled religious or spiritual de- 
velopment, 

c) factors of social adjustment; matters of 
wealth, position, business, etc. 

These factors have of course to be inter- 
preted differently with different types of 
charts and I cannot multiply examples in 
this brief study. I mentioned before the 
chart of the United States in which Jupiter 
is found on the sixth degree of Cancer. 
Jupiterian cycles therefore begin for the 
United States as a nation whenever Jupiter 
comes to that degree. In later years this 
occurred on: December 29, 1906; August 9, 
1918; July 22, 1930. It will occur on July 
6, 1942. 

The year 1907 saw a strong financial de- 
pression and Prohibition began to be adopted 
by several states. During the next 6 years, 
Jupiter was moving through its “hemicycle 
of instincts,” reaching the opposition to its 
natal place in January, 1913. This was a 
cycle of financial conflicts, with various at- 
tempts by the Theodore Roosevelt Adminis- 
tration to check the surging tide of monopo- 
lies and vast industrial combinations. In 
1913, Wilson became president, Federal Re- 
serve Banks were constituted, the Seven- 
teenth Amendment was passed. The European 
wars brought to America a new “conscious- 
ness” of Jupiterian factors. And in 1918, the 
new Jupiter period started in the midst of 
the War boom, ending in 1929-1930 with the 
_ Great Depression. 

Obviously, when one deals with vast and 
complex units such as national organisms, 
many other cycles affecting the planet as a 
whole have to be considered—the Jupiter 
cycle studied in the last issue, the Sun-spots 
cycle which comes very close to the Jupiter 
cycle (11.2 year cycles), the 23-year cycle, 
etc. The field is more restricted when one 
deals with an individual human being, and 
the starting point (the birth-moment) is 
more secure and definite than when attempts 
are made to elect the proper birth-moment 
of a nation. Yet even there, it is usually 
difficult to isolate the factors which are to 
be related to the cycle, and it is nearly im- 
possible to make any valid forecast on that 
basis alone. The study of the cycles, how- 
ever, yields very real value to the keen 
student of psychology who attempts to gain 
a deeper understanding of the life-processes 
operating in his own nature, or in people 
to whom he is closely related. 

The beginning of the cycle and the turn- 
ing point (opposition) are the most significant 
moments. The return of Jupiter to its natal 
place gives a new impulse—theoretically at 


a new level, but not necessarily so in ac- 
tuality—to the individual’s “Jupiterian func- 
tions.” The opposition to the natal place 
should make the individual more definitely 
conscious of the part these functions play 
within him and perhaps start a repolarization 
of their activities, a new adjustment of the 
consciousness to these functions. 


Hitler’s Chart 


Take Hitler’s chart as an illustration. In 
August, 1918, and January-April, 1919, Jupi- 
ter came to an opposition to its natal place 
(Capricorn 8° 15’). Hitler was gassed in the 
war during the Fall, 1918, and began then 
to work out in his mind some of his social- 
political ideas under the emotional strain of 
the German defeat. The period must have 
been one of enforced-awareness of social- 
political factors. The succeeding conjunction 
of Jupiter to its natal place occurred in 
January-June, 1925, when he began to re- 
organize the Nazi Party after his stay in 
prison. In 1930-31, the opposition-transit oc- 
curred again. The Nazi Party became a 
dominant factor after the elections of Sep- 
tember, 1930, just after the first “opposition” 
aspect was completed (August). 

In January, 1937, Jupiter came once more 
to its birth-place, and in July, 1942, the op- 
position point will be reached. The impulse 
manifest at the beginning of this new cycle 
led to the annexation of Austria. Czecho- 
Slovakia followed. Just after Jupiter squared 
its natal place (being stationary on that de- 
gree through most of July and August, 1939) 
the present war started. 

With Pluto squaring_the Sun and Uranus 
conjunct Mars and Venus in the seventh 
House (associates, enemies), some rather 
tough time very likely has already occurred 
for the Fuehrer in relation to the crucial 
events of August, 1939. These marked a 
turning-point in world-affairs, and (as seen 
in my last article) the beginning of the new 
“general” cycle of Jupiter (heliocentric cross- 
ing of the first point of Aries). 

The point to emphasize in any such a 
type of cycle analysis is that what matters 
most is not the exact culmination of a trans- 
iting aspect, but instead the trend of a 

i It is, in other words, the factor of 
“process,” not that of “event.” Twentieth- 
century philosophy and science are consis- 
tently stressing this idea of “process,” and 
events or so-called “facts” are understood 
more and more—even in law and economics 
—as “intersections of world-lines” (to use 
Einstein’s terminology), that is, as the re- 
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sults of the coming together of a number 
of vital processes (physical, psychological, 
etc.). 

This is a point which most astrologers 
studying progressions, transits and the like, 
usually fail to understand or emphasize. It 
is of course much easier to look at the 
ephemeris, see when Mars squares Saturn 
by progression, transit, direction, etc.—and 
predict a catastrophe. But there are many 
methods of calculation possible. Each astrolo- 
ger will have his pet system. Mars may 
square Saturn by transit, and be in sextile 
to it by secondary progression—or Jupiter 
may have moved to Venus at the same time. 
In some cases, progressed aspects are felt 
long before culmination; at others, they are 
delayed. Eclipses work often six months 
beforehand (about the time the opposite 
Moon Node is reached by the Sun), or for 
weeks after the occurrence. 

What counts most and the only thing that 
can release real psychological help for the 
client is a consideration ‘of the interweaving 
of planetary cycles, a study of their various 
phases. As a result of such a method of 
analysis, one can get a much deeper and 
vital understanding of what one’s life “is 
about” at any time—not just for a particular 
week, but through a period of weeks, months, 
years. However, this is a method of work 
difficult of application. It requires a great 
deal of psychological understanding, a knowl- 
edge of biological processes (at least to some 
extent) and a mind able to synthetize and 
condense many factors. 

To return to Jupiter’s cycles in a natal 
chart: I have found them particularly sig- 
nificant in my own life and most noticeable 
in the lives of close friends. I believe people 
interested in numerology will understand my 
reference to 12-year cycles—as a number of 
numerologists make use of them, and usu- 
ally are less hypnotized by dates of events 
and more open to an understanding of cycles 
and hemicycles as representations of periodic 
life-processes. 

I know that the division of Jupiter’s cycles 
in individual charts into “Aries year,” 
“Taurus year,” etc., is of general significance. 
In some cases the 12-year cycle divided itself 
most clearly in three 4-year periods; other 
lives are more sensitive to the fourfold divi- 
sion into 3-year periods. Perhaps these two 
modes of division relate to different levels 
of functioning—just as they do in the analy- 
sis of the Solar Zodiac; the fourfold rhythm 
dealing more with organic activity~the three- 
fold, with processes of consciousness-unfold- 
ment. I would suggest to interested students 


that they should experiment with such 
methods, cautioning them against quick dis- 
couragement or refutation if they do not see 
at once the corroborations they expect. Life 
does not reveal its cyclic processes save to 
the patient and the wise—and to the person 
not easily discouraged by apparent and super- 
ficial contradiction. 

If one takes as an example Hitler’s present 
Jupiter cycle, one will find that, starting with 
the first transit of Jupiter over its natal place 
in January, 1937, it was in the “Gemini year” 
when the present War began last August- 
September. It was in the “Taurus year” when 
Austria and Czecho-Slovakia were absorbed. 
It is now in the “Cancer year.” We might 
say it is reaching, or has reached its bottom 
point or “point of crystallization” (Nadir). 
In August, 1939, the moving Jupiter made its 
first square with its birth-place. This started 
the “Cancer phase” of the cycle, as it were, 
ahead of time. Whatever the meaning of 
that phase is to be, began to operate as seed- 
impulse then. The actual realization of that 
meaning is to be expected at the time or 
before this article appears in print. It can 
hardly mean anything but “consolidation” or 
“death” of that imperialistic Jupiterian cycle 
which had for its key-note a “Greater Reich.” 


Mussolini’s Chart 


If we now consider Mussolini’s birth-chart, 
we find Jupiter on Cancer 18° 33’ practically 
in opposition to Hitler’s natal Jupiter. At 
once we see that when Hitler’s Jupiter cycle 
waxes, Mussolini’s wanes. A curious fact in- 
deed if we consider that these two dictators 
have built the famous “Axis”—for the two 
ends of an axis are obviously in “opposi- 
tion.” We shall note also that Jupiter in the 
chart of the United States is also in Cancer, 
in still closer opposition to Hitler’s Jupiter. 

One could easily say that Mussolini’s in- 
fluence in world-affairs was at its apex in 
1937 as the Ethiopian conquest was accom- 
plished and the “Roman Empire” had been 
(theoretically at least) reconstituted. Then 
his Jupiter’s cycle which had begun in Sep- 
tember, 1930, reached its “full.” Since then 
Hitler has steadily out-maneuvered his 
former hero and guiding light, until today 
Mussolini finds himself in a very uncom- 
fortable position (this article was written in 
December, 1939). Soon Pluto will reach Il 
Duce’s natal Sun-Mercury conjunction (per- 
haps not before 1943 judging from available 
tables), and it is an open question whether 
this will mean “rebirth” or “death.”

total realm of experience which embraces the 
individual. They indicate the functioning of 
the being’s self-adjustive capacity, or the 
trained sensitiveness of man as a social ani- 
mal. It is for this reason that a strong empha- 
sis of the earth triplicity will frequently 
indicate a high psychic or intuitive ability. 
This sensitiveness is act of “change” in which 
the feelings are developed, and the basis for it 
is the exercise and expansion of all the 
sensory faculties. In consequence these signs 
indicate the sensational functioning of self- 
hood in its basic pattern, and are a vital clue 
to the appetites or emotional balance of the 
being in its everyday aspect. 

The doubt by self or its own universality, 
the underlying basis of an “earth” distinction, 
may be expressed not only in man’s effort to 
fold all existence into himself through the 
sensual side of experierice, but also is evident 
in whatever there may be of pseudo-experi- 
ence, or the exercise of sensation through im- 
perfect or incomplete reference. Here is any 
indication of tendencies toward hallucination 
and fantasy, the psychological “compensation” 
by which the self denies or rejects whatever 
threatens its own feeling or warmth of uni-- 
versality. Here is the rulership of play, and 
all tentativeness or outer rehearsal of human 
relations. Life is revealed outwardly or so- 
cially by the earth signs, far more than the 
others, because they indicate the effort of the 
being to make its universality actually mani- 
fest or self-demonstrating. They reveal the 
self in its most experienced-by-others aspect 
because they show the self’s attempt to shape 
the world in a way to confirm the self as a 
true universal. 


The Earth People 


The earth-sign people are the most situa- 
tion-conscious, the most responsive of all 
the types to general cooperative relations, but 
they are interesting to others only in the 
given or fixed reference where they are able 
to make a contribution to their relationships. 

Because the earth types primarily are like 
water in their universality, except that they

require constant reassurance of it, their prob- 
lem is one of interior adjustment. Unlike air, 
this is sensory rather than mental, and so 
more experiential than conceptual. The 
earth type feels everything at whole consum- 
mation within his own being. The air signs 
can move the factors of external reality 
rather superficially, and manipulate abstract 
significance, but the earth people must “feel” 
in and of their whole selfhood. 


This means that these individuals are more 
self-sensitive than any other group. They are 
continually on the defensive, in a very real 
way, although really seeking justification to 
themselves rather than to others. Their ex- 
traordinary sensitiveness, manifest in the 
realm of feeling, and giving passion of an 
immediate sort, makes them sentimental 
rather than enthusiastic, in contrast with the 
air types. Being continually forced to make 
adjustments within themselves, they are un- 
der necessity to instrument or articulate this 
by an outer symbolism, and thus, more than 
any other type, they are concerned with the 
exact placing and arrangement of things 
about them. Though they feel the whole 
world has its existence in them, they yet are 
not sure, and the most immediate way to gain 
assurance is to insist upon dictating life’s 
petty details in every possible respect. Thus 
these people are fussy or critical. Like the air 
types, but in themselves rather than in their 
acts, they are changeable and often quite 
non-dependable.

Even so, it is fully possible that as Hitler’s 
Star pales, Mussolini’s power will once more 
increase as he might become a decisive fac- 
tor for victory or “peace without victory.” 
As this is written his progressed Sun is on 
the first degree of Libra— that of “initiation” 
and “mystic death’—in sextile to the natal 


-Pluto, and his progressed Mars is conjunct 


his natal Jupiter; while “Neptune is transiting 
over his natal Uranus, ruling, I believe, his 
fourth House. If nothing occurs before, the 
Passage of progressed Mars over natal Venus 
in 1944 may see the end of the Italian dic- 
tator. This occurrence may be hastened by 





Pluto hitting Mercury, ruler of the eighth 
House, a year or so before that time. In 
September, 1942, Jupiter will come back to 
its natal place, and this should be the be- 
ginning of the end. The reputed stomachal 
ulcers from which Mussolini is suffering may 
easily be the deeper cause of the death, 
though the immediate cause may be heart 
failure, pneumonia or some violent injury to 
the chest. 


Stalin 


If now we.take Stalin, whose natal Jupiter 
is located on Pisces 7° 13’, we will see that 
a Jupiter cycle began for him in February, 
1927, about the time when he succeeded in 
establishing definitely his power by forcing 
Trotsky into exile. This 12-year cycle saw 
the wily Georgian triumph over all obstacles 
within Russia, and play a waiting game in 
international affairs. In February, 1939, a new 
Jupiter cycle began for him, and within a 
few months, Stalin was playing his master 
stroke by concluding an aliance with Ger- 
many and pushing himself in the position 
No. 1 in terms of international importance. 
His progressed Sun is now entering Pisces, 
moving to a conjunction with natal Jupiter 
in seven or eight years. Unless Saturn, about 
to enter his seventh House and to conjom 
his Neptune-Mars conjunction, plays a sinis- 
ter part, Stalin seems to be due for more 
power during the next seven years; but he 
may be fatal for whomever associates with 
him—particularly for Hitler. Saturn in the 
house of partnerships will tend to make him 
more and more conservative, bourgeois, tzar- 
like. The Kremlin ghosts are indeed con- 
quering him thoroughly! 


It would take a volume to study adequately 
in detail this Jupiter cycle, or any other 
as a basic one. I can only point out the 
type of method which can be used. The 12- 
year cycle has the basic meaning of the 
number 12 in all cosmologies: a number of 
organic manifestations, of vital fulfillment 
through organic action and expansion. Plato 
considered it the number of the Cosmos, 
which, he said, was a dodecahedron inscribed 
in a sphere. The cycle of Jupiter refers to 
the 12-fold series of manifestations of the 
basic aspects of that cosmic Whole—be it 
microcosmic or macrocosmic. It offers thus 
a very vital clue to the mystery of organic 
life, whether at the physiological or the psy- 
chological level.

A: THE moment of the Summer Sol-

This degree 
of the Lion is well within 3° ofa conjunction 
with the fixed star *ALGENUBI (eta Leonis),

Zodiac and exerting a decided Saturn-Mars 
vibration. Algenubi, in Arabic, signifies “He 
who rends”! Thus the lunar forecasts for the 
months of July, August and September of this 
year would appear to be ratified immediately 
at the outset of the summer season. 

Though the Sun is indeed the Ruler of the 
Ascendant, the actual rulership of this In- 
gress Figure is divided between Jupiter and 
Saturn, which are in rapidly approaching con- 


\ junction, and which at this time are in exact 


parallel, and seen to be about equidistant 
east and west of the meridian at the begin- 
ning of summer, the green planet being just 
within orbs of a square to the Ascendant and 
the star *ALGENUBI. 

This celestial design dominates the schedule 
of events during the entire summer season, 
and latterly—as the Four Angels, or Fixed 
Signs, are affixed to the angles of the Equi- 
noxial Cross—over the entire remaining half 
of 1940, and so vying with the Aries Ingress 
for precedence in this respect. Thus these 
Seasonal Figures for the years are often ob- 
served to overlap into one another’s jurisdic- 
tion, in this respect often complicating the 
judgments to be derived from them. 

This Ingress Figure lends itself to the judg- 
ment that it is essentially karmic in its im- 
port, the lonely Moon in the Sixth proceeding 
from her trine with Saturn towards her oppo- 
sition to Mars, her influence having thus 
wended its solitary way from the Fifth 
towards the Tenth and thence from the Sixth 
towards the Twelfth House. There is thus 
seen to be a considerable number of diffi- 
culties in store for this country, such as: (1) 
an aggravation of labor troubles and disputes, 
strikes, sabotage, mutinies on ships, and the 
suppression of many of these outbreaks by 
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armed force; (2) the very probable loss of 
several merchant vessels due, most likely, to 
the activities of belligerent nations; (3) prison 
riots and outbreaks and investigations into 
the same; (4) the notable increase of frauds 
of all sorts; (5) much diplomatic activity in 
connection with protests emanating from 
Washington; or, in other words, a full sched- 
ule of national and international activities 
for the remaining half of the year. 

Then as the Moon proceeds from her mar- 
tian opposition towards the trine of Neptune 
in the Second and thence to that of Uranus 
in the Tenth House, or say around October 
23rd, we will gratuitously be presented with 
the chance to thread the diplomatic maze and 
so emerge triumphant. 

It is noteworthy that Uranus is in close 
and closer conjunction with *ALGOL (beta 
Persei), a Saturn-Jupiter body and the most 
redoubtable star in the heavens, during the 
entire summer, and when Mars squares this 
star in his transit through Leo, on August 
lith, during the reign of the August lunation, 
some rare accidents and outbreaks of murder- 
ous violence can confidently be expected to 
eventuate. 

Furthermore, as the Moon just abhout 


squares her own Nodes at the Ingress and as - 


Saturn will be within 1° past the square of 
the Nodes when the Moon squares them again 
from Capricorn on August 14th, this date and 
the 1st, 7th, 21st and 29th of August possibly 
define the most dangerous area of this quarter 
of the year. 

During the rule of this Ingress, Congress 
will be most active, if not in what may well 
be described a seething state of excitement, 
its sessions being in all probability consider- 
ably prolonged because of disquieting na- 
tional and international events that are pretty 
constantly taking place during this Quarter. 

It is discerned that the question of national 
finances and governmental economics will be 
bound to occupy much of the attention of our 
legislators during this Quarter, at the same 
time that other countries will be greatly in- 
clined to look to us to extricate them from 
their difficulties, both financially as also 
through our diplomatic good offices abroad. 
It is, however, foreseen as. very probable 
that a not inconsiderable amount of credit 
will be demanded of us to the detriment of 
cash payments. 

Again trouble is discerned as brewing in 
the Navy Department, as a result of which 
Sweeping naval reforms are forecast, along 









with pretty considerable of a shakeup among 
the higher personnel. 


As to the labor troubles previously men- 
tioned, it is foreseen that most of them will 
occur in the east, very probably around New 
York City and the Atlantic seaboard. In the 
western states, an extraordinarily dry season 
is forecast, during which crops and country 
produce in general are due to suffer con- 
siderably. Hence, during this Quarter, extra- 
ordinarily high prices are bound to prevail, 
particularly in the eastern states. The ma- 
jority of these troubles are forecast as occur- 
ing in August, when the lunation of the 3rd 
thereof comes in within 9’ of a square to 
Saturn in the Ingress Figure. During August, 
too, considerable insecurity threatens our for- 
eign relations with such results as have been 
noted under the heading of the lunation of 
that month. 


To judge from such planetary configura- 
tions as portrayed during the course of this 
Quarter, President Roosevelt will be called 
upon to find a way to remedy both our 
economic and the international situation in 
general, and there would appear to be every 
indication that his efforts will in a large 
measure be at least temporarily successful. 

At London and Paris, much parliamentary 
wrangling is forecast along with a probable 
international understanding of wide import. 
At London, there would appear to be the in- 
dication of a plot to assassinate a very exalted 
member of the government, which, being 
discovered, will cause considerable concern. 
The British Government will overcome con- 
siderable of the disparity hitherto existing 
between the Royal Air Force and its German 
equivalent during this Quarter, astonishing 
strides in the efficiency of its aviation arm 
being very probable at this time. 


At Berlin, the Ascendant opposes the annu- 
lar solar eclipse of April 19, 1939, is closely 
squared by Mars, while opposed by Saturn 
in the German War Figure of September 1, 
1939, while at the same time it is squared by 
the radical Uranus and Pluto in the horo- 
scope of the Third Reich. Thus it would 
really appear as if the German Government 
would now be more amenable to reason than 
for some time past. And so, too, will the 
Japanese. 

As the attentive reader of history is bound 
to observe, governments, like individuals, 
often stand in need of a little timely castiga- 
tion to determine them to mend their ways.

The Mutation Conjunction of Jupiter 


and Saturn in 14° Taurus 27’ 








August 7, 1940 
7:50 P.M. 
Washington, D. C. 


This is the first conjunction of great Jupiter 
and Saturn since that of September 10, 1921 
in 26° Virgo 38’, also the fifth mutation synod 
of these planets since the Great Earth Muta- 
tion Conjunction of January 26, 1842 in 8° 
Capricorn 54’, which latter holds prime sway 
over the world until close to the year 2080, 
A.D., or for 140 years to come! Owing to the 
retrograde movement of both planets, there 
will actually be another conjunction during 
this year, the second occurring om October 
20th in 12° Taurus 26’ while both ‘Jupiter 
and Saturn are retrograde. However, it is 
actually their final Taurean reunion in 9° 
Taurus 08’ on February 15, 1941 that will 
actually bear rule over the succeeding twenty 
years until March, 1961, when they will again 
meet, at that time in 26° Capricorn. The 
present conjunction bears rule until the Feb- 


’ ruary conjunction of next year succeeds it in 


time and space. 

The present synod of the trinocrators but 
confirms some of the outstanding proposals 
discerned in the Mutation Conjunction Fig- 
ures of 1842, 1861, 1881, 1901 and 1921, which, 
but for lack of space, I would outline here. 
And in fact the roots of all these Jupiter- 
Saturn congresses may even be discerned in 
the epochal Figure of the Great Fire Muta- 
tion Conjunction of the two planets that took 
place on December 8, 1603 (8:14 A.M., G.MT., 
London), which still holds a sort of prece- 








dence over all future conjunctions of the 
trinocrators as regards this continent, be- 
cause under its hegemony the Pilgrim Fathers 
settled New England and so gave a first im- 
petus toward the eventual foundation of these 
states, “one and indivisible,” we hope forever. 

In all these Mutation Schemes, there is to 
be discerned the approaching final reorgani- 
zation of the entire American financial and 
economic system, ending with the introduc- 
tion of a form of technocracy! So, too, in 
this one the present economic system, and 
such ethics as accompany it are seen to be 
doomed to failure, to eventually be swept 
aside as unjust, unequal and incredibly anti- 
quated, and furthermore seen to be untenable 
in the future. Thus the people and the gov- 
ernment of the United States are foreseen as 
uniting to change the economic order in this 
country. 

The present synod of the trinocrators unites 
with those of 1901 and 1921 in proclaiming an 
improved economy in the future, thus making 
financial depressions and panics practically 
impossible of occurrence. As the present 
conjunction takes place in the Second House 
at Washington, though within orbs of a con- 
junction with the cusp of the Third, and 
squares both the Sun and Mars in the Sixth, 
it proposes considerable press and radio agi- 
tation toward stabilization of the currency 
and of business conditions in general, at the 
same time forecasting many and grievous 
labor troubles and disputes, while it proposes 
that certain violent elements in the country, 
with probable headquarters in the west, will 
not tarry in advocating the overthrow of the 
government, if that could be possible, which 
it isn’t, 

One of the most reassuring factors to be 
seen in the present Figure of Heaven for this 
conjunction is the eventual stabilization of our 
entire economic system—Jupiter and Saturn 
meeting in the fifteenth degree of Taurus, 
the Stabilizing Point of the Zodiac, together 
with the related positions and aspects of the 
other planets and the Part of Fortune—and 
the government’s immediate concern with the 
matter of Old Age Pensions. Further than 
this, it is proposed that, notwithstanding the 
increasingly bitter turmoil between capital 
and labor, which is even now upon us, our 
system of government, notwithstanding its 
many all too obvious faults and shortcomings, 
will not only endure but is bound to re- 
emerge, like the phoenix from its ashes, tri- 
umphant and rejuvenated, and will so endure 
for many years! 

That all this is NOT mere wishful think- 
ing even a superficial study of this Mutation 
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Conjunction Figure will amply demonstrate 
and with finality. 
At the moment of the conjunction at Wash- 


ington, D. C., the fourth degree of Pisces . 


rises, symbolizing a “linkage in activity of all 
community values and the free flow. of ideas 
toward consummation.” 

However, in its preliminary stages, this 
conjunction bodes no good either for the 
government or the President as, falling within 
the radical Twelfth House of the Great Horo- 
scope of the United States, it almost exactly 
squares the Midheaven thereof, while the Sun 
in the Conjunction Figure holds the Nadir of 
the U. S. Horoscope. Due to this, plus other 
supporting configurations in both maps, the 
following judgments are among the most im- 
portant to be derived, viz: (1) the immediate 
increased cost of living; (2) the government’s 
concern over the national finances despite 
its immense gold reserve; (3) the govern- 
ment’s eventual cooperation with business 
men in an effort to restore the popular confi- 
dence as fully as possible; (4) the continued 
and even considerably aggravated warring 
of the two great labor unions, the A.F.L. and 
the C.I.O., many and bitterly contested strikes 
and the changing labor conditions within the 
country; (5) the continued struggle between 
the government and organized labor and the 
determination of the government to control 
the excesses of both factions; (6) an increase 
of crime among the laboring classes of the 
population in particular; (7) the exceedingly 
precarious economic situation facing the gov- 
ernment even now; (8) the probable govern- 
mental administration of the railways and 
communications systems throughout the coun- 
try in the near future; (9) the probable in- 
troduction of some form of scrip currency 
in the not distant future; (10) the promulga- 
tion of a government crisis within one year 
from this date; (11) a drastic reorganization of 
the army, the navy and very probably of the 
civil service, too; (12) the birth of children 
endowed with a rare form of intuition, prob- 
ably among the first belonging to a new life- 
wave; (13) an aggravation of the popular ill 
health, of nervous and mental diseases in 
particular, and a notable reduction in private 
employment along with an increase of actual 
want throughout the country, the latter in 
contradistinction to the sudden increase in 
government employment via the various “al- 
phabet soup” projects. 

Here, in this Conjunction Figure, is actu- 
‘ally discerned for the first time the fact that 
either Mr. Roosevelt or a candidate backed 
by him will eventually succeed in walking off 
with the presidential election this coming 


Fall, though it certainly threatens to be a 
narrow squeeze! In view of the planetary 
configurations existing in Mr. Roosevelt’s 
Birth Figure, the great probability is that he 
himself will bid for a third term. A further 
confirmation of this is to be seen in the Libra 
Ingress Figure of September 22nd, thus can- 
celling the doubt expressed under the head- 
ing of the July 5th lunation. 

What will very probably be the first senti- 
ent manifestations of this congress of the 
trinocrators are due to materialize close to 
September 23rd, upon which date the con- 
junction itself will rise to the Washington 
Ascendant of the Conjunction Figure, in the 
meantime having been squared by Venus, 
their dispositor, while the Moon proceeds 
toward the square of Neptune, Ruler of the 
Ascendant, having just opposed the Mid- 
heaven from the Nadir. Thereafter it will 
seethe like a cauldron that, taken off the fire, 
is set to simmer at the back of the furnace. 

Lastly, though by no means least as re- 
gards this country, the President’s foreign 
policy is to be vindicated and confirmed by 
this synod of the two heaviest planets of our 
system, this conjunction taking place within 
the close embrace of his radical Neptune and 
Jupiter in the Ninth House of his Geniture! 
Indeed, it is this meeting of the trinocrators 
that is to set the final seal upon his life’s 
work as the thirty-second President of the 
United States, possibly the most cosmopolitan 
of them all and the reformer of the old 
order! 

As regards the extraneous repercussions of 
this remarkable conjunction of Jupiter and 
Saturn, it may well be accounted a still 
further Hitlerean affliction, seeing it takes 
place close over his angular Mars and Venus 
and but a little way past the square of his 
Tenth House Saturn. In fact, it is this very 
meeting of Jupiter and Saturn that may con- 
fidently be looked to write finish to his vio- 
lent career. This is the final blow of the 
anvil chorus that, beginning in 1938, has never 
ceased to hasten this man’s final accounting. 
True, the earlier planetary afflictions of the 
current year may, one or the other, have 
been sufficient to terminate his life and 
career before this time. But just in case 
they haven’t, the present conjunction may 
most confidently be expected to do just that. 
And so for Germany’s Fuehrer this synod of 
the trinocrators carries a definite suicide 
complex, a brain storm, madness, and, in any 
case, a violent removal from this mundane 
sphere. 

In Germany, definitive changes and a revo- 
lution within a revolution are evidenced. 
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This conjunction takes place imniediately 
over Stalin’s radical Mars and closely opposed 
his Midheaven degree, in view of which, and 
considering other supporting afflictions both 
in his Progressed Scheme as also in this 
Conjunction Figure, its. tendency is bound to 
be exerted towards stimulating the Russian 
dictator to further acts of violence in con- 
cert with lying propaganda to offset an at- 
tempt upon his life and regime. Certainly 
this conjunction proposes much trouble for 
Russia through secret plots and foreign wars. 

Parenthetically, I may remark that during 
1939 all of the expert astrological forecasts 
regarding both Hitler and Stalin and their 
reaction to planetary influence were in the 
main precisely verified. Moreover, those of 
this year will also fall out in a no less cer- 
tain manner. 

As a direct result of this conjunction of 
the trinocrators, an attempt is most certain 
to be made upon the personal sovereignty of 
the King of Italy, Victor Emmanuel III, and 
most likely upon his life as well. Thus what 
was previously noted under the heading of 
the Mars-Uranus conjunction of March 16th 
last is still further reenforced by the present 
planetary congress. Considering the close 
aspects made by this meeting of Jupiter and 
Saturn in relation to the Pope’s Geniture, it 
is proposed that His Holiness will side with 
the Royal Family to the eventual detriment 
of his own fortunes and those of the great 
Church he represents. — 

To the aging Queen of Holland, this con- 
junction proposes ill health, besides financial 


troubles to her kingdom, wherein a gradual _ 
reorganization of the economic conditions of — 
the country are even now taking place. 

Just as when, towards the end of Novem- 
ber, 1939, the planet Uranus made its second 
conjunction, this time by retrograde motion, 
with the geographical meridian of Helsinki, 
Finland, with the resulting Russian raids 
upon that hapless city, so, too, when this 
August 7th Synod of Jupiter and Saturn 
takes place immediately over the geographi- 
cal meridians, first of Rome, Copenhagen and 
Tripoli and latterly over those of Berlin and 
Trieste, one may look forward to two or 
more of these centers predominantly figur- 
ing in the news of the day, especially since 
Uranus either just has or is just about to 
square their Ascendants from the Tenth and 
is the Ruler of the Seventh House of each of 
them. 

Finally, under the hegemony of this so 
ponderous conjunction, the course of political 
events may be expected to rapidly unroll in 
the plains watered by the Brahmaputra and 
the Ganges, its distributing effects being 
bound to be felt there over a long period. 

In conclusion, it would surely not be amiss 
to remind those individuals whose Genitures 
display important planets close to the four- 
teenth degree of the four Fixed Signs to be 
on their guard against adversities during the 
ensuing year. Let them place their trust in 
Providence and keep their powder dry; a 
spirit of detachment plus a little timely con- 
sideration of the import of whatever they are 
about to do cannot fail to ward off their 
worst adversities.

SUN-MOON 


A: THE changeful Moon, within its four 
weekly phases, establishes contact with each 
planet in turn, it comes again to the con- 
junction of Venus and Mars just as the two 
planets begin to separate. This time, how- 
ever, it finds Venus beginning to retrograde; 
hence while Venus is stronger than usual it 
is unlikely to develop its better side. For- 
tunately, with the two planets moving in 
opposite directions the aspect passes quickly 
and by the 13th these planets will be out 
of orb. 


The Lunation of the month on June 5th, at 
8:05 P.M., E.S.T., in 15:10 Gemini, is strik- 
ingly free from complicating aspects to other 
transiting planets. The fact that it is more 
than 3° South of the Sun’s path further de- 
tracts from the strength of the Lunation. It 
finds Mercury, Venus and Mars occupying 
a First Solar House position—ahead of the 
Sun, and to them the Moon forms its first 
contacts after separating from its Lunation 
conjunction to the Sun. Also it finds Saturn 
and Jupiter rapidly forming an epochal con- 
junction which, at the moment, is an Eleventh 
House influence, infusing a note of serious 
purpose into group activities and personal 
relations with business~ friends.- It makes 
Uranus momentarily a Twelfth House in- 
fluence, suggesting that radical influences are 
quietly gathering force for future action. 
Neptune, now in the Fourth House, spells 
restlessness regarding home conditions. 


The Full Moon of June 19th, at 6:02 P.M., 
ES.T., in 28:28 Sagittarius, is also free from 
serious afflictions; and with Venus applying to 
a conjunction to the Sun, even though it is 
in retrograde, there should result some minor 
harvests from any good seed you may have 
planted by way of a daily good deed. The 
Sun-Venus conjunction is effective from the 
23rd to the 30th, and exact on the 26th at 
4:14 PM. 


MERCURY 


When Mercury, which crossed ahead of the 
Sun in May, crosses ahead of Venus on the 
12th, and Mars on the 16th, Venus and Mars

will already have separated from their con- 
junction of the 6th. Mercury, separating 
from a sextile to Saturn, exact on the 10th, 
and applying to a conjunction with Venus, 
retrograde, will likely expend itself in so- 
ciability rather than in artistic fecundity. The 
Mars conjunction which follows is more seri- 
ous, for Mercury is coming to a stationary 
point from which it will shortly retrograde, 
bringing this sharp-tongued aggressor under 
effective stimulation for a spell of nearly six 
weeks—from June 9th to July 17th. Its two 
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strongest points are 19° Cancer on the 16th, 
when the aspect becomes exact at 9:53 P.M.; 
and 5° Leo, where Mercury will become sta- 
tionary on July 8th. On the 19th, Mercury 
stands midway between the Uranus-Neptune 
trine, sextiling both, and gathering consider- 
able impulse from this powerful and con- 
structive configuration. Mercury in Cancer, 
from the 5th to the 27th, is curious, but gen- 
erally tactful, with somewhat of a weakness 
for praise. In Leo, it is the autocrat of the 
breakfast table—or of almost any other round 
table discussion; and is generally premature 
in arriving at decisions. 


VENUS 


In Cancer all the month of June, Venus 
retrogrades from its conjunction with Mars 
on the day following the Lunation; and at 
the conjunction with the Sun on the 26th, 
previously mentioned, it passes behind the 
Sun, into the Twelfth Solar House relation- 
ship which it will continue to occupy until 
April, 1941. Also it passes to South Latitude 
on the 15th, which contributes a certain added 
measure of passivity to its Twelfth House 
character. Yet in Cancer, Venus makes a 
strong demand for love and affection, and 
gives sometimes more than it receives in re. 
turn. This will be intensified by the sextile 
to Saturn on the 16th, followed by and com- 
bined with the sextile to Jupiter on the 22nd. 
This shows the nearness of the prolonged 
Jupiter-Saturn conjunction which comes 
within orbs this month, introducing a note 
of serious purpose into everything it touches, 
whereby even a sextile from Venus fails to 
evidence strictly Venusian qualities. Also 
the three aspects will be within orbs through- 
out the entire month. 


MARS 


In direct motion all month, Mars advances 
from 9°16’ to 27°49’ Cancer. In addition to 
the Mercury and Venus contacts, previously 
mentioned, it sextiles Neptune on the 21st 
and Uranus on the 24th, adding a somewhat 
militant note to the constructive trine be- 
tween Uranus and Neptune, which is one of 
the outstanding configurations of the year. 
It will be effective from the 11th to the end 
of the month. Also on the 16th Mars will 
transit 23°25’ Cancer, the point at which oc- 
curred the Lunation of July 16, 1939, bringing 
an echo of conditions instigated by that New 
Moon. 


JUPITER 


During the month, Jupiter advanced from 
3°29’ to 9°12’ Taurus, an are which it will 
traverse twice more; in retrograde during 
November, and in re-direct motion in Janu- 
ary 1941. However, it is already within orbs 
of a conjunction to Saturn, from which it will 
not be free until next April. If peace is not 
restored by the time this powerful and serious 
influence makes itself felt, it is hardly to be 
expected that it can be contrived for a long 
time: not until Jupiter has gotten free from 
Saturn, and Saturn has gotten free from 
Uranus—which will be in 1943. 


SATURN 


During June, Saturn advances through 3 
degrees: from 8°59’ to 12°04’ Taurus. Those 
who have birth planets in any of these de- 
grees will experience three successive visita- 
tions, since they are within the arc that will 
be covered by a retrograde from October 26th 
to December 5th, and a re-direct transit from 
February 14th to March 20th, 1941. Also, it 
must be noted that during this entire period 
Saturn as a transitory influence will be en- 
tirely unlike its normal self—because of the 
prolonged conjunction with Jupiter, previ- 
ously mentioned. Even as the month closes, 
the two planets are so within orbs that Sa- 
turn will but duplicate all of the contacts 
that Jupiter makes. 


URANUS _ 


During June, Uranus will also traverse 
new territory, making a first contact with 
sensitive degrees within or in aspect to the 
arc from 23°05’ to 24°38’ Taurus, which it 
will again cover by retrograde in November, 
and by re-direct motion in April, 1941. It is 
temporarily separating from the trine to 
Neptune, but not far, and not for long. It 
is safe to consider this ponderous and con- 
structive influence as effective continuously 
from February 9, 1940 to May 22, 1943, since 
during all that time these planets will have 
made seven exact conjunctions, yet will not 
have separated to the extent of 5 degrees. 


NEPTUNE 


From a stationary point at 22°44’ Virgo, 
Neptune advances in June by re-direct mo- 
tion, to 22°55’ Virgo, a net motion of 1] min- 
utes of arc or less than a fifth of a degree. 
Considering this slow rate of travel, the Nep- 
tune influence should be exceedingly potent, 
especially to those who have planets at or 
aspecting this point. Furthermore, it is the

Correspondence 


Your letters to this department are always 
welcome. I shall attempt to answer more 
of them in each of the future articles, as our 
Editor has given me the necessary space. 

The following letter is from Barrington, 
Illinois, from a new gardener who wishes 
to experiment by planting one garden at the 
favorable times and another at the unfavor- 
able times, 


Dear Mr, Hook:— 


For some time J have been interested in 
various articles published by you regarding 
the different phases of planting with regards 
to flowers, fruits and vegetables. 

If we are able to formulate some definite 
plan, I am hopeful of obtaining a tract of 
land near Barrington so that some of the 
ideas expressed in your writings may be car- 
ried out and, tested. 

It is for this reason that we would like 
to obtain some specific information from one 
who has been an expert'in this field so that 
the experiments may be carried out to pre- 
vent miscalculation. 


Just how does one start a project of this 
kind and what would be the most advan- 
tageous procedure to obtain information 
along this line which will give us some defi- 
nite instruction on just what and when to 
plant to obtain two different crop yields, one 
favorable and the other unfavorable? 

I will sincerely appreciate any information 
you may be able to give us, as we would like 
to have our plans under way by the begin- 
ning of the planting season of 1940. 

F. A. L. 


The first rule in lunar planting is, never 
plant when the soil is so dry that the seed 
cannot absorb earthly moisture at the time 
of planting. Another rule to follow is, do not 
plant in soil too cold to start the germination 
of the seed. 

If you plant merely in a proper Phase and 
Sign of the Moon and the above conditions are 
against this planting, you have failed in this 
planting, as germination would not start on 
the day of planting. 


Explanation of Planting Signs 


There are six signs in which we plant. The 
most favorable are the three watery signs, 
namely Cancer, Scorpio and Pisces. 

The fair signs for planting are Taurus, an 
earthy sign; Capricorn, another earthy sign; 
and Libra, an airy sign. 

Many planting tests have proven that the 
water signs of Cancer, Scorpio and Pisces are 
the most fruitful. 
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Tests made in Taurus, Capricorn and Libra 
do not produce the yields of the water signs. 
However, Libra is good for flowers, cereals, 
hay or grain. Many plantings made in Sagit- 
tarius, Aquarius and Aries have produced only 
fair crops, and seeds from these plants had 
very poor germination tests. 

Many plantings made in Gemini, Leo and 
Virgo had very poor productions. Drought 
and insects seemed to destroy these plantings. 

Now if we wish to plant two gardens, one 
at a favorable, the other at an unfavorable 
time, use the published planting dates for the 
former; then plant the other garden on the 
dates listed under “Garden and Farm Work.” 
These dates are in the barren sign list. 

The fire signs, after the Full Moon and in 
the last quarter, will be found the most unfa- 
vorable for planting, but are the best times 
in which to destroy weeds or deaden trees. 

Another good way to discourage a good crop 
is to plant vegetables on the increase of the 
Moon which should be planted at the decrease 
of the Moon; also those plants that should be 
planted at the decrease of Moon, plant at the 
increase. 

This magazine publishes a complete “Ephem- 
eris and Aspectarian” from which all time data 
used in this article are taken. It also gives 
you the time the Moon occupies each ‘sign, also 
the time and date of each Moon Phase change. 
This Ephemeris can be purchased from AMER- 
ICAN ASTROLOGY MAGAZINE for 25c, and when 
used by the experimenter will allow him to 
make his plans for correct and incorrect plant- 
ings months before my articles appear in this 
magazine. 

However, you must learn what the signs 
are and keep in mind that the increase of Moon 
{New Moon and First Quarter) is for all crops 
’ that produce their yield above the soil, and 
Full Moon and Last Quarter, or the decrease 
of the Moon, are for all crops that produce 
their yield in the soil. A better explanation 
is given under “Planting Dates.” 


Planting Dates 


‘For the benefit of our new readers, we re- 
peat that crops that produce their yield above 
the soil and grow from seed with a root for- 
mation, similar to beans, peas, lettuce, corn, 
oats, sweet peas and marigolds, should be 
planted when the Moon is new or in the first 
quarter, 

Crops that produce their yield in the soil 
are similar to and grow from a bulb forma- 









tion, such as potato, beet, carrot, turnip and 
gladiolus, and should be planted when the 
Moon is full and in last quarter. Plant in 
last quarter only if necessary, as it is not con- 
sidered the best time for planting. 

The time given is “Eastern Standard Time.” 

Last quarter, when the Moon is in Taurus, 
at 5:43 A.M. June 2nd, all day June 3rd and 
up to 3:49 P.M. June 4th, a fair time to plant. 

Following the New Moon, when the Moon 
is in Cancer, all day June 7th and 8th: a good 
time to plant. 

First quarter, when the Moon is in Libra, 
June 13th at 10:44 A.M., all day June 14th, 
and up to 1:32 P.M. June 15th: a good time 
to plant flowers and a fair time to plant vege- 
tables. 

First quarter, when the Moon is in Scorpio, 
June 15th at 1:32 P.M., all day June 16th and 
up to 4:43 P.M. June 17th: a good time to 
plant. 

Following the Full Moon, when the Moon 
is in Capricorn, all day June 20th and 2lst: a 
fair time to plant. 

Following the Full Moon, when the Moon 
is in Pisces, June 24th at 12:55 P.M., all day 
June 25th and 26th: a good time to plant. 

Last quarter, when the Moon is in Taurus, 
after 1:52 P.M. June 29th and all day June 
30th: a fair time to plant. 


Garden and Farm Work 


For work such as plowing, spading, culti- 
vating, harrowing, hoeing and raking, or get- 
ting the soil in shape for planting or destroy- 
ing insects and plant diseases by spraying, use 
the following days: June Ist, 5th, 6th, 9th, 10th, 
llth, 12th, 18th, 19th, 22nd, 23rd, 27th and 
28th. 

The above dates are adverse for planting 
and the experimenter who wishes to plant two 
gardens for comparison, should use the “Garden 
and Farm Work” days for the poor garden 
The signs Leo, Virgo and Gemini are very 
poor signs in which to plant. 


Grass Seeding 


Unless you have sufficient rain in your lo 
cality, do not:attempt grass seeding at this time 
of the year. The best days are June 7th and 
8th, after 10:44 A.M. June 13th, all day June 
14th, 15th, 16th, and up to 4:34 P.M. June 17th. 


Laying Sod 


Sod also requires sufficient rain, or soak- well 
with garden hose. The best days are after 
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12:55 P.M. June 24th, and all day June 25th 
and 26th. A good period is June 20th and 2lst. 
A fair period is June 2nd, 3rd, 7th, 8th, 14th, 
15th, 16th, 17th and 30th. 


Slipping Plants 


Slipping plants should be done at the time 
of the New Moon and during the first quarter. 
Use the following days: June 7th, 8th, 14th, 
15th, 16th, and 17th up to 4:34 P.M. 


Root Separation and Bulb Planting 


The fair days for this task are: June 2nd, 
3rd, and 4th up to 3:49 P.M.; June 20th, 21st 
and 30th.

The following letter was received from 
Bridgeville, Pa.:

for race or show stock, 
is to pick those born or hatched on auspicious 
days. 

The good aspects of June 8th last up to 
5:00 P.M. During that time the Moon is on 
the increase and in the sign of Cancer, a fruit- 
ful sign. A good Moon, Uranus and Neptune 
aspect is found on this day, which speaks well 
for births before 5:00 P.M. on June 8th. Here 
will be found the prize winners, fast horses 
and pigeons. 

But when we look over the aspects of June 
9th, we find they are quite different. The ad- 
verse aspects of the Moon, Jupiter and Saturn 
could not be considered a favorable time for 
births of winners. 

The old saying, “As above, so below,” seems 
to hold quite true. 

In answering questions of this nature, it was 
necessary that we diverge from our beaten path 
of considering the Moon or Lunar positions 
alone, and include planetary positions in the 
above writing. 
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In a recent issue of the Roanoke Times, the 
following was called to my attention: 

“Fishermen of South Africa report that the 
‘Solunar’ theory, brought from America, that 
fish bite best when the Sun and Moon are in 
particular conjunction, has proven correct 
there.” 

Conjunction of the Moon and Sun occur at 
the time we have our New Moon. From 6 to 
8 days before the New Moon, until 6 to 8 days 
after the New Moon, fishing has proven to be 
the most favorable by scientific research, but 
many fishing calendars do not recognize this 
fact. 


Slaughter Animals for Food 


For meat of better flavor, tenderness and 
of better keeping qualities, kill on the follow- 
ing days: After 12:55 P.M. June 24th, and all 
day June 25th and 26th. 


Can Vegetables, Fruit or Meat 


For color and keeping qualities, this work 
should be done on the following days: After 
12:55 P.M. June 24th, and all day June 25th 
and 26th. 

Due to the position of signs and phases this 
month we are limited to days for slaughtering 
and canning, but the above dates are the best. 


Preserves, Jellies and Pickles 


For firmness and color, the best days for 
this task are: June 2nd, 3rd, and 4th up to 
3:49 P.M., June 24th after 12:55 P.M., all day 
June 25th and 26th, also after 1:52 P.M. June 
29th and all day June 30th. 

When putting up pickles do not press fruit 
or vegetable too tightly in the container or jar. 
This will insure a much firmer and better 
looking pickle when removed from the con- 
tainers. 


Seeding for Hay, Grain and Cereals 


The best times this month are: June 7th, 
8th, after 10:44 A.M. June 13th, all day June 
14th, 15th, 16th, and up to 4:34 P.M. June 
17th. 


Harvesting Crops 


Root crops should be harvested June Ist; 
also after 1:13 P.M. June 27th, all day June 
28th, and up to 1:52 P.M. June 29th. 

Harvest grain for seed and storage June 4th, 
5th, 22nd, 23rd, and up to 12:55 P.M. June 
24th. Also harvest grain for storage June Ist, 
27th, 28th, and up to 1:52 P.M. June 29th. 


Hay may be harvested on all the above 
dates. 


Fertilizers 


Many of us gardeners must use commercial 
fertilizers, due to the fact that we cannot get 
animal fertilizers. Some of us have been fooled 
as to just what these fertilizers are and have 
been using a low grade fertilizer because it 
was inexpensive. 

The markings 4-8-4 on a bag of fertilizer 
would indicate 4 units of nitrogen, 8 units of 
phosphoric acid and 4 units of potash, or a 
16-unit fertilizer. 

Now if you wished to mix up your own 
16-unit fertilizer, you would proceed as fol- 
lows: Use 4 quarts of nitrogen, 8 quarts of 
phosphoric acid, and 4 quarts of potash. You 
have a 16-unit fertilizer after mixing these 
three well. 

Very few gardeners mix their own fertilizers, 
as it has been rather a mystery to them just 
what all these figures stood for. 

Now we will return to our 4-8-4 commercial 
fertilizer, and by stepping up to a higher plant 
food grade, from the 14 to 17 units of plant 
food to a 17 to 21 unit, we can save ourselves 
some money and have much better fertilized 
crops and use less fertilizer. 

It costs about $10.00 a ton for labor, for 
mixing, bagging and distribution of low grade 
fertilizer, while the high grade costs no more 
for the same operations. These figures do not 
include the cost of materials used in making 
the fertilizer. 

Four tons of high grade plant food fertilizer 
would cost about $115.00, while it would take 
five tons of low grade plant food fertilizer to 
do the same work at a cost of about $126.00, 
with the additional trouble of handling one ton 
more of material. 

The 4-8-4 fertilizer is a 16-unit fertilizer, 
and 5-10-5 fertilizer is a 20-unit fertilizer. 
Both of these fertilizers are recommended for 
corn and cotton, but it takes one more ton of 
4-8-4 for the same plant food value. 

For the gardener who does not know how 
to work out his unit proportion, I hope the 
following example will be helpful. Here is 
how it is done.

ANSWER: This present year brings your 
progressed Sun to a conjunction with your 
progressed Uranus in Scorpio, and your pro- 
gressed Mercury to your Saturn, also in Scor- 
pio.

ANSWER: We would not consider this a 
favorable year for you to make a decision in 
regard to marriage.

General Indications 


Pluto sounds the keynote for the month 
of June as it makes the last aspect in its 
Cycle chart for the year. The element of 
coercion will be outstanding in the events, 
especially where the rulers of countries and 
the heads of organizations are involved. 
Group activity always can be expected from 
the stimulations of Pluto. 

At the beginning of the month we also 
shall feel the effect of Jupiter square Pluto 
in the Jupiter Cycle. Thus the first week 
of June especially points to the application 
of pressure to obtain commercial advantages, 
and will bring news of Dictators, labor lead- 
ers or other heads of pressure groups.

tion, economy, loss and lower prices. The 
New Moon Cycle for June 6th has the Luna- 
tion in the house of finance for most Euro- 
pean countries. We ican therefore expect the 
discord to express more freely in these re- 
gions. As the Lunation is closely semi- 
square Pluto and square Neptune, there is 
indicated a most unhealthy financial practice 
based on forced control and compulsory in- 
flation. 


War in Europe 


The war in Europe will bring many ru- 
mors of attempts to reach a peaceful settle- 
ment.

This will coincide with startling changes in 
Europe and no doubt will bring America 
perilously near to war. The radical elements 
of society will stir up a great amount of 
strife, taking advantage of every opportunity 
to add to the general confusion. 

Following the New Moon Cycle of June 
6th, the greatest harmony is shown by the 
trine of Uranus to Neptune. This favors 
occult study and the delving into the secrets 
of nature, and no doubt Astrology will con- 
tinue to’ gain favorable publicity. This trine 
of upper-octave planets from earthy - signs, 
augmented by the conjunction of Jupiter and 
Saturn: in Taurus, will give unusual impetus 
to the invention of practical and labor saving 
devices. 

Jupiter and Saturn in conjunction make 
the square to Pluto, remaining in this close 
configuration throughout the summer months. 
This peculiar trend of the two business 
planets offers a somewhat evil omen of the 
oppressive burdens that await in the near 
future. The more specific meaning will mani- 
fest in August when the Lunation is with 
Jupiter and Saturn. But we may be sure 
that even now there will begin to appear 
news of heavy restrictions and compulsory 
methods applied to big business. 

Early in the month the greatest action is 
shown for June 2nd. For the period as a 
whole there is a cumulation of planetary 
releases around the 16th and 22nd, which 
“will bring the most outstanding events of 
the month. 


United States 


The prominence of Pluto at this time will 
be of particular significance in the United 
States, as our Ingress figure for Washing- 
ton has Pluto directly on the Ascendant. 
As Pluto is in aspect with the planet having 
rulership over those in authority (Sun), we 
shall see an attempt made to push us still 
closer to an absolute dictatorship under one 
pretext or another. Both the Mars and Saturn 
Cycles stress the importance of big business 
and politics in the events for this period, 
the jockeying for political prestige weighing 
far heavier than the needs of the people. 

In the Saturn Cyle the conjunction with 
Uranus occurs in our house of relief, promis- 
ing unusual attention focussed on the matter 
of adequate charity and work-relief. As 
Saturn rules labor in general this will bring 





new schemes for thé assistance of the unem- 
ployed. And disruptive Uranus will give an 
exposé of impractical methods now being 
attempted. 


New Moon Cycle 


The first week of June brings us under 
a New Moon Cycle with Mars in close con- 
junction with the Ascendant. The Ameri- 
can people are given a world of initiative, but 
there also is an inclination to be quarrelsome 
with other countries. No doubt a clash with 
some other power will occur while this 
Lunation is in effect, as the public will de- 
mand an explanation of any trespass on the 
rights of Americans. 

The New Moon Cycle of June 5th for 
Washington has the Lunation in the house 
of labor (6th), accentuating the trend of the 
heavier Cycles to bring important labor news 
at this time. There is evidence of a climax 
in the difference of opinions held by groups 
of workers, the dispute easily leading to a 
violent clash. We may be sure that the labor 
organizations are destined to play a major 
role in the events for the next few months. 

Under this month’s planetary release, with 
Neptune in the house of long voyages (9th) 
in square to the Lunation, American ships 
are in danger of being sunk by the belliger- 
ents. No doubt our foreign trade will be 
seriously disrupted. Air travel will prove 
extremely hazardous while this stimulus is 
present, and the loss of some of our large 
passenger planes is to be feared. 

The afflictions to travel are outstanding 
in the U. S. throughout June. Not only is 
afflicted Neptune in the Ninth House, but it 
rules the Third; and Neptune forms a 
malignant T-square with the Lunation and 
the Ascendant. Here we have the people as 
a whole affected, while army flyers will meet 
many obstacles under this influence. 

Pleasures and amusements, including the 
movies, are well aspected at this time. New 
and better methods of production will be put 
into practice under the stimulation of Uranus 
in trine to Neptune. Box office receipts 
should show a relative increase. The mo- 
tion picture industry will furnish many head- 
lines for the month, especially in relation to 
an exposure of radical movements by various 
groups in this line of work. 

Foreign relations are unusually promi- 
nent, as Mercury, Mars and Venus are in 
the Seventh house. Here we have shown 
controversies and bickering over the action 
of other countries. As a whole the planetary 


influence shows merely verbal exchanges of 
hostilities. 


The Administration will center 
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much of its efforts on plugging forcefully 
for a settlement of European difficulties, and 
through the wide publicity so gained will 
tend to keep the public here from thinking 
about the difficulties at home. The ruler of 
the Administration is in the Seventh, in close 
conjunction with Mars. But it is quite im- 
probable that efforts exerted just now will 
help either Europe or America as the ruler 
is Retrograde and square the Mid-Heaven. 

With Pluto in the Eighth, semi-square the 
Lunation, we shall have friction over taxes 
and the appropriation of money for increas- 
ing the armed forces of our country. Some 
new effort will be made to increase the Navy. 
The health of the people is an important fac- 
tor this month, there being danger of poison 
through improperly prepared foods which 
will affect many people. With the emphasis 
on the Navy, special care should be used to 
avert an epidemic of ptomaine. 

The two business planets are in the house 
of the farmer, showing that the politicians 
will have the farm problem dumped square: 
ly in their laps. New demands for govern- 
mental assistance will be made by strongly 
organized farm groups, and with an election 
in the offing such demands will be listened 
to very carefully. A practical approach to 
the whole problem can be made under the 
present energy release. An opportunity will 
be presented to unload some of the huge 
surplus of grain under Jupiter sextile Mer- 
cury in the Seventh. 

The most active period of the month will 
be around June 22nd, at which time it would 
be advisable to stay out of boats and aircraft. 


Canada 


Mars rising at the first of the month gives 
promise of intensified mobilization and a 
general concentration on necessary war mea- 
sures. The New Moon Cycle of June 5th 
is in the house of the army (6th), afflicting 
Neptune in the Ninth and semi-square Pluto 
in the house of death. Every precaution 
should be taken to prevent the loss of troop 
ships. Foreign affairs continue to hold the 
center of attention, with three planets in the 
Seventh House. Jupiter ruling the First 
House offers protection to the people as a 
whole, and the rural districts should be 
blessed with weather favoring crops. 


Europe 


_The first week of June shows a continua- 
tion of the drastic activity of the previous 
month. The rest of the month indicates a 
breathing spell while the belligerents take 


stock of their loss and gain. Chief news 
during this period will revolve around the 
change in fighting from well defendéd lines 
in central Europe to the region of Caucasia 
and the Caspian Sea area. 


Great Britain 


Great Britain faces an extreme change in 
policy early in the month. The month of 
May and the first of June will prove rather 
unlucky for the English, The New Moon 
Cycle of June 6th threatens England with 
the loss of colonies, or at least serious con- 
troversy over them. The restlessness of In- 
dia will be a constant worry. British armed 
forces face a difficult time as there is indi- 
cation that gas will bring a new hazard. 

The grouping of planets in the Fourth 
(homes of the people) may mean that the 
conflict will be brought closer home just 
now. Travel here also is unusually danger- 
ous, the Lunation in the Third in square to 
Neptune promising air disasters. Communi- 
cations are severely afflicted, leading to wild 
confusion. Greatest harmony is an unex- 
pected financial move which will assist 
greatly in supplying the needed war supplies. 


Germany 


Germany has a peculiar configuration for 
June. The New Moon Cycle places Jupiter 
directly on the Ascendant, offering definite 
protection for the people. The Lunation in 
the house of finances indicates a disturbing 
financial condition. Other countries will take 
drastic steps to destroy Germany while this 
planetary release is present, but Germany 
appears to be spending her strength solely 
in stubborn resistance. The loss or impair- 
ment of resources is shown by the Fourth 
House afflictions. Neptune in the house of 
food in square to the Lunation will bring 
much worry over supplies. 


Russia 


Russia has Mars directly on the Mid-

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Moon Cycle of June 6th indicates an inter- 
nal ferment which may be the early stage 
of another purge. Secret enemies will be 
able to disrupt Russia’s plans. Most of the 
energy will be spent on internal affairs, with 
not so much action where contacts with other 
powers are concerned. 


Italy 





Italy will be able to consummate a very 
favorable commercial agreement under this 
New Moon Cycle, materially adding to the 
resources of the new Roman Empire. While 
not as active a month as the preceding one, 
nevertheless Italy will continue to take an 
aggressive part in world affairs. The finances 
of the people will respond to the .con- 
fusing influence of Neptune, but as a whole 
this is quite a favorable period for Italy. 

The Scandinavian countries have very ac- 
tive charts at this time. The first of the 
month brings the violent destruction shown 
by afflicted Mars, followed by the unusual 
activity presaged by the Lunation in the First 
House. Finland has the Lunation closely 
conjunction the Ascendant, bringing the ut- 
most confusion from the square of Neptune. 
New loss of territory is indicated for June. 


India 


To India is brought a continued restless- 
ness and an increase in the talk of freedom. 
Some tentative action may be taken, but we 
still do not have a good vigorous rebellion 
chart. Considering the Ingress chart it is 
doubtful if India will gain in a marked way 
during this year. However, right now is a 
good time for her to make an effort, even 
though it be but bluff. 


Far East 





China takes a great amount of punish- 
ment this month. The Jupiter-Saturn con- 








junction in the Mid-Heaven is in close 
square to Pluto and. the Ascendant, bringing 
drastic obstacles to the people. Transporta- 
tion will be even more seriously crippled as 
nearly all supplies and trade will be stopped. 
The people will continue to offer strong re- 
sistance to their oppressors under the stimu- 
lus of direct-acting Pluto. 

Japan starts the month with afflicted Mars 
in the house of open enemies (7th). No 
doubt the internal chaos will have reached 
the point where open dissatisfaction will be 
voiced by the people. Following the New 
Moon Cycle of June 6th many headlines will 
be made over the startling announcements 
by the government. Dynamic Uranus is di- 
rectly on the Mid-Heaven, with the Lunation 
also in the Tenth House. In some way the 
changes will concern a financial measure in 
an attempt to bolster up the desperate finan- 
cial condition of the country.

= Diagnosis and Stellar Healing are 
based upon the interaction between the in- 
ner-plane world and the outer-plane. world. 

The inner-plane world is the region of the 
unconscious mind, of thought processes and 
of astrological influences. The outer-plane 
world embraces the whole of physical exis- 
tence. 

Man while on earth does not occupy one 
of these two realms to the exclusion of the 
other. Instead, there is a continuous im- 
pact from his inner-plane environment, and 
a continuous impact from his outer-plane 
environment. The impacts from the inner- 
plane environment, such as from planetary 
forces and his own thoughts, influence his 
actions and are influential in attracting cor- 
responding physical events and conditions. 
And the impacts from the physical events 
and conditions thus attracted in turn influ- 
ence his thoughts, and through altering the 
composition of his unconscious mind and 
character, influence the specific manner in 
which he will react to future planetary vi- 
brations. 

Now the physical body is composed of a 
wide number of material compounds ar- 
ranged as a functioning organic whole. And 
when this material organic whole does not 
function correctly,, due to lack of proper 
compounds, due to lack of proper co-opera- 
tion between the organs, due to invasion by 
bacterial enemies, due to injury, or due to 
other things, it is said to be at dis-ease. Nor 
is it likely that the dis-ease will vanish and 
be replaced by health until deficient physi- 
cal compounds have been supplied, the co- 
operation between organs has been reestab- 
lished, the bacterial enemies ousted, the 
injury repaired, or whatever the physical dif- 
ficulty is has properly been remedied. 

The material conditions which contribute 
to the physical disease, as astrology and 
ample observation prove, are attracted by 
the inner-plane condition of the individual 
at the time. That is, definite birth-relations 
between the planets predispose the individual | 
to certain types of thinking, which in turn 
predispose him to certain diseases, Pro- 
gressed aspects to these planets stimulate the 
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indicated type of thinking, which in turn 
tends to atfract the physical environmental 
conditions under which the indicated disease 
can develop. 

The disease actually develops, however, 
only when the physical conditions do not 
offer too powerful resistance to such devel- 
opment. When the physical conditions offer 
great facilities for its development, it will 
not thus develop unless the thought-trends, 
including those of the unconscious mind, also 
are such as favor it. These are indicated by 
the presence of the progressed aspects which 
constitute the constants for the disease. But 
with physical environment so favorable, and 
thus offering little resistance to the disease, 
a much weaker characteristic trend of think- 
ing, as indicated by a weaker progressed as- 
pect, is required to cause the disease to 
manifest. 


Basis for Diagnosis 


Stellar Diagnosis is based upon a study 
of a great number of birth-charts of indi- 
viduals who have had a given disease, and. 
of the progressed aspects which were oper- 
ative at the time the disease developed. The 
Church of Light has thus investigated thou- 
sands of charts and determined, although in 
some cases only tentatively, the birth-chart 
constants of all the more common diseases, 
and the type of mental attitude thus indi- 
cated. It has also thus investigated the pro- 
gressed aspects in these charts at the time 
the diseases actually developed, and to the 
extent feasible, the type of thinking which 
was stimulated by the progressed aspects and 
which, by the action upon the bodily chem- 
istry through the glands, and through $at- 
tracting other physical environment condi- 
tions favorable to the disease, contributed to 
the illness. 

Stellar Healing in a more limited sense is a 
term denoting the use of planetary vibrations 
which pass through the electromagnetic ener- 
gies of the healer to the patient. But in its 
broader application it includes also the use of 
mental antidotes and any type of physical 
remedy which will assist the physical organ- 
ism to regain its health. 
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constants of a given disease indicate the 
habitual mental attitude and thought proc- 
esses which tend to attract the disease. It is 
obvious, therefore, that one step in the heal- 
ing process is to reorganize the mental atti- 
tude and develop trends of thought which 
will annul those which tend to manifest in 
the particular illness. The healer through 
his own mental power may assist the patient 
in this; but to insure the disease will not 
return, the patient also should apply these 
mental antidotes. 

To be effective in healing, however, these 
thoughts which constitute the mental anti- 
dotes must use things which are physical. 
And if the material things needed for the 
proper physical readjustment are at their 
ready disposal, it requires less thought energy 
to bring about the desired change. What 
inner-plane energies, such as thoughts and 
planetary vibrations, can accomplish on the 
physical plane depends upon their power in 
relation to the resistance offered them at the 
time by environment. If a man who knows 
nothing of surgery breaks his leg while alone 
in the wilderness, it is unlikely any amount 
of thought power he can bring to bear will 
properly set that leg bone. But if he breaks 
his leg in a community where there is a 
good surgeon, environmental resistance to 
healing is low, and it places no great strain 
upon his thought powers to avoid being per- 
manently crippled. 

It is open to argument to what extent me- 
dicinal poisons are effective in combating in- 
fections and other diseases. But if a little 
iodine on a cut from a bit of glass in a dirt 
road where tetanus germs abound will pre- 
vent infection, the stellar healer is all for the 
use of that iodine. If the birth-chart of the 
individual thus injured has a prominent and 
heavily afflicted Mars, the stellar healer 
knows there is a predisposition to such infec- 
tion. And if, at the time, there is a progressed 
aspect to Mars in the birth-chart, he knows 
that the mental attitude recently has been 
such as readily to attract infection. But 
whether infection actually takes place, and 
if it does how seriously it will affect the indi- 
vidual, depends not alone on these Mars 
thoughts, but upon the facilities offered by 
environment for them to cauSe their char- 
acteristic physical discords. And iodine 
placed immediately on the wound usually 
offers a greater physical resistance than they 
can overcome, 

Thus also with all other methods of thera- 
peutics. The stellar healer favors anything 
that actually works to assist the body restore

health. And as in the instance just cited, 
the astrological constants often not only indi- 
cate the nature of the disease and its mental 
antidote, but also the therapeutic treatment 
which is most likely to facilitate recovery.

As I have mentioned Mars, let us consider 
another difficulty in which this planet is one 
of the constants. The chart used to illustrate 
it is that of a male born December 8, 1919, 
7:00 am., 105 W. 38 N. Pleurisy often is a 
symptom of tuberculosis or pneumonia. It 
may occur in acute rheumatism, in Bright’s 
disease, and in certain fevers. These diseases 
which may accompany it each have their own 
birth-chart and progressed constants; but the 
birth-chart constant for pleurisy itself has 
been found to be “afflictions in Gemini, or 
Mercury heavily afflicted.” 

This means that the thought-cells mapped 
in the birth-chart by Gemini are so dis- 
cordant that whenever the body becomes dis- 
eased a most likely region to be affected is 
that of the lungs and chest. Just what the 
nature of the disease is likely to be—pleurisy, 
bronchitis, pneumonia, tuberculosis—affecting 
the Gemini region must be determined from 
the specific constants of these diseases, The 
pleura is a smooth membrane lining the in- 
ner wall of the chest and covering the root 
of the lung. In the case we are considering, 
the heavy. affliction to Mercury is the T-

A little humor now and then is good for 
thé best of men. “The Animals in the Mar- 
ket Place” are given as cartoons of the prin- 
cipal attitudes of mind of people in the 
market. 

The traditional symbols of the bull and the 
bear in connection with stock exchanges in 
the world are legendary. They are borrowed 
from the Zodiac and for the same principal 
reason. The ancients sought to explain the 
signs of the Zodiac pictorially by the use of 
animals and other symbols. 


In the stock market the bull symbolizes 
those individuals who are always looking for 
the market to go up. They are the buyers 
as long as they have any money and often- 
times as long as they have any credit. They 
are right at least half the time because the 
trends are up half the time. 

The bear symbolizes individuals who are 
always expecting the market to go down. 
They are the ones who claim, “You never 
go broke taking a profit.” It is from this 
group of individuals that the short sellers are 
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recruited. The dyed-in-the-wool short seller 
believes that stocks are made to sell and not 
to buy. 

The pig symbolizes the fellow who tries 
to get the last point in the market. He will 
complain if he is unable to buy at the bottom 
and if he sells out and his stock goes any 
higher. He will worry more over the profits 
he did not get than he will appreciate the 
profits he did get. Some of these even go 
so far as to figure that they lost the difference 
between the price at which their stock was 
sold and the final top price in the whole 
move. 

The hare symbolizes the trader who will 
wait and watch the market go up, afraid to 
buy until it reaches the top, then “jumps” 
in with all his money and sometimes some- 
body else’s money. After he has discovered 
that he “jumped” too late, instead of selling 
and taking a small loss, he watches his stock 
go down until it reaches the bottom and is 
ready to go up again, then he “jumps” out of 
the market and takes the biggest loss possible. 


Short Selling 


aa the benefit of many readers who are 
not thoroughly conversant with selling stocks 
short, the following information is given. 

A standard method of trading in the stock 
market is to sell stocks “short.” By the 
terms “short” we mean that the person who 
takes such a position is “short” the stock 
temporarily because he sells the stock before 
he buys it. He must buy it at a later time 
so as to “cover” or deliver the stock which 
he has previously sold. In actual practice 
it simply means that through the use of his 
credit established at a brokerage house, his 
broker sells a lot of stock which he did not 
at that time own, but which the broker bor- 
rowed for him from someone else who had 
the stock to lend. This borrowed stock the 
broker delivered to the buyer. The true 
status of short selling is that a person sells 
stock which he has borrowed, and he must at 
a later- time buy the stock in at whatever 
price he is able to get it and thus pay back 
the stock. It is not quite true, as is often 
stated, that a person sells something “which 
he hasn’t got.” 

In ordinary business many examples may 
be found where merchandise or service is 
sold for future delivery, or merchandise may 
be borrowed. and sold and later ordered. The 
United States Government sells postage 
stamps “short.” That is, the Government 
sells the service of delivering the mail be- 
fore the delivery is made. Let us take a 












simple illustration. Suppose book store No. 
1 has a customer who wants to buy a certain 
book which is temporarily out of stock. The 
book store may have accommodation credit 
with another book store which enables him 
to tell the customer that he will get the book 
and have it delivered the next day. In the 
meantime he collects the cash for the book, 
or sells it “short.” Then he borrows the 
book and sends it to his customer. The next 
thing the book dealer does is to order the 
book from the publisher and return the book 
to the other book store. This in simple trade 
is parallel to “short” selling stock. 

From these illustrations you can see that 
it is just as legitimate both legally and moral- 
ly to take a short position as it is to take a 
long position. In either case, whatever might 
be criticized would be the motive for, or 


-method of doing it, rather than the thing 


itself, 

The principal reason for “short” selling is 
to take advantage of a decline in price. Short 
selling is done in anticipation of a decline in 
prices so as to take advantage of buying 
the stock at a lower figure. When the in- 
vestor sells a stock he is given credit for the 
price obtained. When the stock is bought to 
cover he is charged for the price paid. The 
difference is the investor’s profit or loss—a 
profit in case he is able to buy the stock for 
less than he sold it, but a loss in case he is 
forced to buy the stock for more than he 
sold it. 

Another use for the short sale is as a 
hedge. An investor may anticipate a loss on 
any property which he cannot conveniently 
liquidate at the time, but he can use this 
property to establish credit with a broker, 
and based upon this credit, may sell stock 
short. The profit made on this short sale 
will offset the loss taken on the other prop- 
erty. Under many circumstances, this is, of 
course, a “smart” thing to do. For illus- 
tration, a man might have.owned a home 
which was worth $12,000 in 1929. He natu- 
rally would: not want to sell his home, but 
he could have mortgaged the home and could 
have sold Radio Corporation stock short at 
over $500. At the bottom of the bear market 
of 1932 he could have bought this same stock 
for less than $30.00 a share. The profits made 
on this short sale could have been used to 
offset depreciation on his home. He could 
have paid off the mortgage and still have left 
sufficient profits to have supported a family 
of five during the six years of the depression. 
To do anything like this would be very risky 
for the uninformed person, but for the in- 
formed investor it is entirely practical and 
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feasible, legitimate, and an opportunity which 
comes with every major market cycle. 

It is a self-evident fact that the only way 
one can make money in a stock when it is 
going down in price is to sell it “short.” 
Therefore, it is mathematically safer to sell 
short than it is to buy long. This contention 
is further substantiated by the well-known 
fact that the average life of all corporations 
is only seven years. The average life of listed 
corporations is over twenty-two years. Again, 
it is mathematically safer to sell stocks short 
than to buy them. This reminds us of a 
saying of a well-informed investor: “Stocks 
are made to be sold—not to be bought.” 

During the life of a complete major mar- 
ket cycle, prices go down as far as they go 
up. Therefore, one who takes advantage of 
both the long and short sides of the market 
has an opportunity to make twice as much 
profit as the man who takes only the long 
side of the market. If he makes it a policy 
of reinvesting for profits on an accumulating 
basis, he may make three times as much. 
For example, let us assume that in a certain 
major bull market a man doubles his capital 
on the long side. Then during the major 
bear market he may use his profit, as well 
as the principal, to finance a short position 
and double the money again. Therefore, the 
double policy of short-selling and long-buy- 
ing gives three times the opportunity to make 
profits as the single policy of the long position. 

Stock market history shows us that the 
uninformed investor seldom if ever uses the 
short position. Most of the short selling is 
engaged in by those who are either profes- 
sional or well-informed on markets. Since 
this is true, the percentage of profits as 
compared with losses on the short side are 
much greater than on the long side. Ex- 
perienced traders prefer the short side be- 
cause the moves are faster and profit on 
money is made faster, since the time element 
is shortened. This time element is illus- 
trated by the fact that it took from 1921 to 
1929 for the market to rise to its peak, while 
it took only from 1929 to 1932 for it to reach 
bottom. In other words, it travelled about 
three times as fast on the down-side as it 
did on the up-side. 

Most of the critics of short selling are 
either uninformed about the subject or else 
they confuse short selling with pool manipu- 
lations, such as the old-fashioned bear raid 
on a stock. The Federal Securities Act of 
1934 makes pool operations illegal, but it 
does make legitimate short-selling legal. The 
law-making bodies of several countries have 
at different times passed laws against short- 









selling, but the natural consequences of an 
unbalanced market forced them to annul 
the laws. They learned that when there were 
no “shorts” in the market, no one was forced 
to buy as the market went down, so it kept 
declining. The man who takes a short posi- 
tion is forced to buy to cover his position, 
and sooner or later he will buy sufficient to 
stop the decline. The demand created by 
covering short sales is just as great as the 
demand created by buying to hold. 

One of the most valuable uses of the tech- 
nique of short selling is its application to 
buying. Before an investor buys a stock he 
should sell it mentally. This mental sale 
which he must anticipate making has all of 
the fundamental principles of a short sale. 
If he can assure himself of this opportunity 
of selling at the right time he is more as- 
sured of his buying position. The training 
required for short selling is necessary to bal- 
ance one’s attitude toward the market. It 
helps him overcome the market fever called 
“being too bullish.” It also gives him an 
opportunity to use his capital during the 
major bear market so as to make a legitimate 
income and yet not be forced to try to make 
money on the up side when stocks are going 
down. 


Market Cycles 


The market trend in June is overshadowed 
by two major cycles. The one cycle, which 
is bullish up to and including June with di- 
minishing strength, is the World Savior, the - 
large trine between Uranus and Neptune. 
The other cycle which starts to operate in 
June is bearish and just begins to take hold 
during this month, but gradually becomes 
most effective during the month of August. 
This is the conjunction and parallel between 
Saturn and Jupiter. This conjunction occurs 
every twenty years and has a dominant ef- 
fect upon economic conditions as well as 
political movements. Last month we dwelt 
upon the cycle at some length in connection 
with our article on the five-year forecast. 
We are making a thorough study of the cycles 
operating from March 20, 1940, to March 20, 
1945. This study is being put into a pam- 
phlet, a copy of which will be mailed to 
readers free upon request. (May I urge you 
to write for this pamphlet if you are person- 
ally concerned, but please do not ask for it 
if you are only curious, because it is ex- 
pensive to produce and mail large numbers 
of them.) 

From a political standpoint, the United 
States passes through a twenty-year cycle— 
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twelve years of which are predominantly 
conservative and eight years of which are 
predominantly liberal. We had a conserva- 
tive administration in this country from 1920 
to 1932. We have had a liberal administra- 
tion since. We had a conservative adminis- 
tration from 1900 to 1912, which was followed 
by eight years of liberal administration under 
Woodrow Wilson. Based upon this theory, 
the next twelve years in the United States 
should be more conservative. 

Going back to our market cycles for June, 
it appears that there might be a gradual 
topping off during this month, especially 
during the first ten days. Around the mid- 
dle of the month, when the Sun is square 
to Neptune, is the most critical time. This 
cycle, almost without exception, causes a de- 
cline in the stock market. During the latter 
ten days of the month Saturn and Jupiter 
are parallel to each other but not yet in 
conjunction. They do not reach an exact 
conjunction until about the seventh of Au- 
gust, at which time I should anticipate a 
serious decline in the stock market. I have 
checked the influences of Saturn aspecting 
Jupiter for the last one hundred years. The 
conjunctions, squares, and oppositions almost 
invariably cause declines. There was one 
notable exception, however, and that was 
during March and April, 1881, when- they 
were in conjunction in Taurus, which is 
exactly the same position they have this year. 
There was practically no decline then because 
Uranus and Neptune were trining each other, 
which is exactly the condition this year. 

To be safe it seems entirely reasonable to 
sell at least a portion of one’s holdings on 
any sharp rise during June and July. Be- 
cause of these contrary forces, some securi- 
ties are likely to continue going up, while 
others will go down very seriously. This 
difference can be ascertained in the final 
analysis only by a study of the individual 
issue. We have made such a study on a large 
list, giving current buying and selling prices.

square it makes with Saturn and Uranus. 
This indicates that the region of the lungs 
offers little resistance to various kinds of 
attack, 









The progressed constant of pleurisy is, 
“An aspect to Mercury at the same time there 
are heavy rallying afflictions, usually from 
Mars.” In this chart, progressed Mercury, 
after being retrograde, turned direct and 
made the conjunction with birth-chart Mer- 
cury. In 1926 progressed Mars was square 
birth-chart Pluto, and in 1927 it was con- 
junction progressed M.C. We may be sure, 
therefore, during this period that the think- 
ing was irritable and that the feeling of 
hurry was almost constantly present. 

The result of this mental attitude of irri- 
tation was the development of similar irrita- 
tion in the body, and the inflammation which 
thus resulted quite naturally affected a region 
which was weak at birth, and which also at 
the time was being stimulated by a progressed 
aspect; in this case, a region ruled by afflicted 
birth-chart Mercury. Pleurisy developed 
April 20, 1927—for which time the progressed 
planets around the outside of the chart are 
placed. As it is a Mars affliction, developed 
under progressed Mars conjunction M.C., it 
was timed by minor progressed Sun square 
birth-chart Mars. An operation (Mars) was 
performed and a drain installed, as pus (indi- 
cated by the prominent negative planets) had 
formed in the cavity. Symptoms of tuber- 
culosis (Saturn-Neptune) are apparent at 
present time (1940). 

Now as pleurisy is identified with irritated 
(Mars) thinking, it should be treated with 
the mental antidote of Mars. That is, the 
soothing domestic thoughts ruled by the 
Moon should be cultivated to displace the 
hurry and irritation. And as the Mercury 
affliction indicates chemical imbalance aris- 
ing from inability of the parathyroid glands 
properly to handle calcium, the mental atti- 
tude of trusting in a higher power (Jupiter 
thoughts) will help take the strain from them, 
so that if enough calcium is supplied in the 
food they can restore a normal condition. 

The mental antidote of Mars, which is the 
Moon, also indicates the physical treatment 
which I have found most successful in reliev- 
ing pleurisy, considering it apart from the 
diseases with which it may be associated. 
The Moon rules both water and relaxation. 
And I have found nothing better than to get 
the patient to relax as completely as possible, 
and to use cold wet compresses over the part 
to dissipate the underlying heat and draw the 
inflammation to the surface.

We must beware of thinking that Pluto 
causes life to be bizarre, abnormal or un- 
natural in itself. Such cannot be the case 
unless the rest of the chart points to this. 
In all progressions, but particularly so in 
the case of Pluto, it is necessary for the 
student to be sure that he or she is inter- 
preting in terms of what is promised radically, 
otherwise he will be making gangsters out of 
noble men, promising abortions to barren wo- 
men and generally making himself ridiculous. 

Pluto does seem at first to represent what 
is abnormal. I, had thought so myself until 
I sat down solidly for a whole long evening 
and worked out every progression that could 
be made with Pluto in my own chart to the 
other nine planets, to the M.C. and Ascend- 
ant, and then progressing every planet to 
the various aspects it could make with Pluto. 
In all there were some forty-five to fifty 
aspects. As this list grew, I began to wonder 
if I would ever be able to. remember what 
had happened at these times. To my surprise, 
I found every event easy to recall and I 
had to modify my term “abnormal” for Pluto. 
Even the word “unusal” was at times not 
correct. I found, however, that every Pluto 
aspect threw me out of previous routine, s0 
that an adjustment of some kind had to be 
made. For this reason, the events, though 
numerous, were clearly recalled. 


What Is Meant by a Planet Having 
Rule Over a Sign? 


We have now become acquainted with 
both the signs of the Zodiac and the Planets. 
Our next step is to go over both very care- 
fully and see which signs seem best to ex- 
press the meaning of the planets. When we 
find a planet that is particularly like a sign 
or signs, we say that planet has rule over 
the sign or signs, 

A planet contains a principle causing some- 
thing to manifest. A sign is something that 
is manifested or interpreted. For example: 
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1. The Sun is the principle of life. Leo, the 
sign of its rulership, is life manifested as 
love or children. 

2. The Moon is the principle of fecundation 
and growth, Cancer, its sign, is the same 
principle manifested as motherhood, home 
and the emotional nature. 

3. Mercury is the principle of movement, of 
mind and reason. This principle manifests 
in two signs: 

(a) In Gemini as short journeys, letter 
writing, telephones, railroads, all 
methods of communication, in contacts 
with brethren and acquaintances, and 
in general common sense and reason. 

(b) In Virgo in terms of work, service, 
dealing with servants, in attention to 
details, etc. Also, since Mercury 
governs mind and mind is the prime 
factor in health, it manifests as health 
or sickness, 


4, Venus rules the principle of magnetism, 
attraction, beauty and love. It manifests in 
two signs: 

(a) In Taurus as song, since Taurus gov- 
erns the throat. Also in love of pos- 
sessions, since it is the nature of Venus 
to attract and gather. 

(b) In Libra as attraction to the partner, 
in artistic qualities, since in all art 
there must be proportion and balance. 
The idea of balance leads to the idea 
of fairness and of justice in dealing 
with others so that in Libra, Venus 
has to do with much justice and law. 


5. Mars rules the principle of dynamic energy. 
. It manifests in two signs: 
(a) In Aries as new beginnings, pioneer 
work, etc. 
(b) In Scorpio as sex force or in regenera- 
tion of the life. 


6. Jupiter is the principle of expansion. It 
manifests in two signs: 

(a) In Sagittarius as long journeys or in 
the broadening of the mind, as intui- 
tion, the study of principles and laws. 

(b) In Pisces as knowledge of the mys- 
teries, the study of fate and destiny, 
the reason for sorrow and affliction. 
Also in philanthropy. 


7. Saturn is the principle of contraction. It 
manifests in two signs: 

(a) In Capricern as the ability to con- 
solidate the affairs and matters be- 
longing to the profession. 

(b) In Aquarius as the ability to narrow 

down the enormous number of ac- 





quaintances and to pick out the best 
as friends. With its virtues, patience 
and reliability, it can keep friends. It 
also manifests in this sign not merely 
as the ability to organize the profes- 
sional life but to organize the social 
structure of the community. 


8. Uranus is the principle of insight. It 
manifests in Aquarius (in co-rulership 
with Saturn) as the ability to see ever 
new and better forms of government and 
social life. 

9. Neptune is the principle of mystery and 
of fourth dimensional consciousness. It 
manifests in Pisces (in co-rulership with 
Jupiter) as the ability to contact the 
psychic world, to see every phase of hu- 
man consciousness from every angle, and 
from very different angles than is usual. 
It is therefore sometimes called the prin- 
ciple of inversion, for to Neptune the things 
which normal people think are important 
are unimportant, and vice versa. 


Sequence and Rulers of Signs 


In learning the rulership of the signs, you 
will understand them better if you will start 
with the Sun and the Moon and then take 
the planets in their astronomical order of 
distance from the Sun, that is Mercury, 
Venus, Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus, and 
Neptune. 

If you look carefully at Diagram 15, you 
must realize that whoever constructed the 
first astrological chart, certainly knew some 
astronomy, for if we take the Sun and Moon 
as our starting place, we have the planets 
in their right order on both the eastern side 
and on the western side of the chart. (Note 
here, of course, that the ancients did not 
know of Uranus and Neptune.) 

Uranus and Neptune have only been dis- 
covered in recent years; Uranus in 1782 A.D., 
and Neptune in 1846 A.D., so that the ancient 
people made their charts and judged them 
without either Uranus or Neptune. Modern 
astrologers find that Uranus is co-ruler ‘of 
Aquarius with Saturn, while Neptune is co- 
ruler of Pisces with Jupiter. 

If you look again at Diagram 15, you will 
note that the Sun and Moon have rulership 
over one sign each, while the other planets 
Mercury, Venus, Mars, Jupiter, and Saturn, 
rule two signs each, one on one side of the 
Sun and Moon houses. One is said to be 
the positive or masculine expression of the 
planet, and one is said to be the feminine or 
negative expression of the planet: Some- 
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times instead of speaking of the masculine or 
feminine signs, or positive or negative signs, 
* the ancient astrologers spoke of them as those 
belonging naturally to the day house (posi- 
tive) or night house (negative) of the planet. 
These two terms day and night houses are 
very confusing as they have nothing to do 
with day or night, except as the latter might 
be termed poetical expressions for positive 
and negative. (See Diagrams 16-17.) 

In Diagram 15A, Edwin Eberman has por- 
trayed the accumulation of experience that 
man gains in an imaginary journey from 
the Sun and Moon to Saturn and back again. 
He uses the spiral line to show the slow 
upward path when man tries to understand 
his environment and the innate powers given 
him by the planets. The limit of personal 
experience is reached in Saturn who is some- 
times called “the Lord of the Outermost 
Limit,” or the Teacher or Sifter. The return 
path to the Sun and Moon is shown by a 
straight line when the experience is absorbed 
and manifests as soul growth and spiritual 
illumination. 


Summary of Planet Rulership 
Over the Signs 


The knowledge of the actual rulership of 
the signs is so important, you should learn 
the following by heart: 


The Sun rules the positive and masculine 
sign Leo only; that is the heart, love, 
pleasure, children, etc. 


The Moon rules the negative, feminine sign 
Cancer only; that is the home, the 
mother, the emotions. 


Mercury rules two signs: 

(a) (Positive, masculine sign) Gemini, 
that is the practical mind, short 
journeys, brethren. 

(b) (Negative, feminine sign) Virgo, that 
is service, health. 


Venus rules two signs: 
(a) (Negative, feminine sign) Taurus, 
that is, money and possessions. 
(b) (Masculine, positive sign) Libra, that 
is, marriage, justice, partnership. 


Mars rules two signs: 
(a) (Positive, masculine sign) Aries, new 
beginnings. 
(b) (Negative, feminine sign) Scorpio, 
that is, sex, death. 
Jupiter rules two signs:

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Weather Guide 


June, 


O, the Pacific Coast in June, 1940, there 
is likely to be a considerably more than nor- 
mal rainfall, which for most of the region 
is less than a quarter of an inch. The most 
probable rainy periods are near June 3rd, 
10th, 16th and 21st. Nearly all this region 
should be rather cooler than normal up to 
about the 23rd, when a change to very much 
warmer sets in, the warmest days of the 
month occurring in the last week. The cool- 
est parts of the month are about the 12th 
and 22nd. At this season of the year the 
rains are usually on the coast line and north 
of San Francisco Bay. 

East of the Rocky Mountains the month 
of June, 1940, begins with a short spell of 
cool weather, but soon turns much warmer, 
about the 6th or 7th changing to very warm 
or in some places hot weather for eight or 
ten days, then slowly turns cooler, and from 
about the 16th to 24th unusually cool, or at 
least a variable period, yet around the last 
of the month several hot days are evidenced. 
The rainfall this month is mostly about the 
central parts of the United States, great lakes, 
Ohio-Tennessee river valleys and east. The 
storms are short but frequent, often violent 
in a few localities. In many places excessive 
rains are depicted, with thunderstorms, vio- 
lent winds and some floods. The most violent 
storms probably occur near the middle parts 
of the month, and it is expected violent winds 
will cause some damage in the central states 
and to the southwest. 

Briefly, in the central states, great lakes 
regions and the west, temperatures rise, turn 
variable to near the 10th, then decline to 
around the 15th, rise to the 19th, but are 
quite cool near the 23rd, then fairly warm 
during the last days. ; 

In the south, at first warm, cool near the 
-1th, then quite warm until after the 21st to 
25th, but during the last days very warm 
weather is presaged. 

On the Atlantic slope, the weather is cool 
at first, but becomes very warm near the 9th 
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to 14th, when a change sets in, and it is quite 
cool near the 20th, then becomes variable, 
but hot during the last few days. 

There are indications that in June this year 
some exceedingly severe tornadic storms will 
Sweep across the great plains states from the 
Texas southwest to the great lakes country. 
Some damage is to be expected, but the exact 
dates and the precise localities cannot be 
determined beforehand. However, June 9th, 
19th and near the 28th are the most probable 
dates for this. 


Day by Day Weather Forecast 


Following is a day by day weather fore- 
cast for the regions east of the Rockies: 

Sat., June 1—In central states, middle and 
southwest some rain; in gulf states and on 
Atlantic slope nearly clear; turning warmer 
in west. 

Sun., June 2—Rains shift to great lakes, 
Ohio-Tennessee river valleys and the north- 
east Atlantic slope; south and southeast clear; 
turns warmer. 

Mon., June 3—Rainy in Rocky Mountains, 
showers about central states and south; Atlan- 
tic slope nearly clear; cool in north and east, 
warm south. 

Tues., June 4—Showers in middle west and 
west great lakes country, but on Atlantic 
slope and in most of the south nearly clear; 
most of country cooler. 

Wed., June 5—Intermittent showers extend 
from the Texas southwest to great lakes and 
northeast; Atlantic slope and southeast clear- 
ing; generally cool. : 

Thurs., June 6—Most of central states and 
west clearing, as the showery rains shift to 
east great lakes, Ohio-Tennessee river val- 
leys and the east; changes to warmer. 

Fri., June 7—Rains extend from. southwest 
gulf coast to central states, great lakes and 
northeast Atlantic slope; southeast clear; 
much warmer generally.

The period 
of the 5th to the 16th has this underlying 
treachery most marked; happy the reputation 
based on firm enough integrity to come un- 
scathed through these days. The 16th marks 
the climax in controversies or labor troubles; 
from the 19th to the 24th strategic, imagi- 
native or strongly humanitarian solutions to 
such problems are found.

June Lunation 


The New Moon at 8:05 p.m. on June 5th 
occurs in 15 degrees 7 minutes Gemini and 
rules the lunar month of June 5th to July 
4th. The lunation is in the sixth house of 
the figure, but close enough to the seventh 
cusp to have some influence there also, thus 
blending events of labor, public health, food 
supply and employment with open conflict, 
rivalry, elections or foreign affairs in which 
we are directly concerned.

Recreations and 
tourist trade are very well patronized but 
people will demand full value for the money 
they spend on entertainment, travel or vaca- 
tions. See-America-First slogans are hardly 
needed with war cutting off most ocean 
travel. Well-organized projects of a recrea- 
tional nature are highly successful, especially 
those appealing to the love of novelty or the 
desire of people to meet others of congenial 
tastes. A great increase in building of sum- 
mer or week-end homes should be a marked 
feature of the month. Getting back to the 
land has its practical financial uses, as well 
as its dividends in health and recreation; the 
national perception of such need of the “good 
earth” becomes much stronger. 

The major events of this month are likely 
to be quite intangible, with the New Moon 
square to Neptune from the houses of labor, 
health and conflicts to that of law, credit, 
religion, higher education and foreign or dis- 
tant affairs.

We seem to 
be deluged with war propaganda designed 
to entangle us in the witches’ sabbath going 
on abroad. Espionage, undercover diplomacy, 
attempts to slow up labor or transportation, 
and interference with ocean shipping of mail, 
food supplies or raw materials may cause 
serious trouble, though this may be kept from 
public knowledge as much as possible. Un- 
dermining of the integrity of our courts or 
legal agents may be revealed, among other 
scandals affecting law, credit, religion or in- 
stitutions of higher education. A prominent 
topic in the press is likely to be the frus- 
tration facing graduates who are turned out 
of the mill armed with diplomas—and no 
jobs to find.

A revival of private enterprise is the most 
constructive feature of the month. Stimu- 
lated though it is by .war conditions, any 
start in the right direction is to be welcomed. 
Our own people have plenty of unfilled needs, 
as renewal of their purchasing power unmis- 


takably reveals. Inventions, aircraft, agricul- 
tural discoveries, electrical gadgets and syn- 
thetic products to replace others cut off by 
foreign conditions are all likely to be very 
profitable and active, 

Markets are active and on the whole strong 
in trend; caution makes a firm foundation 
under prices and commitments but the scope 
of business increases and rising prices may 
be expected as a result of war inflation. Air- 
craft, automobiles, steels, copper, coal, com- 
munications and transit are all especially 
favored. Such items as rubber, oil, silk, cot- 
ton, dyes, drugs and synthetics may be in 
the doldrums between the 5th and 13th, but 
react favorably near the 19th to 22nd. Movies 
may suffer from censorship and loss of for- 
eign markets; this may require changes of 
financial policies which work out favorably in 
the long run.

Labor 


Labor may be very quiet during this pe- 
riod, with a great deal going on under the 
surface but probably no open breaks except 
a short controversy or flare of violence near 
June 16th.

The administration is conciliatory in its 
attitude most of the month, with foreign 
diplomacy the active front.

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United States 


The United States chart shows Pluto in 
the house of neighboring countries, the press, 
communications, education and public opin- 
ion. Interest continues to center on problems 
of war, defense and protection from crime, 
with sensational news released about June 
28th. Neptune, near his natal place in the 
house of speculation, independent ventures, 
creative arts and children, receives favorable 
aspects stimulating imaginative creation and 
romance near June 19th and 21st, but warns 
against difficulties in shipping, scandals 
among young people or entertainers, and de- 
ceptive conditions in speculation between 
June 5th and 13th.

We had an ominous period like this 
once before—before the Civil War. Let us 
hope that we need not learn that old lesson 
over again the hard and bloody way. In 
the meantime, Uranus forces socialization of 
agriculture and economic resources; Saturn 
demands economy, efficient administration of 
relief funds and increased self-reliance on 
the part of the unfortunate; Jupiter pours out 
more resources, makes more payments for 
the purpose of social welfare. June has 
quite harmonious solutions of twelfth house 
problems as they arise; the real crisis of 
economic and social change will not come 
before the Saturn-Uranus conjunctions of 
1941 and 1942. 


President Roosevelt 


President Roosevelt must deal with dras- 
tic party reform, death or diplomatic changes 
made necessary by. war policies of allied 
nations, about June 28th.

A 2-8-4 grade is recommended for peanuts, 
as is 3-12-6, but three tons of 2-8-4 would cost 
about $63.00, compared to two tons of 3-12-16, 
which would cost about $53.00 and do the same 
work, 

You may not be able to obtain these com- 
binations of fertilizers, but this information 
should show you how to purchase them. There 
are state laws governing the manufacturing and 
marketing of commercial fertilizers. 

Do not just ask for commercial fertilizer 
when you go to purchase the material for your 
garden. Be sure you buy well-known brands, 
Many cheap fertilizers contain large quantities 
of common salt which harm your plants. 

No one fertilizer is an all-crop fertilizer. 
We must select the one most suitable for our 
crops. 

A good market garden fertilizer for vege- 
tables is one that is 5% Nitrogen, 8% Phos- 
phoric Acid and. 5% Potash, or known as 
5-8-5. 

Potatoes require a 5-7-7. 

Grass and grain crops 4-12-4. 

A “Standard Grain Fertilizer” is composed 
of 2-12-4. 

For lawns, a high grade fertilizer is 6-8-2. 

For trees and shrubs, for vigorous leafy 
growth, 10-2-6 is required. 

However, commercial fertilizers must be 
used with care as an overdose may do more 
harm than good to young tender plants. 

The AMERICAN ASTROLOGY MAGAZINE, March 
1939 issue, gives the method of application of 
commercial fertilizers. 
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Bone Meal is a safe fertilizer even when 
used in excess. It can be used for lawns, 
borders and all gardens or farm crops.
